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BIOH is based on a small computer program called PlantPEOPLE written by Taxonomic Computer Research in 1993 to briefly 
list major horticulturists and botanists from around the world; mainly those devoted to ornamental plants. It was part of the 
PLANT DATABASES LIBRARY (PDL) and was condensed to HTML form in December 1999. Now our files are limited to persons 
who influenced ornamental plant horticulture and landscape gardening in general. 


Since then major updates were posted in January 2000, February 2002, August 2002, March 2006, and most recently in May 
2006. Beginning the latest May 22, 2006 revision. A major revision occured in June 2011 and December 2011, adding 
numerous images and historical documents.

Abbott, Frank - an American heating contractor in early life (Saxton's River, Vermont), wordcarver by hobby, Frank soon became 
a hardy azalea breeder in the 1920's and 30's. He combined the beauty of mollis types with the hardiness of R. prinophyllum. Ed 
Mezitt of Weston Nurseries bred Abbott Hybrids to R. prinophyllum in the 1950's before focusing more on summer-flowering 
cultivars. Frank worked to increase cold hardiness, fragrance, and the brilliance and clarity of pink colors. His work with R. 
calendulaceum x R. prinophyllum has given fine results. 
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Camellia ‘Cinnamon Cindy’, one of Dr. Ackerman's floriferous, hardy clones. The flowers are small ut can occur by the hundreds 
on one plant, each blushed to perfection 


Ackerman, William - USDA researcher (geneticist), breeder of cold hardy Camellia for almast 50 years, some with the 'Winter’ 


prefix. His GROWING CAMELLIAS IN COLD CLIMATES (2002, ISBN 978-1561677160) is a remarkable and useful work. 


Adam, Sinclair A. (Jr.) - Colesville, PA, breeder of Tiarella, including ‘Octoraro' and ‘Susquehanna’. 


Adams, Denise - author of RESTORING AMERICAN GARDENS: AN ENCYLOPEDIA OF HEIRLOOM ORNAMENTAL PLANTS, a solid 
read in old cultivars and our American history of ornamental breeding. 


Hosta ‘Sum and Substance’ (Aden 1980) is a puckered, rugose giant in gold tones, one of the biggest, best chartreuse cultivars in 
the genus, It has robustness, durability, amazing colors in every light condition, and many fine lavender flowers. It is the de facto 
standard for big golds in this genus. 


‘Aden, Paul - Hosta expert and breeder (1974-1990's), and author of a best-selling book on these plants. Beginning in the 1990's 
his hybrids had the Abba prefix. 


Ahlburg, M.S. - Helleborus expert and author of a leading book on the genus. 


Ahrendt, L.W.A. - Berberis and Mahonia expert, author of many books on same.

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Aiton in his HORTUS KEWENSIS enumerated all the Pinus known to him. Number 10 was Pinus strobus, number 11 Cedrus 
libani, and number 12 Larix laricina, something called Larix x pendula for decades. In 1789 the pines were a very broad 
collective taxon with clustered or fasicled needles of various lengths, cones being more an interesting feature but not as 
important as they are considered today. Aiton's "Cult." dates of first cultivation in Europe are widely cited and form the basis of 
most modern records. 


Aiton, William (1731-1793). - author of HORTUS KEWENSIS (1789), "Gardener to His Majesty", one of most important guides to 
ornamental plants for many decades. Bean notes that Aiton was the first to record the date of introduction of new species to 
Europe. For those of us who think we have great collections consider that Aiton grew (Chelsea Physic Garden and later Kew 
Gardens) and recorded 5,500 different taxa in late 1700's. So many species are authored with the name Aiton or the 
abbreviation Ait 


Alexander, Herbert (18907-1977) - nurseryman (Dahliadel Nursery, MA USA) and lilac breeder. Some of his cultivars have the 
Alexander prefix. 


Alexander, John H. - distinguished plant propagator at the Arnold Arboretum and expert in many plants. He selected a number 
of conifers and also improved our knowledge of woody plant propagation. He was an expert and author on Syringa. 


Amherst, Alicia - garden author, historian - particularly noteworthy for her History of Gardening in England (1895). This work 
laid down many facts concerning the introduction of plants and their improvement in British gardens - and it was done with a 
charming, entertaining style. Begun at age 24 (using an unfinished text from botanist Percy Newberry) she used her knowledge 
of Latin and ancient herbals to complete the task, studying garden records as far back the fourteenth century and old 
manuscripts at Trinity College. Later with her husband Lord Rockley they help save the ancient Chelsea Physic Garden. She is 
regarded as one of the most skilled women gardening authors of ail time, combining diligent research with literary talent. Some 
regard her 1895 work as the first truly serious, scholarly work of garden literature penned by a woman. She is also known as 
Mrs. Evelyn Cecil. 


Anderson, Horace (b. 1908) - California-based nurseryman, and flower shop owner. He specialized in cut flowers, palms, and 
breeding Clivia. He obtained the rare yellow Clivia miniata ‘Aurea’ from Ed Hummel and used it to advantage for years in his 
hybridization.

Anisko, Tomasz - author of PLANT EXPLORATION FOR LONGWOOD GARDENS (2006, Timber Press, 334 pages), a wonderful 
study of the 50+ expeditions funded by America's classiest garden since the 1950's, resulting in useful landscape plants from 
over 50 countries. The 500 photographs are simply remarkable for their historical value. 


Annee, M. Thre - pioneering French Canna breeder and first to develop commercial clones with wide distribution. It was said that 


Paris had over 20,000 of ‘Annaei cultivar around the city at one time. In 1848 he sowed seeds of Canna nepalanensis and these 
proved to be hybrids with perhaps C. glauca. The offspring were dwarf, compact at the very least, colorful, and part of the 
modern canna genetic heritage. British nurseries later listed Cannas with French names (about 20) and likely these came from 
Annee or at least were based on his work. 


Apps, Darryl - American Hemerocallis hybridizer, producing dozens of award-winning cultivars over the years. ‘Pardon Me’ 
(1982), a burgundy-red, 18 inches, yellowish-green throat, 70cm wide “triangular, tailored" flowers, Award of Merit 1987, 
Donald Fischer Memorial Cup 1985 is among his best from the early years. His HAPPILY EVER APPSTER® DAYLILIES come in 
part from ‘Happy Returns’ and are everblooming "summer to frost” (to 125 days), using the "everblooming gene" which Mr. 
Apps is said to have “isolated”. These span cream to gold colors plus some pinks, red, and ‘Just Plum Happy! in rich pink, banded 
violet with a greenish eye. Website: http://www.woodsidenursery.com 


Arai, Seijuro - Japanese Clematis breeder known for the spectacular ‘Edomurasaki' 
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Ralph M, Ward's ad in Gardener's Chronicle of 1912, offering Aral's Japanese lilies. 
Arai, Seitaro - Yokohoma, Japan-based nurseryman, offering Lilium, Iris, Paeonia, and seeds. 


Arends, Georg (1863-1952) - Ronsdorf, German-based nurseryman (1888 onward), herbaceous perennial breeder, expert, 
working In Ronsdorf, Germany. Known for work in Phlox and Astilbe. Phlox x arendsii (a remarkable cross of P. paniculata x P. 
divaricata) and Astilbe x arendsii, both hybrid groups, the later combining the best of four species, are named in his honor. His 
work dates from 1907, making him one of the most important perennial breeders of the 20th century. The ‘Georg Arends' rose 
remains a valuable cultivar to the current time. Bergenia ‘Silverlicht' and ‘Morgenrote’ from his breeding program is still a worthy 
clone some 50 years after it's introduction. His selection Hosta sieboldiana ‘Elegans' is a important parent of many modern 
sports and hybrids. A number of Primula hybrids came from the Arends firm as well. Ligularia dentata ‘Othello’ and Sedum 
'Herbstfreude' have been very important clones in the nursery trade during the 1900's. He gained fame during WWI showing his 
superior plants over Europe including RHS London shows. WWII air-raids nearly destroyed his life work. 


Argyll, Duke of (1680-1761) - avid plant collector, so eager he was known informally as “the tree monger". Among his collection 
at Whitton, little survives. He raised a large grove of Cedrus libani in 1725 (from seed) and was known to grown Taxodium. 
distichum in good groves. His smaller and rare trees were later moved to form the wonderful collection at Kew Gardens. 


Armacost & Royston - California nurserymen who were the first to have mass distribution of their Saintpaulia (African Violet) 
cultivars. ‘Admiral’, ‘Amethyst’ and the famous 'Blue Boy’ are among those successful introductions.

Armitage, Allan - Professor of Horticulture at the University of Georgia, leading American herbaceous perennial expert, and 
author of a leading book and CD-ROM on the subject. Th s provide a good deal of helpful information. He has 
introduced cultivars including the unusual Dicentra scandens ‘Athens Yellow', His many ATHENS SELECT introductions are 
benchmarks for not only the US but everywhere herbaceous plants are grown. Armitage retired from the UGA in 2011.

Armstrong, Bob - horticulturist at Longwood Gardens known for his aquatic hybrid Cannas derived from C. glauca. 


Arnold, James (1781-1868 or 1869) - wealthy American, New Bedford-based whaling merchant best known to horticulturists for 
his bequest to the Fellows of Harvard College to establish an arboretum in his name (signed 1868, began about 1872). Prior to 
this he was known for forming the New Bedford Horticultural Society (1847). Together with 125 acres of the former Bussey 
Estate, the vast resources of the old university and it's talented experts, the new arboretum became one of America's leading 
plant collections. The sizeable tree collection of Mr. John James Dixwell, an avid plant lover, at Jamaica Plain also formed part of 
the collection by some reports. The Arnold Arboretum along with Kew Gardens remain the two most influential gardens towards 
the introduction of garden plants to the world's gardens. Charles Sargent became the AA's first Director in 1873 and spent 54 
years bringing Arnold's dream to life in a vastly successful manner. 


It should be noted that Mr. Arnold's will stated that the bequest was intended for “promotion of agricultural or horticultural 
improvements" and not traditional botany or basic science as the institution has tended to go today - for example limiting the 
new plant accession of horticultural varieties. 


Arnold, P. - cultivated Gesneriad expert, author. His checklist from 1963 onward have long be reliable references to cultivars. 
Ault, James R. (Dr.) - ornamental plant breeder at the Chicago Botanic Garden, known worldwide for his superior perennials. 


« hybrid MEADOWBRITE Echinacea cultivars in various gold to orange shades, most compact or dwarf, ‘Burgundy Stardust’ is violet-rose quill-type bred from 
three species, 

«+ Monarda ‘Fire Marshall! combines ‘Marshall's Delight’ and “Jacob Cline’ for a bright rose-red corolla color, heads huge, under 3 ft, tall. Mildew resistance is, 
very high in early trials, 

« Baptisia crosses are also exciting, giving rich violet and greenish-yellow to the genus for the first time. 

«+ Veronica ‘Tidal Pool’ is a prostrate cross of V. armena x V. pectinata 'Rosea’, rich true blue with a white over tiny oak-like leaves. It is denser and faster than 
either parent. 

« Dr. Ault has long studied Penstemon and published a number of scholarly papers on that genus. 

« Silene ‘Longwood’ while not widely sold is a very good plant. 


Austin, David C.H. (1926-) - British rose breeder who emphasized for over 50 years very classy shrub roses of excej 
charm. Raised on a farm where he still lives, he was inspired by Baker's Nurseries in his youth, a firm growing fine old roses in 
the 1940's. George Bunyard's writings inspired young David to try breding new to old roses, not losing the charm of the old 
shapes, colors, and scents. He felt determined not to lose the glorious old forms, multi-petalled glory, and complex scents of the 
forgotten old clones. Today we have the best of the old traits together with the long-blooming, disease-resistance, and strong 
traits of the modern rose. His first cultivar ‘Constance Spry' (1963) was a favorite locally but did not long bloom enough for his 
tasts. His nursery began in 1969. Great British horticulturists Graham Thomas and other experts took up his projets and by 1983 
at Chelsea his traditional but durable, new "English Roses" were a hit. Over 200 cultivars have come from his program since that 
time. In 2003 he won the RHS Victoria Medal of Honour for his services to rose development. 


“Austin Roses" are virtually in new class in themselves. Do visit http: di ti for many of his creations. 
David received the British OBE for his services to horticulture. His son David J.C. Austin continues his breeding and nursery 
work. Their family rose collection at Albrighton contain over 800 cultivars are a designated National Collection of English Roses. 


Austin, L. Bancroft - Massachusetts Ilex breeder who worked mainly in |. opaca, ‘Lucillle' a cross of 'St. Mary' being one fruitful, 
orchard quality clone. 


Auten, Edward - Harvard grad and pioneering Paeonia breeder in Illinois, USA, beginning about 1910. His ‘Illini Warrior’ (1955), 
an early, 32 inch, single dark red is vigorous and with dark foliage. It remains useful in the 2010's. 'Red Ensign’ (1941) is a semi. 
double, glossy red of merit as well. Auten's ‘Rosedale’ (1936), 30 inches, mid-sized, clean rose-red, double to s-d, short of stem, 
P. lactiflora x P. officinalis, gained popularity around the world,

The logs of his worldwide travels made informative and fun reading. Plant Delights has introduced well over a hundred new 
cultivars in many genera to the trade.

In that era when specialists in plants had little opportunity to publish their own monographs (unless via a nursery catalog), 
Bailey and Miller pursuaded over 450 experts to contribute articles to their one series - that has to be some kind of record in 
horticultural collaboration. | must confess | often turn to the CYCLOPEDIA more often than any of the later HORTUS volumes due 
to the longer descriptions and identification keys (Hatch). 


Bailey, Liberty Hyde (1858 - 1954) - Professor of horticulture and botany at Cornell University and Dean of the Agriculture 
College there for many years. One of the most influential botanists AND horticulturists of the 20th century, having written 
countless authoritative articles and books. He influenced ornamental horticulture in many ways, his Manual of Cultivated Plants, 


Cyclopedia of Horticulture, and Hortus I-III series being widely known. The term "cultivar" was coined by him. Among his 
horticultural monographs are works on Dianthus, Campanula, garden palms, and conifers. There are very few cultivated genera 
he did not help describe and bring clarity to. Unlike so many taxonomists of the time he actually grew the things in gardens and 
the greenhouses to evaluate the nomenclature of the trade. He was "hortobotanical" in the true sense of that term, knowing the 
garden aspects of plants are surely as academic ones. And he did all this while simultaneously running a major agricultural 
college and being a national authority on many aspects of animal production and modern farming! If there was ever a complete 
scholar or renaissance man in agriculture it was L.H. Bailey. Just months prior to his death (in his nineties) he was seen wading 
up to his chest in a merky, tropical swamp collecting new specimens and seed. Harlan Banks offers an exhaustive list of his work 
at the Bailey Hortorium site. 


Bailey, Rod (and Bailey Nurseries) - Cornus alba IVORY HALO is one of just many fine, recent introductions. 
Bailey, S. - Dianthus expert and author of Carnations (1990). 
Baker, Bill - British Clematis breeder known for 'Joan Baker’ among others. 


Baldsiefen, Warren - Bellvale, New York-based Rhododendron breeder and nurseryman (firm registered 1974). His ‘Anna 
Baldsiefen' is a favorite in North America and Europe, a four feet compact plant, early-blooming, floriferous but elegant with star- 
shaped corollas, a lovely mix of mid to rich pink shades ("phlox pink"), none even harsh, hardy to 0 deg. F., a plant based on R. 
mucronulatum taxa. Also earning high praise is R. dauricum ‘Arctic Pearl’ (1960), a pristine white to 2 inches wide. 


Baldwin, Randy - nurseryman (San Marcos Growers, Santa Barbara, CA) and Clivia breeder. He is developing a pure yellow 
strain for that firm and has nice info on genus at http://www.smarowers.com 


Ball, George Jacob and Vic - seedsmen and nurseryman (George Ball Seed Co., later termed Ball Seed, and of late Ball 
Horticultural Co., http: //www.ballhort.com) known for introducing countless superior greenhouse, florist, and bedding cultivars. 
The BALL REDBOOK has served for decades as a leading guide to growing ornamentals under glass or plastic, educating 
thousands of students and older professionals. George Ball was a veteran of the Spanish-American war. He quickly learned to 
love cut flowers and saw the need to improve them, especially Calendula, Aster, and sweet peas. Their first catalog of 1918 
signaled a new sophistication in American floriculture and floral bedding. The Ball organization now owns their former competitor 
Burpee Seeds, now mingled in various ways with Darwin Perennials, Heronswood Nursery, PanAmerican Seeds, and Selecta 
Seeds. 


Ballard, Ernest - gardener and ornamental plant breeder, noted mainly for numerous Aster x novi-belgii cultivars from 1907 
onward. Helleborus 'Ballard's Black’ was also a strong introduciton. 
His DAYS IN MY GARDEN is available free at Google ebooks. 


Ballard, Helen (1909-1995) - plant expert and daughter-in-law of Ernest Ballard, worked for 30+ years on Helleborus, producing 
new color and shape improvements. Helleborus x ballardiae (H. lividus x H. niger) are named in her honor. 


Balls, Edward Kent (E.K.) (1892-1984) - plantsman, lecturer, collector, and rock garden expert, mainly with Clarence Elliott at 
Six Hills Nursery. Later he worked at Rancho Santa Ana Botanic Garden in California. Sempervivum ballsii and Sisyrinchium 'E.K 
Balls' were named for him. 


Baltet - French nurseryman and pioneer Syringa breeder c. 1700. This Troyes, France nurseryman created ‘Bleuatre’, a cultivar 
on which Lemoine based some of his later French Hybrids. Some of his clones including ‘De Croncels' were semi-dwarf to 
compact, making the first known breakthrough in lilac habits. ‘Lucie Baltet', a dwarf light pink is still valued today. 
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Perhaps the first known drawing of Dodecatheon meadia, John Banister's plate was never published until many years after his 
death. 


Banister, John (1654-1692) - British missionary, Oxford graduate, naturalist, plant collector, entomologist, and author of the 
first catalog of American native and garden plants, quite literally the first true flora of the North American plants - CATALOGUS 
PLANTARUM IN VIRGINIA OBSERVATORUM (1686) based on the older CATALOGUS STIRPIUM RARIORUM (1679). His considered 
the first person with university training (Oxford) to study the Virginian flora in a serious manner. He is called a naturalist 
because he also catalogued animals, insects, mollusks, fish, birds, primative organisms, and even fossils. In early yeards he 
studied with Professor of Botany Robert Morison of Oxford, physician to King Charles I! and curator of the Royal Gardens. He 
was first British citizen to travel and study the flora of the New World. He was sent out to collect plants by Bishop Henry 
Compton, a similarly keen naturalist and clergyman. Compton callected exotic woody plants from all over the world, growing 
Tsuga canadensis, Cornus florida, and Quercus phellos early on. Banister collected material in the West Indias and North 
America ("Virginia" of the south as then defined), many taxa ending up at the famous Oxford Physic Garden and the Fulham 
Palace. The recent discovery of tobacco and potatoes in the New World, fueled the interesting in gathering new plants to the Old 
World. His description of Mutinus elegans (Stinkhorn) is thought to be the first scientific description of a fungus species from the 
North American continent. Banister worked with William Byrd of modern Virginia, a wealthy trader wha funded collecting trips by 
a number of explorers. 


Bannister introduced Abies balsamea, Acer negundo, Gleditscia triacanthos, Liquidambar styraciflua, Magnolia virginiana, and 
Quercus coccinea to Europe for the first time; a total of 350 plant species previously unknown there. He and Tradescant both 
collected Dodecantheon meadia. Linnaeus honored him by naming the tropical genus Banisteria for him. He died tragically as a 
member of another collecting party mistook him for an animal or hostile native tribesman, shooting him dead. Another popular 
account of his end suggests he reached for a plant and fell to his death, though the accidental shooting is given the most weight 
by historicans. His catalogs of species and vouchers influences Ray's HISTORIA PALNTARUM and Plukenet's PHYTOGRAPHIA. He 
is a founder of the old College of William and Mary in the US. The American patriot, member of the Continental Congress, Mayor 
of Petersburg, Virginia, Col. John Banister is his grandson.

Banks, Joseph (1743-1820) - English entrepreneur of some wealth, naturalist, botanist, plant explorer who introduced over 500 
taxa of plants to Europe including many from North America. His seed list exceeded 1000 at one time. He explored 
Newfoundland and Labrador in 1766 as an Oxford student. He traveled with the famous Captain Cook in 1768 to 1772 over 
many regions. Later he helped found the influential Linnean Society, The Royal Academy, and the Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS). He served as Trustee of the British Museum for 42 years. 


His directorship of the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew (1773), though somewhat muddled and unofficial, "a kind of 
superintendence" working, gave much direction in plant introduction in those critical, early years. The kew.org website credits 
him as being "instrumental in changing the direction of Kew from the simple collecting and showing of exotics to serious 
scientific and economic botanical purposes". His relationship with King George III, the royal leader of the time, was important, 
the two of them sharing the importance of importing new crops of all types. In 1793 he funded the introduction breadfruit to the 
West Indies from Tahiti to assist the economy there; working often to improve the economies of both Britain and it's colonies. 


The genus Banksia honors him. Rosa Banksiae honors his wife, Lady Dorothea Banks. He is crediting with bring Eucalyptus, 
Mimosa, and Acacia to the temperate west. In 1990 the Sir Joseph Banks Centre for Economic Botany building was named in his 
honor. 


Banyai, Bruce - nurseryman and Hosta expert. 


Banyai, Pauline - Hosta breeder, producing some 40 cultivars, including the widely regarded ‘Gold Standard’ (registered 1976), 
one the more durable and showy gold-centered cultivars for landscaping. 


Barber, Charles E. - American Delphinium breeder known for his Hoodacre White Group, popular in those pale shades. He began 
work about 1926 and many of his crosses were delightfully scented. 


Barlow, Nora (1885-1989) - known the world over for the double Aquilegia strain and cultivars named for her, Ms. Barlow was 
also a grand-daughter of the great Charles Darwin. 


Barnes, Peter - British botanist and consultant, expert on ferns, Filipendula, Abelia, and J apanese plants. 


Baron, William (Dr.) - Malus breeder famous for AMERICAN SPIRIT. 
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Look at Peter Barr's 1893 catalog of perennials and it will make many modern offerings weak and simple in comparison. He had 
six colors of Tradescantia virginiana even then. His offering of many colors and shapes of Pyrethrum follow. They offered 500 
different clones of Narcissus that year. We have nothing as extensive today (2011). 
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Barr, Peter (1826-1909) and George - British nurseryman (Barr and Sugden, also called Barr & Sons), herbaceous perennials 
experts. Peter was known as the "Daffodil King" and did much to make the hybrids and good species common, affordable garden 
subjects. William Robinson called him the leading authority in Narcissus species and varieties and our modern classification owes 
much to his breeding and trials. They are also known for several Papaver orientale selections, Iris, Bergenia, Paeonia, Tulipa, 
Lilium, and Hemerocallis in the early 1900's. In 1937 their catalog offered 36 taxa of Helleborus. Crocus ‘Barr's Purple’ and the 
even more widely sold Crocus chrysanthus ‘Goldilocks’ (1950) is from their later work. In later years, he took up the genus 
Lilium in a big way, having a full acre to their hybrids at one time. When he "retired" in 1869 he took on trips to Japan, Canada, 
China, Australia, American, and New Zealand, bringing back wild and garden material. Narcissus x barrii and 'Peter Barr’, 
perhaps the first white trumpet is named in his honor. 


Barry, Patrick (1816 - 1890) - Irish-born co-founder with George Ellwanger of the famous nursery bearing their name (Ellwanger 
and Barry), later called Mount Hope Nursery. A few plants, often conifers, named ‘Barryi' are a tribute to his work. Mt. Hope 
distributed the best cultivars from American breeders, their own extensive program, and importations from Europe. You got the 
best of the new and old worlds from their catalogs, fine American plants as well as best of such European giants as the Lemoine 
family. It was the Ellwanger and Barry firm that donated and also sold land to form the amazing horticultural collections in 
Rochester NY today, mainly the Highland Park Arboretum.

William Barry was a constant evangelist for the use of new, interesting, and rare plants in the American landscape. His firm may 
have had a monopoly on some of them but he was passionate about the value of colorful, weeping, and European cultivars. This 
paper is thought to be the first article on weeping trees from North America and goes on to describe specific cultivars in some 
detail.

Barry, William C. - nursery with Mt. Hope Nursery of Rochester, NY. Author of BRIEF ESSAYS ON NEW FRUITS, ORNAMENTAL 
TREES, AND PLANTS (1880), a significant American discussion of the newest cultivars of edible and ornamental with candid 
evaluations of such from his extensive nursery experience. Barry was meticulous on his crediting of origination and history of 
cultivars, making this and other papers valuable for historical reference. 


Bartels, Andreas - German nurseryman and journalist. Acer ‘Autumn Fire’ (A palmatum x A. circinatum) is his. 
Bartlet, George - Fuchsia expert and author of Fuchsias: The Complete Guide. 


Bartram, John - the first American born botanist and an avid gardener. He and his son William are credited with having the first 
American arboretum and botanical garden. A garden devoted to his work still exists in Philadephia. 


Buxus sempervirens ‘Pyramidalis’, part of the mature and lovely collection that Lynn Batorf has built at the US National 
Arboretum, Washington, DC. 


Batdorf, Lynn R. - National Arboretum, registrar for Buxus and author of several lists. His recent BOXWOOD ENCYCLOPEDIA was 
decades in the making and contains over 1000 named clones. 


Bauers, Barton M. - NC-based grower known in part for Ilex vornitoria ‘Virginia Dare’, a stunning orange-fruited plant he found in 
the wild. It is a stunning plant in any Ilex collection where that species is hardy. 


Beales, Peter - Rosa expert, breeder, and author of Classic Roses. 


Beasley, George and Mary - Georgia-based farmers, breeders of Beasley deciduous azaleas (Transplant Nurseries). ‘Lemon Drop' 
and ‘Peaches and Cream’ are two of their star clones. 'My Mary' has rich yellow color, hardiness, tough foliage, elegant form, and 
superb fragrance. They bred mostly with R. austrinum and other good hybrids. 


Bean, William Jackson - British woody plant expert and author of the highly regarded Trees and Shrubs of the British Isles - so 


familiar it is usually known simply as "Bean". He served as Curator at Kew for 46 years bringing into cultivation and distribution 
a great many introduced taxa from Asia. Indeed he was often the first person in the West to grow many new, ornamental plants 
and describe their potential. As the son of a nurseryman he did much to unite the worlds of botany and horticulture and did so 
with tremendous enthusiasum and his own style. 


Becker, Jim and Dotti - nurserymen (Goodwin Creek Gardens), herb experts, and introducers of many fine ornamental herbs. 
Among their many discoveries is Lavandula ‘Goodwin Creek Grey’ 


Beckett, K.A. - Bergenia expert 


Begon, Michel (1638-1710) - amateur botanist but officially a colonial leader in Canada and the Caribbean. His 1688 expedition 
to the West Indies resulted in the discovery of the very important genus Begonia which is named for him, 


One of the first great authors on woody plant cultivars, favoring conifers, Beissner's 1891 HANDBUCH DER NADELHOLZKUNDE 
not only separated cultivars by description and nomenclatural history but with clear illustrations. Here we have Platycladus 
orientalis ‘Decussata’ and ‘Meldensis' compared and contrasted we can appreciate and cite today. We can still delimit those clones 
with his plates of this high quality. 
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Here's a snippet in German of Beissner's treatment of Chamaecyparis pisifera cultivars, a reference upon which alll later experts 
such as Bean, denOuden and Boom, Hornibrook, and Welch relied for their notable conifer works. 


Beissner, Ludwig H. (1843 - 1927) - one of Europe's top conifer experts of the late 19th century and early 20th century, author 
of several leading conifer books of that time. His HANDBUCH DER NADELHOLZKUNDE (1891) is the source of many woody plant 
cultivar names, plants he knew from Germany collections and elsewhere in Europe. Later the HANDBOOK LAUBUHOLZ-BEN. 
(1903) with Schelle and Zabel is the authority of many woody plant cultivar names. 


Benedict, Herb - Hosta breeder, known for ‘Blue Silver’ among recent intros. His Epimedium grandiflorum ‘Benedict's Violet’ has 


earned Tony Avent's highest praise of late. 


Bennett, E.L. - propriator of Greenbriar Farms and known for his many Ilex crenata cultivars that were selections from a mass 
planting of over 1 quarter million seedlings!

of this genus to be golden, compact, and easy to propagate. It's more gold in the spring but by this time 

of year one gets a nice greenish lime. 


Berckman, Prosper Julius (1830-1910) - Belgian-born nurseryman known for his Fruitland Nursery in Augusta GA USA, the 
grounds of which are now the famous, flower-filled National Augusta Golf Course, home of the Master's Tournament each spring. 
Besides an oriental arborvitae named for him, he worked in the breeding of Southern Indica azaleas. Fred Galle said that wthout 
his efforts the south would scarcely have been beautified by these large, amazing azaleas as it remains today. It remains 
somewhat unclear which plants came from his work and which from Magnolia Gardens. 


Berdon, Kenneth Warren (1907-1987) - American Syringa collector and breeder of Scottish ancestry, growing over 2300 lilac 
plants on 60 acres in Maine, USA. His cultivars, dating from 1969 to 2001 are still offered today in specialty nurseries. 


Berg C. - Conifer collector known for a number of useful items including Pinus ponderosa 'Twodot Columnar’ and P. flexilis 
"Scratch Gravel’. 


Bergen, Karl August von (1704-1760) - German botanist for whom the genus Bergenia was named by Moench. His 1750 FLORA 
FRANCOFURTANA was popular then. He was also an expert on the Rhinoceros and wrote a book on the recently described beast.

Bergman, Fred - nurseryman (Raraflora of PA), conifer expert, collector. He named numerous cultivars including many now with 
the Bergman and Raraflora name. He is sometimes criticized for naming so many new cultivars but the best of them have 
proven to be elite garden plants; while some perhaps were not stable. For every questionable name or two, we have at least one 
good stable, memorable, exstant clone that delights our gardens today. His large collection was auctioned off after his death and 
not fully characterized. As Swartley points out in his hemlock book many of these cultivar names were provisional, not ready for 
sale, and many are probably lost to history. 


Berry, Roy - pioneering Begonia breeder from California, known for miniature rex types. He worked with B. rex and B. x rex- 
cultorum, crossing them to miniature and small-leaved fibrous taxa to produce colorful dwarf clones in the 1940's and 1950's. 
His ‘Baby Rainbow’ of 1940 was an immediate hit. 


Bertoloni, Antonio (1775-1869) - leading Italian botanist and Professor of Botany at Bologna best known for his massive FLORA 
ITALICA. The superb garden plant Aquilegia bertolonii was named for him. A number of his writing scanned and available for free 
viewing on Google Books. 


Beskaravainaja, M.A. - Clematis breeder from the Nikitsky State Botanica Garden, Ukraine. Known from Clemtis ‘Alpinist’. 


Bidwell, Ray - British breeder of Pelargonium, noted for work in the dwarf and miniature classes. His work includes the floriferous 
4 inch mini 'Whatfield’. 


Bigger, Myron D. - Kansas breeder of numerous peonies. In 1947, ‘Blanche King’ won him Best of Show - Grand Champion with 
the American Peony Society. His 'Myron D. Bigger’ (1966) remains one of the best late, white doubles. His 1979 'Capital Dome’, 
a Bomb Type white double, midseason, light scented, 34 inches from P. lactifiora is still sold. 


Bignon, Abbe (1662-1743) - French Librarian to King Louis XIV for whom the genus Bignonia and in turn Catalpa bignoniodes 
was named. 


Bir, Richard - retired extension specialist at North Carolina State University, plant evaluator with an interest in Hydrangea, 
deciduous Ilex, Phlox, Wisteria, Monarda disease resistance, and native azaleas. Dr. Bir contributed much to plant propagation 
studies of plants durable in the southeastern US. In Mike Dirr's recent Hydrangea book he pays tribute to Bir over and over for 
his evaluations of many Hydrangea macrophylla cultivars. 


Biringer, Josef - Mt. Vernon, Washington, US. Developed of Cercidiphyllum japonicum 'Biringer’. 


Blackburn, Benjamin (Dr.) - botanist by training, horticulturist at Willowwood Arboretum, Magnolia expert. He developed the 
Willowwood gardens to hold more than 3500 different taxa, Syringa and Magnolia being specialties to this day. Magnolia x 
loenneri ‘Willowwood' is named in honor of this garden. 


Blackmore & Langdon - British nurseryman and leading breeders of Delphinium, being quite systematic and purposeful in their 
projects since about 1901. The Blackmore and Langdon Strain is named by theme and remains a tall 4-6 ft. cultivar group of 
exceptional quality. They also worked with Begonia crosses, receiving the RHS Award of Merit for ‘Duchess of Cornwall’ and 
'Frilled Queen’. Their website is offline in J une of 2011 and by our policy will not be relisted until restoration is complete. 


Blacklock, Mary E. - Syringa breeder, known for ‘Heavenly Blue’. 


Blanchard, Pierre-Louis (Captain) - introducer of early Chrysanthemum germplasm in the late 1700's to Europe (France first). 
While the Chinese have raised mums for 4000 years, the genus did come to Britain until about 1688 and they did not survive 
long for lack of hardiness among other things. His 1789 introduction of a more cold hardy ‘Old Purple’ aka ‘China Purple’ is 
considered the first lasting introduction of a clone which had enduring influence on the plant trade. French newspapers wrote 
about this miracle plant and helped spread it's appeal there. Some experts thing the Dutch also had Chinese and Japanese mum 
clones in the 1700's also but this is not as well documented as Blanchard's introduction (see Breynius below). ‘Old Purple’ 
sported a white version sometime later and much early material came from these two clones. ‘Old Purple’ came to the US about 
1798 when it was raised by John Stevens of Hoboken Nj. 


Bleck, John - noted succulent breeder, affiliated with the University of California at Santa Barbara, best known for his colorful 
and breakthrough Aloe hybrids. ‘Lizard Lips’, ‘Pepe’, ‘Brass Hat', ‘Fiesta’, ‘Midnight’, ‘Quicksilver’, ‘Blimey Limey', and 'Magoo' are 
among the important selections. 


Blom, Walter J.M. - American breeder of Narcissus. 
Bloom, Adrian - herbaceous perennial expert, breeder, and collector. 


Bloom, Alan - perhaps the leading perennial breeder of the last half of the 20th century. Through Bressingham Gardens and 
Blooms his countless introductions have transformed nearly ever garden where perennials are treasured. Many of these cultivars 
bear the Bressingham, Oakington, or Bloom names. 


Bluemel, Kurt - German born nurseryman, founder of Kurt Bluemel Inc., one of the world’s leading experts on ornamental 
grasses, originator and introducer of many grass cultivars. A few of his best intros include Miscanthus sinensis ‘Adagio’, Panicum 
virgatum ‘Heavy Metal', and Molinia litoralis 'Skyracer’, 


Blumhardt, O. - New Zealand breeder of Magnolia including ‘Star Wars’. 


Bodinghaus, M. - Gardener for the Duke of Arenburg, Engheim, breeder of much improved Gladiolus hybrids, his 1839 vareties 
considered important parents of modern clones according the Luther Burbank. He worked with the finest species including G. 
cardinalis and G. psittacinus, some of these leading to the Gandacensis or Ghent Group of hybrids. Louis Van Houtte further 
improved on his work. 


Callicarpa bodinieri at the Charles R. Keith Arboretum, Chapel Hill, NC. 


Bodinier, Emile (1842-1901) - French missionary and plant explorer in China. His Callicarpa bodinieri and Buxus bodinieri are 
familiar names to many of us. His contributions to herbaria via his Chinese specimen vouchers is remarkable, 


Boerner, Eugene S. ("Gene")(1893-1966) - very successful American rose breeder, "Dean of American rose breeder", working 
for Jackson and Perkins for years (Director of Research from 1937), often called "Father of the Floribundas" or Europe "Papa 
Floribunda", giving the cluster-headed rose a new level of perfection. Producing 181 named clones (111 being Floribundas), 


‘Parade’, 'John F. Kennedy’, 'Gene Boerner’, ‘Apricot Nectar’, and ‘Masquerade’ are among the favorites. If there is any criticism 
that lasts among his creations, many lack an accessible classic rose scent, though he sometimes felt otherwise, perhaps having 

a sense of smell superior to most humans around him. In his free time, Gene was a breeder of dachshunds, fisherman, Hereford 
cattle farmer, cultivator of a personal orchard and vineyard, and collector of antiquarian cookbooks, often using rose petals in his 
recipes. 


Boisselot, Auguste - French breeder of Clematis, known for the gorgious ‘Belle Nantaise’ 
Boland, Mary - author of numerous cultivar checklists in Saintpaulia. 

Bolander, Henry - Lilium breeder. 

Bond Sandra- Hosta breeder affiliated with Goldbrook Plants. 


Boom, Boudewijn Karel ("B.K.")(1903 - 1980) - horticultural taxonomist at Wageningen Netherlands, conifer expert, and co- 
author of the landmark Manual of Cultivated Conifers. He did much to stabilize garden conifer nomenclature. 


Boothman, Stuart (1906-1976) - nurseryman and partner with Walter Ingersen in Sussex, England, His Nightingale Nursery, 
Berkshire was formed in 1993. Dicentra ‘Stuart Boothman’ and Phlox douglasii 'Boothman's Variety’ remain popular today. 


Boucher, Phil - nurseryman (Tranquil Lake Nursery) and breeder of Siberian Iris. 


Bornstein, Carol - Director of the Santa Ana Botanic Garden and Heuchera breeder. 
Boullemier, L.B. - Fuchsia expert and checklist author. 


Bovee, Robert - Nurseryman known for Rhodies and azaleas, in particular the Bovee Knap Hill deciduous azaleas. He once grew 
out 8000 Knap Hill seedlings and was wise enough to name just 19 of the very finest. 


Bowden, Wray M. - Cytotaxonomist and author of works on Potentilla fruticosa, Wisteria, and tetraploid Lobelia. 


Bowles, Edward Augustus (E.A.) (1865-1954)- British perennial expert,. avid plant collector and author, known for his garden at 
Myddelton House. One of the most celebrated gardener's and garden plant experts of the 20th century. He is one of British's 
greatest ever plantsmen. His 1934 A HANDBOOK OF NARCISSUS was very influential. A HANDBOOK OF CROCUS AND 
COLCHICUM FOR GARDENERS remains valuable on any shelf. He served with the RHS on their council and later at Vice 
President, later earning the Victoria Medal of Honour. This website has much more history on him and his garden:

Bracken, Ray - southern plantsman known for the wonderful Magnolia grandiflora BRACKEN'S BROWN BEAUTY. 


Brand, Archie - American Paeonia breeder. The double shell pink named for him

Brand, Marcel - Dutch originator of Andromeda polifolia ‘Blue Lagoon’. 


Brawner, Faye - Pelargonium researcher, hybridist, and author. She is most famous perhaps for GERANIUMS: THE COMPLETE 
ENCYCLOPEDIA and a popular guide to scented geraniums. 


Breck, Joseph (1794-1873) - Boston-based seedsman (Joseph Breck and Sons), author of THE FLOWER GARDEN (aka BRECKS 
BOOK OF FLOWERS)(1861), the first important American-written guide to garden flowers. He was one of the founding members 
of the Mass. Horticultural Society, serving as their Presidnt from 1859 to 1862. So useful is his 1861 flower guide, your editor 
(Larry Hatch) has turned to a copy on Google Books for knowledge of early garden cultivars over and over again in our NOS 
research, 


Bremmer, Alan - breeder of hardy Geranium cultivars. 


Bretschneider, Emil (Dr.)(1833-1901) - physican, plantsman, and botanist from Russia. He was able to serve as the doctor for a 
collecting trip and also do botanizing from his vast knowledge! | am not sure but it seems safe to declare that Cornus 
bretschneideri, a Chinese version of C. alba, is named for him. 


Breynius, Jacob - Dutch doctor and botanist. He had the Japanese mums perhaps as early as 1700, naming them Matricaria 
japonica maxima, reporting six different varieties. This predates Blanchard's introduction but it unclear if this stock survived very 


long, especially as it was unknown in the trades of France and England that early. We do known that a Matricaria indica (later 
named Chrysanthemum indicum) was grown at Chelsea in the UK in 1764 so it may have been related or the same clones. 


Brickell, Christopher - former Director of the Royal Horticultural Society, author of numerous authoritative books, and 
horticultural nomenclature expert. He was editor of the 1980 International Code of Nomenclature for Cultivated Plants. He has 
authored articles on Mahonia, Rhododendron, and Daphne. 


Bridgen, Mark - Cornell University plant breeder. His ‘Sweet Laura’ and 'Freedom' clones of Altroemeria are taking the world by 
storm. 


Brigham, Doris - known for some fine scented Pelargonium including ‘Cody’ (‘Apple Cider’) c. 1950. 


Bright, James - British Fuchsia breeder and grower, son-in-law of early breeder James Lye. His double-flowerd 'Pink Pear!" 
(1919) remains in the trade decades later. 


Aesculus x carnea ‘Brioti remains one of the best rose-red buckeyes on the planet even 150 years since it's introduction. 
Briot, Charles - Versailles, France-based nurseryman who is known of a particular showy fine plants.

Bristol, Peter - horticulturist at the Holden Arboretum, OH USA. He completed successful plant collecting trips to China in 1981 
and 1984. 


Bristow, Owen R. - co-fourder of the Mossholder-Bristow series of azaleas, an important series of forcing azaleas. They are 
sometimes known as Gold Cup Azaleas. 


Brits, G.J. - Protea expert and checklist author. 
Brockie, W.B. - New Zealand breeder of Phorium cultivars. 'Cream Delight’ and ‘Dazzler’ are two of his best. 


Brogden, M.E. "Spud" and G.W.E. Brogden - New Zealand growers and breeders of 'Narcissus' from the 1960's to present. 


Brooks, Leonard L. - California breeder of the Brooks azaleas hybrids that including stock from Belgian and Southern Indian 
series. His 'Redwings' remains a good choice for western gardens today. 


Brooks, William G. - Begonia breeder. 


Brotherston's THE BOOK OF THE CARNATION had about a dozen plates like this, showing the interesting patterns of various 
cultivars. E.T. Cook wrote a carnation book about the same time (see below). 


Brotherston, R.P. - author of the horticultural monograph THE BOOK OF THE CARNATION (1904) with Martin R. Smith. 


Brown, Lancelot "Capability" (1716 - 1783) - famous British landscape architect who brought new concepts in design and 
ornamental plant use to Europe and the world. 

Brownell, Ambrose - noted breeder of Ilex aquifolium and |. x altaclerensis for cut branch production and introducer of many 
breakthrough cultivars. His work led to the establishment of this industry in the northwestern US. He also renamed many British 
cultivars with "fancy names", prompting commercial appeal but taxonomic headaches. 


Brownell, H.C. - American rose breeder known for superior cold hardy cultivars. 


Brownlie, John and Doris - American Saintpaulia breeders, known for the Aca's series of cultivars which are much respected and 
loved in the violet community worldwide. 'Aca's Summer Parfait’ is known with white s-d to single, each stamped with a pink 
thumbprint, wavy petal margins, and a white-margined leaf. 


Bruant, Paul - Pelargonium breeder from France. Noted for developing some of the first good zonal tetraploids. His plants go 
under such names as French type or Bruant Race. 


Brummitt, Marjorie - Iris breeder 


Buckley, Arthur R. - Kew-trained, Canadian horticulturist, garden columnist, expert on cold hardy woody plants, and author of 
two well-regarded books on herbaceous perennials and woody plants. 


Budgen, George - founder of Berkeley Horticultural Nursery about 1922, a grad of Penn State University. He propagated many of 
John Noble's conifer finds. His own collection of fuchsia (many of which were sold) numbered over 200 cultivrs. The tropical 
Vireya rhodie ‘George Budgen' honors him. His nursery had the honor to plant Hearst's manion at San Simeon. 


Bugala, Wladyslow (Dr.) - Polish lilac breeder who worked at the famous Konik Arboretum. As Director of that garden, he worked 
mainly with S. x prestoniae to produce many new colors. 


Buist, Robert (1805-1880) - Edinburgh born florist, seedsman, and gardening author, trained at Edinburgh Botanic Gardens. He 
came to the US in 1928 to work for Henry Pratt, starting a florist's firm in 1930 with Mr. Hibbert in Philadelphia. They became 
known for their roses but history will remember them most for introducing the Poinsettia a flowering pot plant for the first time 
outside of Mexico. He also introduced the double-flowered Poinsettia and his sale of it is considered the first plant tranaction via 
transoceanic telegraph. THE ROSE MANUAL of 1844 is a pioneering work in that field and was re-issued many times. 


Bull, William - very influential British nurseryman from the late 1800's. He grew many ornamental flowers including over a 
hundred cultivars of double-flowered zonal Pelargonium. 


Bulley, Arthur Kilpin - British cotton merchant, nurseryman, and plant collector (1898 onward) known for his work at A. Bee and 
Co., a firm which gave us Armeria maritima ‘Bee's Variety’ and Primula beesiana. His collection of plants served as the basis for 
the later Ness Botanical Gardens of the University of Liverpool and was documented to the institution b his daughter Lois. Bulley 
worked extensively with George Forrest and Frank Kingdon Ward to bring Chinese and Himalayan plants to British gardens. 
Some of the important species he promoted are Gentiana sino-ornata and Camellia saluenensis. 


Bultinck, Antoines - Belgian grower of improved Cornus kousa cultivars, all of which bear his name. 


Burford's Holly lasts for decades and yet remains a dense, serviceable, virtually no-maintenance tree with perfect shiny foliage 
(having few harmful bits) and hundreds of berries. It's perhaps the ultimate in simple, dependable, predictable, fool-proof, 
fruitful broadleaf evergreens and will probably outlive humans, rodents, and cockroaches. 


Burford, Thomas Williams (1851-1920) - Head Gardener at the Westview Cemetary, Atlanta, Georgia. If this were a music 
review website we'd affectively called Mr. Burford a "One Hit Wonder". His lone discovery, and quite an important one 
reproduced by the millions world over, is Ilex cornuta 'Burfordii', a dark, single-spined holly loaded full of berries and making a 
lovely dense tree. It was pretty and mostly important to nurseryman, vigorous and a quick, easy finisher. He may have gotten if 
from the US Botanical Garden in 1895 but he nurtured and selected it. 


Burpee, Atlee - world famous seedman and founder of Burpee Seeds. His plant introductions and breeding, particularly with 
annual bedding plants are legendary. Someone once said that he was to flower seeds what P.T. Barnum was to the circus. Even 
with his flair for marketing he always gave the customer a fair deal and his "novelties" usually persisted for decades as favorites 
in the garden. And they also brought modern science to seed production and breeding. They created many new classes of 
cultivars among the most famous being the illusive white marigold. 


Burpee, David - member of the famous Burpee Seeds operation, awarded for many breeding triumphs, including the Henry 
Eckford Medal for work with sweet peas. 


Bush, Alan- perennial expert and selector of fine perennials, His Heuchera villosa ‘Palace Purple’ is a modern classic. 

Bush, Richard - nurseryman, conifer expert and collector. He introduced many fine plants including Cornus kousa ‘Bush's Pink’. 
Buxton, Bessie Raymond - Begonia expert and author. She served as Director of the American Begonia Society. 

Cann, Ann - introducer of Astrania major cvs. 


Cannon, Norman H. - Ilex breeder from Delaware who has introduced unique dwarf ('Piccolo’, 'Pincushion') and yellow- or ivory- 
fruited clones (‘Ivory Tower’, ‘Butterball'). He often grew thousands of seedlings just to find one worth growing one. ‘Miss Muffet 
(reg. 1970) remains an impressive dwarf but not too compact clone. 


Carles, W.R. - another of our ONE HIT WONDER botanists, a British counsel to to China. On a Korean trip in 1889 he collected 
Viburnum carlesii, a very important shrub to the current time. His book LIFE IN COREA (1888) is a important reference on our 
Western discovery of that rich world, 


Carlson, Bob and Jan - nurseryman (Carlson's Gardens), azalea expert, and introducer of improved cultivars, mainly of 
deciduous azaleas. They have introduced numerous improved and native taxa to the trade, 
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From Carriere's famous treatise on conifers, detailing two cultivars of Ginkgo biloba, then called Salisburia adiantifolia, known to 
him. He knew of cut-leaved and variegated clones long before most of us did, 


Carriere was also Editor for the influential magazine REVUE HORTICOLE. In this plant profile by Andre Leroy we see the original 
Punica granatum ‘Legrellii in it's true form. As it is often cited in literature, "Rev. Hort." was the source of many cultivar epithets 
we use today. 


Carriere, Elie-Abel (1818 - 1896) - French conifer expert, author of the well known TRAITE GENERALE DES CONIFERES. He is 
one of the more important scholars of cultivated varieties of last century. He is the author of numerous Latin cultivar names in 
widespread use today. As Editor and regular contributor to REVUE HORTICOLE, a long-running French magazine on horticulture, 
he published many plant descriptions and notes on gardening. His regular column there called "Plants Nouvelles, Rares Ou Peu 
Connues" often was the first description of a new species or what may be a cultivar in modern taxonomy. 


Carruth, Tom - modern rose breeder, working also with Christian Bedard. Their ‘Dick Clark’ won the 2011 AAS award. 
Carter, Peter - New Zealand lavender expert known for his Lavandula ‘Amanda Carter’ 
Case, David - breeder of dwarf Pelargonium including the much-loved ‘Trinket’. 


Castle, Minerva - Syringa breeder at Rowancorft Gardens. Her ‘Violet Glory’ with large purple florets remains a fine choice. 


Castro, Robert - American Fuchsia breeder c. 1960's. 'Ziegfield Girl' (1966) is perhaps his finest. ‘Mexicali Rose’ (1962) has dark 
magenta flowers with swirls of orangish-red over a lemon-gold foliage. 


Catesby, Marc - 18th century botanist who was first to describe the pink-flowered form of Cornus florida among other wonderful 
American wild plants. You may recognize his name from Leucothoe catesbaei, a synonum of L. axillaris, 


Cecil, Evelyn = see Amherst, Alicia 
Cesarini, Gabe - Maryland nursery, known for his lovely Ilex glabra ‘Gold Mine’, sported from the improved ‘Shamrock’. 


Chadwick, L.C. - Horticulture Professor and woody plant expert. He worked and work extensively on conifers and especially 
Taxus. 


Chalk, D. - Hebe expert and author of a popular book for Timber Press. 
Chamberlain, Rod - Clivia collector and breeder. 


Champion, E. - pioneering Saintpaulia breeding, working most strongly in the 1980's, known for the Champion-type variegation 
which ranged from a virescent, tan crown becoming green to gold-mottled blades. Many Champion cultivars were miniatures or 
semi-minis, some having the Trinket prefix. The trailers (multi-crown, cascading) carried the Ramblin’ prefix. 


Champneys, John - rice grower and rose breeder from South Carolina, USA. About 1802 he crossed R. moschata with a Chinese 
rose called 'Rose Blush’, producing the now famous Noisette Group of rose. His 'Champney’s Pink Cluster’ remains a classic of 
the style around the world. Philippe Noisette of Charleston, SC discovered this amazing plant and bred variations of it, importing 
them to Europe under the Noisette name. Locals protested and stated they should be called Champneyana Roses. It is likely that 
Louis Noisette of Paris was the one who co-opted the name after receiving the plant(s) from his brother in the US. Forms paler 
or darker than the original, most with a spicy scent, some more yellow came to the market. The powerful nursery owner William 
Prince took them up in his business and writings in 1949 and sealed the Noisette name as the official or at least popular name 
for this style of plant. 


Chase, Henry - nurseryman (Chase Nursery) in Alabama, he is perhaps most remembered for his 1951 introduction of Cornus 
florida ‘Cloud Nine’. 


Chase, Lewis (1830-1911) - nurseryman at Maine and Rochester, NY (Chase Brothers Nursery, started 1857, coming to 
Rochester NY about 1868) with brothers Lewis, Ethan A., and Martin V.B. They were skilled growers of many rare and interesting 
woody plants, covering over 2000 acres at one time, before the famous Ellwanger and Barry (Mount Hope) nurseryman worked 
in that part of New York. They had many branches throughout NY and surrounding states. In 1909 they reported 100,000 rose 
stocks being buddied, 75,000 cherry trees, 95,000 grape cuttings rooted, and over 100,000 herbaceous perennials in the 
production line. On of their old catalogs (c. 1880) with colorful plates of new plants was offered for $1500. 


In June 2006 your editor (L. Hatch) went back to study many of the old conifers at Cornell University, some of which were 
studied in the 40's by P.J. vanMelle. Many of those plants on that famed old Conifer Slope had a 1940 or 1940 Chase Brothers 
source on the label. They were offering Juniperus rigida Pendula Group in 1941 (as the species). That speaks volumes. 


Chastain, Mary and Paul - nursery grower (Lakeside Hosta), Hosta breeder, known for the influential Lakeside series of 
cultivars. Their colorful hybrids are also practical, handling southern US heat, tough clay soils, humidity, and a bit of neglect. 


Chatto, Beth (b. 1923) - Colchester, Essex-based, British nurserywoman (Unusual Plants, later named Beth Chatto Gardens), 
"Queen of Nursery Women", plant collector, garden designer, developer of many superior herbaceous perennials, and author. 
Many cultivars bear her name. Her internationally-acclaimed garden and nursery (1960-present) are world famous for unusual 
plants (http://www. bethchatto.co.uk). Many gold medals from the Chelsea Flower Show have come to her. In 1988 she was 
awarded the Victoria Medal of Honour also holds the distinguished Order of the British Empire (OBE). Her publications among 
many include GARDEN NOTEBOOK, THE DRY GARDEN, THE DAMP GARDEN, GARDEN TAPESTRY, THE SHADE GARDEN, and a 
DVD tour of great gardens with Beth herself. 


Chittenden, F.J. - editor of the Royal Horticultural Society's original DICTIONARY OF GARDENING. 
Christensen, Jack - rose breeder. Site. 


Chubb, Sean - Clivia collector and breeder, known for his ground-breaking orange cultivar 'Chubb's Peach’. He also works 
breeding Nguni, a prized form of cattle favored by the Zulu people and know for their durability and a milk full of protein and 
butterfat. He has supplied breeders of Clivia all over the world with new genetic stock from the wild, includng C. gardenii and C. 
caulescens. 


Clark, Robert B. - horticultural taxonomist and lilac expert. 


Prunus mume ‘Peggy Clarke’ (1941) remains one of the WB Clarke's most enduring creations. 


Clarke, Walter Bosworth (W.B.)(1876-1953) - California nurseryman at the famous Clarke Nursery of San Jose, CA USA (ending 
about 1938). He improved and literally created the first ornamental value for many woody plants such as Prunus persica and 
Chaenomeles. He had ornamental peaches that were showy in flower (semi-double) and had half-way decent fruit too - a 
compromise still not perfected today (2011). Prunus persica 'Double Pink Weeping’ was a nice pick decades before we got the 
weeping Prunus mume. And Clarke actually named what are still some of the finest Mume sold today, ‘Dawn’, ‘Peggy Clarke’, 
and ‘Rosemary Clarke’. His Prunus x yedoensis ‘Akebono! (1920) is easily a Top 25 todaty in that genus for early spring color 
about a century later. 


Chaenomeles ‘Red Ruffles' (US Patent No. 951, 1950) was undulate, a near red, large in floral dimensions, and mostly thornless. 
Paeonia was also improved on their watch. He had the advantage of working with Dr. Burbank's fine products as well as 
introducing new rare things from Japan. 


Clarke was widely known for lilacs, including ‘Clarke's Giant’, the first patented lilac (US No. 754). Today his double white 'Cora 
Brandt’, lilac-pink ‘Ester Staley', and near blue ‘Summer Skies' are still loved, A very durable, enduring conifer from their firm is, 
Juniperus chinensis ‘San Jose’, a minty green alternative to 'Parsonil’, made famous by a large East Coast nursery. Magnolia 
salicifolia 'W.B. Clarke’ is a larger-flowered, densely-leaved clone.

Betsy Clebsch 


Clebsch's THE NEW BOOK OF SALVIA (2003, 344 pages) is a classic in study of this useful genus. 
Clebsch, Betsy - leading Salvia expert and author of A Book of Salvias. 
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WM. CLIBRAN & SON, OLOFIELO NURSERIES, ALTRINCHAM; 
‘to at MANCHESTER 434 LLANDUDNO JUNCTION. 
Clibran and Sons offered in 1893 (Gardener's Chronicle), a number of new double Begonias, Fuchsia, Nasturium, Pelargonium, 
Caladium, and Passiflora ‘Fragrant Beauty’ and P. ‘Oldfield Gem’. Tydea 'Clibran's Beauty’, now considered a Section of 
Achimenes is worth of historical note here in 1893. Nasturium 'Mrs. Clibran' was a new bedding variety, "dwarf and compact, 
about 6 inches in height...profusely throughout the season...golden-yellow flowers producting a brilliant display". 


Clibran, William & Sons - British nurserymen (Manchester) who introduced a number of Lantana cultivars c. 1881. The Clibran 
Begonia cultivars, these winter-flowering, were popular in England for some years. 


Clusius, Carolus (Charles de I'Elcuse) (1526-1609) - Flemish physician and pioneer among European botanists. He was Director 
and Curator too perhaps of the Imperial Medical Garden at Vienna and also helped form the Hortus Academicus plant collection 
at Leyden. He was keen to study horticultural topics too, making observation on broken tulips contributed in a large manner to 
Tulipomania some years after his death. The species Gentiana clusii, Tulipa clusiana, and Primula clusiana are named for him as 
is the genus Clusia, 


Coats, Alice M. - Artist, plant historian. The Quest for Plants is one of best written histories of the introductions of ornamentals to 
the west. Her 1963 Garden Shrubs and their Histories is also interesting reading. 


Coe, Charles - estate owner and plant collector known for leaving us the amazing Planting Fields Arboretum on Long Island 
(http://www.plantingfields.org), He also named some of the better Rutherford azaleas that were offered by Bobbink & Atkins 
Nurseries. His arboretum remains one of the finest azalea collections in the United States. As a young student your editor (L. 
Hatch) was amazed that anyone would be so wealthy and devoted to create a massive conservatory just for tall, flower- 
drenched Camellia trees. It was the first place | saw a Sciadopitys in full cone. 


Coiner, James (Jim) - modern, California-based rose breeder, his ‘Pink Promise’ won the prestigious 2009 AAS award. His work 
is currently covered at http: //www.coinernursery.com 


Coleman, S.D. - Georgia-based pharmicist who turned to azalea and Camellia nursery work after his retirement. His Coleman's 
Native Azalea Trail covers over 50 acres in the naturalistic style. He was friends with the Callaways and assisted in the 
development of Callaway Gardens over the years. 


Collicutt, Lynn - plant breeder, Morden Research Station, Canada. Her work continued the breeding of Henry Marshall, covering 
Monarda and Heuchera. Her ‘Petite Delight, dwarf at 14 inches, fragrant and floriferous in rich pink brought a new view of this 
genus. Others in the Petite Series have extended the range. She also worked in the Parkland series of roses, given white to 
yellow shades to the group. She continued the Lilium breeding work of Dr. Wilbert G. Ronald after he resigned in 1982, 
Continuing until about 1994, Several fine lilies with the Belles suffix (Canadian Belles series) combine Aurelian and Asiatic 
qualities, late flowering, Botrytis and Fusarium resistances, and very clean pretty colors. 


Collins, Ted - British Dahlia expert, author of DAHLIAS: A COLOUR GUIDE (2003, 240 pages), covering 1800 cultivars and NEW 
PLANT LIBRARY: DAHLIAS (2000, 96 pages) 


Collison, Peter (1694-1768) - British amateur gardener who earned a large fortune as a “linen-draper". He planted a large tree 
collection at Mill Hill where he planted new introductions from North America. 


Colville, James - nurseryman who is known today for his early work on hardier types of Gladiolus. He showed a new race of 
glads at Chelsean 1823, crossing G. cardinalis with G. cristis. His 1826 his new G. x colvillei ‘Alba’ was a white beauty, that 
hybrid species known since 1850. Around 1837 he bred even more serious introductions. 


Compton, Henry - Bishop of London and avid plant collector at his Fulham garden. He had 400 species of woody plant, more 
than most botanical gardens at that time. John Banister, a missionary to Virginia sent many fine species to Compton. 


Comstock, Jim - one of truly great Clivia breeders, starting in 1986. He worked mainly in yellow but found many interesting and 
valuable types of mutations along the way. He grows about 4000 seedlings a year of nearly 400 crosses. His dark red ‘Deuce! is 
one of the most extreme pigmentations known to date. His odd mutation ‘Darth Fader' has oddly corrugated, rugose leaves in a 
blackish-green. These alternating bumps and bands make this plant valued for the leaf alone. 
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Henry Conard’s key to hardy waterlilies in the 1906 THE GARDEN MAGAZINE is simply stunning and far ahead of the time in 
terms of horticultural identification. His great monograph of Nymphaea was published the year before. How many botanists 
today would spin their botanical study with horticultural cultivars into a popular article a year later? LH. Bailey would and so 
would Henry S. Conrad, Kudos to these horto-botanical giants who did not work only in a confined, snobbish Plant Science box. 


Conard, Henry S. - botanist and aquatic plant expert, notably one of the first scholars to study Nymphaea in both the wild and 
gardens. His THE WATERLILIES: A MONOGRAPH OF THE GENUS NYMPHAEA (1905) was published by the Carnegia Institution in 
Washington DC. 


Conrad, Kevin - Curator of the USDA Woody Plant Germplasm Repository at Beltsville, Maryland. This collection is affiliated with 
the breeding and research work of the US National Arboretum (USNA) and contains over 5000 different taxa. His role is to 
maintain the germplasm in plant, seed, and other forms, cataloging them by computer technology, and making them available 
to researchers around the US and other countries. 


Conway, David - nursery and breeder, specializing in Clivia. He started the addiction in that genus about 1962 and offers one of 
the widest ranges of cultivars anywhere. Among his better cultivars are ‘Whipped Cream', ‘Lemon Chiffon’. 


WEEPING ASH: PALACE GARDENS, DALKEITH. 


Ernest Thomas Cook's remarkable (but largely unknown today) TREES AND SHRUBS FOR ENGLISH GARDENS (1902) described 
many species, not in as much detail as W.J. Bean in later years, but often with more showy plates. This example of a famous 
Weeping ash is spectacular. Another plate from the same edition follows.

Cook, Ernest Thomas - author of TREES AND SHRUBS FOR ENGLISH GARDENS (1902) and GARDENS OF ENGLAND (1908), both 
of which are found free online via Google Books and other sources. He also wrote on roses and pinks, his CARNATIONS, 
PICOTEES AND THE WILD AND GARDEN PINKS (1905), being a very important historical monograph. 


Cooke, lan - British Canna collector, expert, and author. His 2001 book remains the finest discussion of cultivars today. 
Cooper, L. - Delphinium expert, registrar, and author. 


We know very little about Madison Cooper except for this specialized periodical that was detailed and of much value for the 
historical analysis of the genus Gladiolus. The work was very much a manual for growers and covered all the newest hybrids. 


Cooper, Madison 


Corliss, Philip G. - Hemerocallis, Iris, Amaryllis breeder; garden photographer; lecturer. His HEMEROCALLIS, THE SUPREME 
PERENNIAL (1951) was a pioneering book of this perennial genus. 


Cornell, Philip - California breeder of the Cornell series azaleas 


Cornman, John Farnsworth (1913-1998) - Professor of Ornamental Horticulture, Cornell University, whose Ph.D. on Juniperus 
(1947) was one of the first impressive American dissertations in horticultural taxonomy. He worked with both herbarium material 
and living collections. While not published as articles or a book, his dissertation contains the first publication of many early 
American juniper cultivars, some not referenced in other literature. A thorough understanding of the genus Juniperus in North 
‘American requires the study of Cornman, van Melle, and Robert Adams at a minimum. 


His overall work at Cornell (which he affectionately called "The Hill") mainly focused on turfgrass management, managing the 


triple crown that is research, teaching, and extension. Drs. George L. Good and A. Martin Petrovic of Cornell describe him as a 
“pioneer turfgrass scientist and teacher". In his early years, he taught woody plant materials at Cornell becoming a full time 
venture in 1961. That work was later taken on by Dr. Robert Mower. He took he students to study ornamental paints at 
Rochester NY and Washington DC as well as cemeteries - all three of which we can appreciate to this day. He helped expand 
Cornell Plantations including the arboretum and botanical garden areas, working the CP Director from 1947 to 1952. Cornman 
founded the New York State Turfgrass Associations and helped plan some 26 Cornell Turfgrass Conferences. He was a man of 
brevity both as a teacher and speaker. The ecommons.cornell.edu profile of him states "John was convinced that meetings were 
work of the devil 


Courselles - One of the first Fuchsia breeders, from France. His ‘Corymbifora Alba’ hybrid of 1847 was quite a smash hit.

Creech, John (Ph.D.) - botanist, plant explorer (Japan, Nepal, Taiwan, and the USSR), and former Director of the US National 
Arboretum (1973-1980). His introduction of Lagerstroemia fauriei encouraged Dr. Egolf's later breeding of that species with L. 
indica, producing the most important hybrids in the genus from Australia to India and North America. Dr. Creech provided avid 
study of Asian plants both wild and cultivated, being an expert on such for decades, introducing many fine native and cultigenic 
clones over the years. His 1957 offering of Betula platyphylla var. japonica from Japan yielded to much of the good material we 
have today. About 1972 he conceived the lovely National Bonsai pavillion and Penjing Museum at the USNA and helped it's early 


development - this being as much a national treasure as anything on The Mall or in the famous art galleries. 


Chamaecyparis obtusa ‘Crippsii, a broadly pyramidal, vigorous, very durable and supremely gold, lacey conifer that remains 
popular into the 21st century. Thomas Cripps Nursery brought it to our attention (Gardener's Chronicle, September 2, 1899, p. 
197) and we are forever grateful to their work. 


Cripps, Thomas - British nurseryman from Tunbridge Wells, England, His amazing Chamaecyparis obtusa ‘Crippsil' is their most 
famous introduction. Clematis ‘Empress of India’ is also a fine plant. Another of his Clematis selections 'Jackmannii Superba’ has 
been a preferred plants for many decades. 


Cronin, John - 


neer breeder of Watsonia cultivars for gardens, including ‘Australia’, ‘Queenstown’, and ‘Ballarat’ 


Cross, Jim - A stock broker for years, Jim Cross became an influential Amnerican nurseryman (Environmentals Nursery, founded 
1968) at Cutchoque, Long Island. He introduced many fine and rare woody plants (many of them dwarf) to the eastern US, often 
in economical sizes suitable for garden centers. Your editor L. Hatch recalls having a tour of his facility as a student in the early 
80's and was amazed at how many wonderful new cultivars were mass-produced and sold for such small sums. His goal seemed 
to be to produce and share the most possible number of wonderful plants and yet maintain the margins necessary to stay in 
business. His nursery techniques were are amazing as his choice of superior plants. Jim managed to mass produce rare and new 
woody plants and make them available to the vast, plant-hungry market that is New York City and Long Island, It was said that 
he could root a dwarf plant in December and have it ready for the specialty trade by May, forcing it in warm greenhouses if 
necessary. He introduced a number of plants including Cornus kousa ‘Lustgarten Weeping’ and Sciadopitys verticillata ‘Jim 
Cross'. Daphne x transatlantica ‘Jim's Pride’ is also a very memorable, important selection. Jim won the American Conifer 
Society's first ever Award of Merit for Development in the Field of Conifers in 1995, a prize later given to such conifer notables as 
Rezek, Bush, Waxman, Verkade, Fordham, Dilatush, Stupka, and Spingarn. 


Crozy, M. - French nurseryman who took the genus Canna to new places with astonishing 220 named cultivars. He started 
around 1870 working with various species to make plants shorter (not 3m tall!), studier, more floriferous, cleaner colors, 
suitable for containers, and even bicolored. ‘Madame Crozy' started the dwarf canna breeding trend that continues today. Soon 
he had dwarf clones in all major colors including the illusive clean yellow. The formation of canna flowers developed with him to 
produce the so-called Gladiolus Flowered Group. He is mainly responsable for making cannas small, durable, and suitable for 
bedding or small gardens. He won an FCC with the British RHS in 1888, an award rarely given to a French flower breeder. 


Cully's pretty but now mainstream HERITAGE® birch as seen at the Biltmore Estate grounds. Until this introduction, fully 
exfoliating cream, pink, and tan birch bark was impossible in the hot US states and other warm climates worldwide where 
traditional white or pink birchs still respire and fade in days to weeks. The true birch form and colors came to humid and wet and 
burning climates as never before and in full glory. Mr. Cully made the first breathtrough on this account. 


Cully, Earl - Illinois-based nursery known for introducing Betula nigra HERITAGE® ‘Cully’, one of the most important birch 
cultivars every sold in the nursery industry. 


Cumming, Alexander - known for Gypsophila paniculata ‘Bristol Fairy’, Weigela ‘Bristol Ruby' and the Korean hybrids of 
Chrysanthemum. These mum hybrids were influential in the development of good garden mums. 


Cumming, William Archibald (1911-1999) - Horticulturist at Agriculture Canada Research Station, Morden, Manitoba from 1955 
to 1975. His Syringa ‘Minuet’ and ‘Miss Canada’, both of the Villosae Group, remain useful and important today. 


Cummings, Betty - azalea grower, nurserywoman (Cummings Gardens), known for many fine selections, especially of US native 
deciduous species. Her propagation skills also made rare and hard-to-propagate clones available to a very wide audience. Lewis 
named R. viscosum ‘Betty Cummings', a scented, reflexed pink with good form in her honor. 


Curtis Botanical Magazine of 1801. Half our garden periodicals two centuries later could not or would not distribute a plate half 
this realistic. 


Curtis, William (1746 - 1799) - founder of Curtis' Botanical Magazine in 1787, one of the first periodicals devoted to ornamental 
and exotic plants. The 176 volumes contain over 10,000 high quality plates and added much to the early literature of new 
ornamentals. 


Damp, Philip - author of GROWING DAHLIAS (1981), GROWING AND SHOWING DAHLIAS (1985), and DAHLIAS: THE COMPLETE 
GUIDE (1995, 157 pages) 


Daphnis, Nassos - Paonia breeder known for his work with William Gratwick. There work is one of first projects to work with 
complex hybridization in modern perennials. 
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Dallimore's HOLLY, YEW, AND BOX included many cultivar leaf plates, some taken from the Gardener's Chronicle by permission. 


B. sempervirens 


Bs suroomseulsta—This variety io recog- 
ised by its Toase and graceful habit, and by its 
leaves being blotched and striated ‘with gold 
‘As the leaves advance in age much of the colour 
is lost, but in the case of those up to one year 
ld it occupies about half the space. It belongs 
to the large-growing section. 

‘Ba aurea pendula ~ * Golden Weeping Box" — 
‘A very ornamental sort, distinguished from the 
lastamed by the pendulous habit ofthe second- 
ary branches. The leaves are about 4 of an 
inch long and barely } of an inch wide, ‘The 
golden colouring in some instances is con- 
fined to narrow margins, whit at others it 
cccupies the greater part ofthe surface. It grows 
into a good-sized bush. 

Ba. snreomarginata. —This is a. stroag- 
growing variety of rather stiff, upright habit, 
with broadly-oval leaves which sometimes have 
a curious way of narrowing rapidly near the 
apex, at other times being quite rounded, or 
‘again undulated and malformed. The disk is 
deep green, and the variegation is in the form of 
an irregular golden band. It i not one of the 
most desirable sorts, 

B. a. dlogantisina—Where a neat-gro 
silver-variegated evergreen is required, this 
wall be tried. It is a slow-growing sort of 
upright ‘habit, with rather small and narrow 
leaves, many’ of which are deformed. The 
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Dallimore's descriptions of boxwood cultivars were the most precise created in the era and serve to this day as the basis for our 
understanding of this complex genus. 


Dallimore, William (1871 - 1959) - known for his conifer handbook with co-author A.Bruce Jackson. His HOLLY, YEW, AND BOX 
(1908) remains the original standard of reference for the genus Ilex, Taxus, and Buxus, detailing cultivar history and with 
stunning plates for the time. 


Daminy, John - horticulturist for Veitch's Nursery, hybridized two Calanthe species in 1852 (first bloomed 1856), this believed to 
be the first man-made cross of orchid species. 


Daphnis, Nassos - New York City-based artist by profession. He worked with Paeonia breeder William Gratwick, later extending 
his work from 1946 onward. He worked with Gratwick's collection and produced many wonderful crosses including ‘Tria’ (a very 
early canary yellow). His 'Gauguin’ is yellow with sectors and rays of rich red. 


Darby, Robert - breeder of modern cold hardy Hibiscus. ‘Lord Baltimore’ is one widely grown cultivar, a rich dark red from the 
1950's, a modern classic for certain. ‘Lady Baltimore’ with clean pink petals a big red eye is also worth noting. 


Darke, Richard - Curator at Chicago Botanic Gardens, herbaceous perennial evaluation expert, author. 


Darrow, George M. - world famous fruit breeder who with worked with the USDA for 46 years. He also applied his considerable 
skill to Hemerocallis breeding. 


Dates, J. - Saintpaulia breeder mainly working with the aymmstrical, wasp-type flowers, offering them in many shapes and 
colors, many having a proliferating, auriculate or bustled leaf. 


Davenport-Jones, Hilda - plantswoman (Washfield Nursery, Hawkhurst, Kent, England), developed of the popular Helleborus 
"Potter's Wheel’ (1958). She also worked with some of the first H. niger x H. corsicus hybrids, called the Nigeracore Group by 
some. 


Hemiptelea davidii, an elm-like leaf with massiv, deep crenulations. 


David, Pere Armand - priest well known as a plant explorer. The lovely tree Davidia is named for him as are most plants bearing 
the davidii or davidiana epithets. 


Davidson, LeRoy ("Roy") - Seattle-based plantsman, alpine and rock garden specialist, author. Pulmonarla 'Roy Davison’ is 
named in his honor. Years ago, your editor Larry Hatch, received from him two rare clones of J uniperus horizontalis which he 
grew, one the curious 'Ponderra Copper’ with bronze winter colors of much beauty. Roy collected widely in the wild and selected 
many fine clones in many genera, Lewisia, Antennaria, Iris, and Penstemon among them. Iris ‘Roy Davison’ based on | 
pseudacorus is also a very useful plant. 


Davis, Aaron P. - authr of THE GENUS GALANTHUS (1999), the current standard monograph of this useful garden plants. 


Davison, George - British Crocosmia breeder. 


Don Dean's Hosta ‘Faith’ (1999) is rich gold with enough light, more puckered than this with age, compact to 16 inches. 
Dean, Don - Hosta breeder, including ‘Frosted Dimples’ 
Dean, Mark and Esme - New Zealand developers of Phormium, namely ‘Chocomint' (US Patent #21977) 


deBaggio, Tom - herb breeder and herb expert, He has introduced Rosmarinus and Lavandula clones of unique qualities. 
Lavandula angustifolia ‘Irene Doyle’ is popular worldwide. Lavandula ‘Linda Ligon’ is one of the first evenly-marked variegated 
cultivars in this genus. Rosmarinus officinalis 'Gorizia’ is a favorite today. His gold-margined rosemary ‘Joyce deBaggio! is a 
unique plant, 


Decock, Ludo - Belgian breeder of Lavandula ‘Early Summer! 


Debras, Edouard - Frence (Orleans) plantsman, pioneering Lilium breeder (c. 1925 onward), known for L. x auelianense (L. 
henryi x L. sargentiae)(1932) among many others. His work with Aurelian hybrids led to such market smash hits as 'Pink 
Perfection’ and ‘Golden Splendor’ bred many years later by deGraff. 


deGraff, Jan (1903-1989) - surely the 19th Century's top Lilium breeder and also credited as making hybrid lilies affordable and 
available to home gardeners in North America. Born in Leiden, The Netherlands, from a family devoted to bulbs since 1723, he 
had perfect training. In 1934 he came to Oregon, starting work in 1838 at the Oregon Bulb Farm with both breeding and 
propagation experiments, leading to more durable, cold hardy, and affordable clones, He made formerly feable, fragile, delicate 
lilies a thing that would survive even the most brown-thumbed gardener's treatment. His great cultivars are numerous but. 
"Enchantment’, ‘Pink Perfection’, and ‘Golden Splendor’ are perhaps the most widely circulated. His Mid Century Hybrids as a 
whole were a vast hit. Jan's 1951 NEW BOOK OF LILIES was widely read around the horticultural world. Later his 1961. 
COMPLETE BOOK OF LILIES gained fame. He sold his business in 1968 and moved to Manhatten, NY. The RHS Veitch Memorial 
Medal is amongst his highest awards. 


de Boer, Henrik W. (1885 - 1970) - Dutch specialist on succulents, author. 
de Jong, Kees - Dutch Agapanthus breeder whose cultivar ‘White Heaven’ has heads of up to 80 flowers in pure white. 
Deckert, E. - Hostas breeder. 'Blue Mouse Ears’ is a distinct, cute, frosty blue plant with smallish round leaves. 


Delavay, Jean-Marie (Pere or Abbe)(1834-1895) - Jesuit priest from France, plant collector in China. The epithet delavayi often 
honors him. He published very little if anything and was a contemporary of George Forrest, often beating him to some very good 
species. He sent to Franchet an amazing 200,000 pressed specimens from his Asian travels, this set of vouchers accounting for 
some 4000 species, about 1500 being new taxa. This was accomplished despite many injuries, bubonic plaque, and periods of 
starvation in those remote lands. Several of his Chinese-based missionary colleagues were tortured and killed during the time of 
his collecting. Incarvillea delavayi, Thalictrum delavayi, Osmanthus delavayi, Magnolia delavayi, Primula vialii, Meconopsis 
betonicifolia, and Rhododendron racemosum are among his many wonderful finds. PLANTAE DELVAYANSE of 1890 began to tell 
us story but the set was never finished. His discovered were never fully catalogued or classified until the early 1900's, a 
testimony to the quality and quantity of his brave work. 


Delp, Weldon - Rhododendron breeder known for many wonderful items. 'Delp's Dream’ is a yellow-flowered indumented hybrid 
hardy to -15 deg. F. 


den Boer, Arie F. - Malus expert and author of the classic Ornamental Crab Apples. He also found a chinese juniper cultivar 
bearing his name. 


den Ouden, P. - Dutch nurseryman and author of the famous Manual of Cultivated Conifers with B.K. Boom. 


Denny, Vince and Sylvia - nurserymen (Denny's Clematis Nursery, Broughton, England). Their Clematis ‘Broughton Bride' is a 
magical and mysterious beauty in ghostly white. ‘Denny's Double’ is also a popular clone. Their Camellia-like hybrid ‘Sylvia 
Denny’ with semi-double white, non-greening, tepals is a real find. 


Deuter, Martin - German breeder of perennials including Miscanthus x giganteus ‘MBS 7002" and other biomass cultivars which 
also have ornamental value. 


de Vink, J. - Clematis breeder from Boskoop. His bicolored ‘Beauty of Boskoop' is a modern classic. 
de Vroomen, Jac - Dutch plant breeder, known for Heuchera ‘Eden's Aurora’ among other things. 


Dexter, Charles Owen (1862-1943) - Cape Cod-based breeder of the now famous Dexter Rhododendrons from 1921 to 1943, 
also a noted photographer, yachtsman, and wealthy businessman. His crosses (sometimes up to 10,000 a year) replaced the 
old, cruder "Ironclad" Rhodies with improved dense foliage, large stature, cold hardiness, and more refined colors. The famous 


‘Scintillation’ is one of his best, well named to be sure, and his ‘Tom Everett! with massive rounded lavender-rose trusses is still 
hard to beat. He is also known for his red and near-red cultivars of which 'Gigi' is a favorite, widely used in breeding. Dexter was 
known for making nearly illogical crosses work, using semi-hardy species and tender European hybrids to make plants which 
proved hardy with the correct amount of selection. He also worked to increased fragrance and his pale peachy-pink ‘Maud 
Corning’ remains one of the most delightful scents in the genus. 


Dexter was very generous with his plants, shared with competitive breeders even, and worked with notable horticulturists like 
Henry Hicks, Skinner, Wister, and Wyman to promote the genus. His generosity included the giving away of unbloomed 
seediings, a risk for any breeder who may be giving his best seedling ever! The Heritage Plantation today maintains about 80 
acres of gardeners and one can still see Dexter's old material there. Very large collections of his hybrids are found at the Tyler 
Arboretum and Swarthmore College, both of which can be visited in a single day. 


Diboll, Neil - US native plant expert and collector, his Heliopsis helianthoides PRAIRIE SUNSET at 6 feet with dark stems is a true 
discovery. 


Dickson, Alexander and family- nurseryman, Northern Ireland rose breeder, he began his rose business in County Down about 
1836, having come over from Scotland, making them the oldest rose breeding firm around today. Now in their 6th generation of 
rose breeders, Alexander's eight children took up the nursery cause, winning awards at shows from 1886 onward. The firm at 
http://www. dickson-roses.co.uk/ exists today in Northern Ireland to maintain this rich heritage. There are so many award 
winners in this family line of work, | recommend their website for a good list. ‘Grandpa Dickson‘ (1966) is a modern choice. 


Dijkhuis, Mr. - breeder of the Felix and Fijkhius azaleas, mainly derived from Rhododendron viscosum. 


Dilatush, Earl - noted New Jersey nurseryman known today for numerous, superior cultivars of Ilex opaca. ‘Bountiful’, 'Big Red’, 
‘Canary’, and the very popular ‘Old Heavy Berry’. 


Dilatush, Tom - nurseryman, plant explorer, garden conifer expert. One of the founders of the American Conifer Society. He has 
named and introduced many superior conifer clones. He also introduced hollies including Ilex ‘Byam K. Stevens’, a good cross of 
I. perny and |. ciliolspinosa. 


Dilys, Davies - author of ALLIUMS: THE ORNAMENTAL ONIONS (1992), a study of their history, cultural, geographical origins, 
and descriptions. 


Dishon, J. - Hosta breeder. 


Dirr, Michael A. - Professor of Horticulture at the University of Georgia, lecturer, author of several popular woody plant books 
and CD-ROMs, nursery expert, originator of scores of superior woody plants (Nobleplants.com). His bio is also available on the 
PlantAmerica site. 


Dobbs, Arthur (Governor) - Governor of North Carolina and something of an amateur botanist. He brought the Venus Flytrap of 
of NC swamps to the attention of Collinson in British around 1760. As this was the first official carnivorous plant known to 
botany, it seems so unusual that a politician would have found and promoted such a discovery and had the forethought to call on 
experts in the Mother Country. 


Dodd, Tom Jr. - nurseryman (Tom Dodd Nurseries, Semms, Alabama), originator of numerous woody plant cultivars, particularly 
those of southern US origin. His plants Ilex opaca ‘William Hawkins’, 1. vomitoria ‘Will Fleming! are quite remarkable and unique. 


Dominy, John (1816-1891) - pioneering orchid breeder, Foreman for the famous Veitch Nurseries (mid 1800's). He is credited 
with making the first ever Cattleya hybrid in 1852. He began crossing Calanthe in 1853, causing Calanthe x dominii to become 
the first hybrid orchid with mass distribution in Europe if not the entire world. John Seden took over some of his work. His hybrid 
Cattleya 'Manglesil' (1866), then considered a true species, involved about four species and was an early hit. He also worked 
with x Laeliocattleya crosses. He was a not a good record keeper and some of his "species" were doubtful and remain a mystery 
today. Over the years he won many RHS awards, mainly for work in Cattleya 


Domoto, Toichi (b. 1902) - Hayard, California-based nurseryman known for bonsai and Paeonia breeding. His father was a tree 
peony grower in Japan c. 1900. He imported the finest Japanese and other stock, creating a massive fives acres of seedlings by 
1937. Being a man of Japanese descent, he was forced off his nursery land during WWII, recovering with a smaller scale 
operation. He continued with a bonsai nursery, focusing on the popularity of those plants after the war. He sold his later peony 
crosses to Klehm and they introduced 'Toichi Ruby’ from his work. 


Donig, G - Erlangen-based, German developed of superior variegated Fagus including ‘Franken’ and 'Feuerglut'. The highly 
motled 'Marmor Star’ may be the best variegated beech ever. 


Doorenbos, S.G.A. - Dutch director of the department of parks at The Hague, Netherland. Know for his pioneer Malus hybrids 
'Profusion' and ‘Liset’. His gold-fruited ‘Winter Gold’ remains popular. 


Dorner, Frederick (1837-1910) - German-born florist who came to Indiana, selling potted plants before he formed a successful 
florist firm. About 1888 he became fascinated with carnations and began breeding better clones with the assistance of nearby 
Purdue University. Growing out over 150,000 Dianthus seedlings in his lifetime, he revolutionized the genus in terms of indoor 
cultivars over 21 years. He also pioneered the practice of disbudding carnations to improve their size and saleability. His 
chrysanthemum hybrid ‘Major Bonnaffon' (1894) was also a breakthrough for the time. 


Dougall, John - Ontario-based nurseryman (Windsor Nurseries) and Syringa breeder. His 1874 catalog is the first and finest list 
of new cultivars in North America. Among his creations is ‘Albert the Good’, a rich dark reddish-purple. 


Douglas, Robert (1913-) - British-born nurseryman who worked in Waukegan, Illinois since 1844 and specialized in conifers and 
other woody plants there. He was the first nurseryman in the US to have success raising conifer seedlings for sale, leading to 
many forestry operations as well as landscape improvements. Juniperus horizontalis 'Douglasii', the Waukegan juniper, one of 
the first blue ground cover cultivars of evergreen to be sold as a clone, was found by his firm. We suspect the 'Douglasii' series 
of Thuja trace to him though most were introduced by D.Hill nursery. He certainly worked in collecting wild forms of arborvitae, 
growing many seedlings from different populations. 


Dosser, Lillie - breeder of the Dosser deciduous azaleas in WA USA. They are mostly Ghent and Mollis like plants. 


Douglas, David - Scottish plant explorer for whom many woody plants are named including the Douglas Fir. He introduced many 
taxa from Canada and the western US regions. He also brought Gaillardia aristata and Lupinus polyphyllus to Europe. Like John. 
Banister he was killed while plant collecting, falling into a trap for wild bulls on the Sandwich Islands, and finding his new 
companion more than hostile. He suffered a horrible end in the Sandwich Islands. Out collecting he fell into an already occupied 
trap for wild bulls, ending up mutilated beyond all hope. 


Downing, Andrew Jackson - one of America's most influential landscape architects. His Treatise on the Theory and Practice of. 
Landscape Gardening (1844) was one of the first works to integrate knowledge of sophisticated design with information of 
Superior cultivated taxa. It also earned respect in Europe, putting North America on a more sophisticted plane. If there was ever 
a person who fully integrated horticulture with design it was A.J. Downing. 


Dress, William J. - horticultural taxonomist with the Bailey Hortorium at Cornell University author of numerous authoritative keys 
and studies of cultivated plants. Long-time editor of horticultural taxonomy journal Baileya. Among his names are Photinia x 
fraseri (P. glabra x P. serratifolia) for a popular warm climate evergreen planted by the millions, mainly in the clones 
‘Birmingham’ and 'Robusta', generally sold as "Red Tip" in the SE USA. 


Druse, Ken - widely read garden author who has done much to popularize a great many superior species and cultivars. 


Dudley, John - Tasmania-based breeder of Helleborus whose hybrid 'Mrs. Betty Ranicar' is demanding praise around the 
gardening world. It's a double white wonder fo such beauty you'll be amazed 


Dudley, Theodore R. - Taxonomist at the National Arboretum, Ilex expert, introducer of new germplasm, and one of the leading 
experts on woody plant nomenclature in this century. Dr. Dudley also introduced a great many ornamentals, especially Ilex, 
from Asia. 


Dufresne, Richard - A leading expert in garden Salvia. His Salvia ‘Cherry Queen’ is just one of his triumphs. 


Duivenvoorde, Kees - Dutch breeder of superior Agapanthus, mainly for the cut flower trade but his best clones are proven 
wonderful for gardens where hardy. He found some plants in Holland and together with ‘Intermedius' bred a series of increasing 
finder cultivars in all the desired colors. His first floriicultural success was ‘Dr. Brouwer' (registered 1987), a plant with light blue, 
early blooming and stem traits for cutting. 'Catherina’ is a 1995 introductio named for both his wife and daughter - you can 
always tell that such plants are a breeders best, most elite seedlings. It is dark blue, deciduous, with a height of about 35cm, 
globular heads of up to 70 flowers being very showy. It has 6-8, sometimes 10 tepals for more color saturation. ‘Duivenbrugge 
White’ is a good white with flowers to 3.4cm wide adn up to 50 per head. His gold-margined ‘Goldfinger’ does not flower but 
makes a pretty foliage plant. | think his ‘Virginia’ with huge Scm white flowers and up to 80 flowers a head will be popular. Now 
he has over 37 cultivars in his portfolio of accomplisments and we more are coming in future years.

UE SPRUCE AND OTHER HIGHLY COLORED, DWARF OR PENDULODE 
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Dunbar was one serious rare conifer rut. Listen to this title: "Grafting your own conifers...the only way of perpetuating Colorado 
blue spruce and other high colored, dwarf, or pendulous evergreens - insure rare and costly specimens - preserve new varieties 
that originate on your place". Wow. That's an educator with a vision, communicating purpose in propagation to make our estates 


better. This article appeared in the GARDEN AND HOME BUILDER of 1908. 


Dunbar, John (1859-1927) - woody plant expert with the Rochester Parks (now called Monroe County Parks), expert in several 
genera including Prunus and Syringa. A native of Scotland, he came to the US as assistasntto William Falconer on Long Island 
and later working on the estate of Charles Dana. Dunbar was America's first lilac breeder. Later he served as Foreman of 
Highland Park and later Assistant Superintendent of the Rochester Parks. He also planted about 100 cultivars at Rochester NY, 
beginning what is known around the country as the Rochester Lilac Festival. That festival brings millions of dollars a year to that 
area up to the current time. 


+ Among his wonderful lilacs is the popular ‘President Lincoln’ (near true blue) and ‘Adelaide Dunbar’ (a superior dark purple honoring his wife). His ‘General 
Sherman’ has rich purple buds opening a silk lavender. 

«He also has a species of hawthorn, Crateagus dunbarii, named for his discovery of it near the Genessee River in Rochester. It has a dense crown with a dark 
glossy leaf, making a good ornamental. His extensive study of wild and garden hawthorns was acknowledged by Prof. Sargent of Harvard in his publications, 
having found a number of new taxa under Sargent's complex system in that genus. The Rochester Parks had the largest collection hawthorn species in the US 
at one time. 

« Served as President of the Rose Society of Rochester, working in the genus Rosa on occasion. 

« In.an address to the Mass. Hort. Society in 1908 called "Hardy Conifers for Private Estates" he foretold the wonderful look of Pinus bungeana that we enjoy 


today: 
"Bunge’s Pine or the Lace Bark Pine (P. Bungeana) is quite promising at Rochester but the plants are small yet. It is quite hardy at Boston. Dr. C 
Sargent say’ in his last journey to Asia he was much impressed with the peculiar appearance of the Lace Bark Pine in connection with the Chinese 
temples. The stems or boles look as if they had been whitewashed. We are not aware that any of the trees in this country are ald enough to show this adult

Duncan & Davies - these New Zealand nurseryman have named dozens of superior conifers. Their nursery today still introduces 
many plants of NZ and Australia to our countries. 


Dunington-Grubb, Howard B. - (1881 - 1965) Canadian landscape architect and founder of the very influential Sheridan 
Nurseries (1913). Their influence on Canadian and worldwide gardens is great. The history on the site there is more complete. 
‘Among Sheridan's introductions are Buxus 'Green Velvet! and Syringa reticulata ‘Ivory Silk’. 


Dunnington-Grubb, Lorrie A. (1877 - 1945) - co-founder of Sheridan Nurseries. 


Durio, Ken - Magnolia expert, nurseryman (Louisiana Nursery), and introducer of many woody cultivars, particularly those of 
merit in the lower South. 


Easter, Margaret - British nursery owner, researchers, Thymus (thyme) expert and official International (ICRA) Registrar of 
cultivars, author of the BIG BOOK OF THYME, the first complete monograph of cultivars in decades, covering over 400 taxa. 


Ecke, Paul - perhaps the all time leading breeder of poinsettia cultivars.

‘An 1899 plate from Country Life Illustrated of Eckford's new Lathyrus 'Sadie Burpee’, a big hooded style of flower, clean white 
that is floriferous, perfectly-scented, and durable in gardens. It was perhaps the first clean white, lacking any pink or blue tints, 
wings very large at maturity. Some reviewers said this black-seeded variety did have some pink tints but was better overall than 
more pure white, white-seeded strains. Later, it was sold in both white-seeded and black-seeded strains, the former the most 
clean white of the two. 


Eckford, Henry (1823-1905) - Shropshire, England-based pioneering breeder of Sweet Pea (Lathyrus odoratus), "Sweet Pea 
King", working in the late 19th century, starting about 1876 on garden taxa after years of breeding florist's crops. ‘Bronze 
Prince’ (RHS FCC 1882) was his first hit. He developed new colors including dark red, blues, and rich orange shades, many 
hooded unlike older cultivars. Some of his later, large-blooming forms were called the Grandiflora type, the largest corollas every 
seen in the genus, distinct from the Spencer types. According to LH Bailey, he had bred 115 out of the available 2964 varieties 
catalogued by 1900, covering about 60% of all varieties grown in the US. Breck, Henderson, and Burpee in the US worked ta 
improve his strains in later years, later producing dwarf or Cupid Group strains there. 


Edelmann, Edith - Perennial collector, one of world's top designers of herbaceous and mixed borders. Several cultivars are 
named in her honor including two in the genus Verbena! She designed and was long-time curator of the 400 foot border at the 
Raulston Arboretum 


Eddie, E.H. - known for two dogwoods, Cornus nuttalli 'Eddiei' and C. ‘Eddie's White Winder’, the later making 
popular in this genus.

Edwards, Colin - author of DELPHINIUMS: THE COMPLETE GUIDE (1989) 


Egger, Janet - plant breeder, first with Goldsmith Seeds and since 2000 with Terra Nova Nurseries. Tiarella ‘Happy Trails’ (US 
Patent #21933) is assigned to her. 


Eggleton, Steve - New Zealand plant breeder whose Gaura PASSIONATE RAINBOW with tricolored foliage is a work of real art. 


Egolf, Donald R. - Research Horticulturist with the National Arboretum, expert and breeder of countless superior Lagerstroemia 
(on which he also wrote THE book and checklist) , Ilex, Malus, Syringa, and Viburnum. His contribution to Viburnum and 
Lagerstroemia will surely never be eclipsed. His plant introductions have probably had a wider impact on American landscapes 
that any other woody plant breeder of the last part of this century. Syringa ‘Betsy Ross' is one of his most recent introductions. 
He also named two good crabapples, 'Naragansett' and ‘Adirondack’. He also worked with Prunus, mainly P. x incam 'Okame' as 
seedings and hybrids, giving us ‘Dream Catcher’ and ‘First Lady’. 


Eisel, Mervin C. - long time cultivar registrar for Hosta, author. 


Eisenbeiss, Gene - Research Horticulturist with the National Arboretum, holly registrar, and by many opinions the most 
knowledgeable expert on Ilex. He and Dr. Ted Dudley have written many of the important papers and checklists on the genus. 
He has also bred many important cultivars including very adaptable, aesthetic interspecific hybrids. 


Elliott, Clarence - nurseryman (Six Hills Nursery), perennial expert, and introducer of many fine taxa. He found Alstroemeria in 
Chita and quite a number of good Salvia for gardens. 


Ellison, Don - Camellia expert and author. His leading book covers 1100 taxa and reflects 27 years of worldwide travel and 
study. 


Elmer, Gus - Mississippi breeder of deciduous azaleas in his own Chinquapin series. 
Elslager, Ed - Hosta breeder, known for 'Fantabulous' 


Elsner, Wilhelm - German Pelargonium breeder from PAC Esiners of Dresden. His work included many zonals in the PAC series, 
especially bicolored and red-spotted clones. 


Ellwanger, George (1816 - 1906) & Barry, Patrick- These two nurseryman were to early American gardens what Hillier was to 
British gardens. The introduced and scattered thousands of new and superior cultivars, mainly of woody genera, around the 
eastern US. Many unusual variegated, weeping, purple, and golden cultivars from Europe first came from the US from their 
nursery. Their collections form the basis of the superb but oft neglected collections at Durand-Eastman and Highland Parks in 
Rochester NY. Several cultivars including a once popular arborvitae bear their name. 


Elsley, John - British horticulturist and plant collector, long time head of horticulture at V Je Gardens,and introducer of many 
fine cultivars to the western trade. A wonderful hardy Geranium is named in his honor. He recently introduced a superior clone 
of evergreen Cornus angustata called EMPRESS OF CHINA. 


Elwes, Henry John - landowner, plant collector, and talented amateur botanist. His Tree of Great Britain and Ireland and a 
monograph on Lilium are true classics. 


Emory, Dara - plant breeder at Santa Barbara Bot. Garden. Some of his plants have the Dara's prefix. His wonderful large 
Heuchera hybrids use the Canyon prefix. 


Eriandson, Conrad - BC, Canada-based Clematis breeder known fro ‘Blue Ravine’ among others. 
Ernst, G. - German nurserymen who bred the famous Canna 'Konigin Charlotte’ (‘Queen Charlotte’). 
Evans, Murray - nurseryman, Narcissus breeder, author. 

Evans, R.L. - Sedum expert and author of the leading book on garden taxa. 


Evison, Raymond - Clematis breeder from Guernsey Nursery, England. Among his successful products are 'Blue Dancer’. His 
modern trademarked taxa include ROYAL VELVET, LIBERATION, JOEPHINE, PISTACHIO, SUGAR CANDY, and ARCTIC QUEEN 


Eyerdom, H. - Saintpaulia breeder. 


Ewing, Juliana Horatia - British author of garden and children's books. In 1884 she help found the Parkinson Society "to search 
out and cultivate old garden flowers". She campaigned against the “artificial”, "tidy" bedding craze of contemporary gardeners, 
favoring the use of more natural and cold hardy plants with individual charm. Ribbon or floral beds she said were for those with 
“either no taste for gardening or no time". Her writings on garden design and plant selection were influential. 

Fair, Keith and Carol - Clematis breeders known for the amazing cultivar 'Hainton Ruby’ 


Fairchild, Thomas (1667-1729) - botanist and nurseryman. He was an active experimentor with ornamental flowers. He founded 
at nursery at Hoxton in 1690 when just 23 years of age. It was later called "The City Gardens" for it was a half acre of the most 
densed planted horticultural treasure one would want. He brought a full range of European and new American plants to his 
customers. Mark Catesby was his North American plant connection. Over 50 cultivars of grape were on offer too. In 1717 he 
made a controlled cross of a carnation (Dianthus caryophyllus) with sweet william (D. barbatus) pollen. This is thought to be the 
first documented hybridization of an ornamental plant, though it is very likely in centuries past such experiments may have been 
tried. His hybrid was considered something of a threat and oddity, some botanists and naturalists with The Royal Society 
claiming moral outrage at his tampering and playing god. This Dianthus was unofficialled terms "Fairchild's Mule" and was not 
usually pronounced with positive tones. He was also known for a diverse and unrivaled collection of succulents among which 
Aloes were a star attraction. His collection of fruit cultivars amazed many too. 


In 1722 he wrote THE CITY GARDENER, one of the first books to handle the issues of urban gardening. He advocated planted of 
urban squares with a diversity of showy plants, native and exotic. He stated that even dark narrow streets and courtyards would 
be improved by the planting of suitably shade-tolerant plants. He promoted the use of small tubs in which city gardeners could 
grow either flowers or small fruit crops. As popular as THE CITY GARDENER became, some viewed it as a thinly disguised 
catalog for which the reader was required to pay for the privilage of reading! He also founded The Society of Gardeners, an 
association of growers who discussed their latest plant finds and new nursery techniques. That group published in 1730 the 
CATALOGUS PLANTATUM, a comprehensive catalog of all available plant material in England at the that - all this 260 years 
before the RHS PLANT FINDER! One of his final wishes was the establishment of the Worshipful Company of Gardeners, an 
organization which promoted the idea of an annual horticulturally themed sermon in churches. 


Falk, Elizabeth (Falk-Glasscock) - Paeonia breeder, daughter of the noted breeder Lyman Glasscock. Their ‘Fairy Princess’ of just 
24 inches tall, ferny in leaf, with cupped red flowers and bright gold stamens is a classic. 


Farrand, Beatrix (1872-1959) - influential American landscape architect whose important gardens include Dumbarton Oaks, the 
White House (during Woodrow Wilson's years), New York Botanical Garden, and plantings at Yale and Princeton. She was skilled 
at use of both native and new exotic species in novel and creative ways. At age eighteen she went to the Arnold Arboretum for 
the first time, learning about the rich number of plants then available, working later with Charles Sargent. Her 1941 PLANT 
BOOK is well known. She was the niece of Edith Wharton and blessed with a similar gift for description. The dark-flowered 
Forsythia ‘Beatrix Farrand’ was named for her by Dr. Karl Sax of the Arnold Arboretum, though her use of F. suspensa is even 
more famous today. 


Farrer, Reginald John (1880 - 1920) - Yorkshire-born plant explorer, rock garden expert, and author. Many fine plants with the 
farreri epithet are named in his honor, of note being species of Geranium, Viburnum (now called V. fragrans), Buddleia, and 
Gentiana. MY ROCK GARDEN (1908) and THE ENGLISH ROCK GARDEN are available free at Google Books and at similar 
archives. THE GARDEN OF ASIA: IMPRESSIONS FROM JAPAN (1904) is a favorite of your editor (L. Hatch) and one worth 
reading. He became a Buddhist about 1907 and traveled widely to shrines, mainly in Ceylon. Dressed often in the simple outfits 
of a peasant, he no doubt got into places that a formal man in western suits could not reach. He works with E.A. Bowles in both 
the garden and wild. He also worked with William Purdom in Kansu Providence of China. His Buddleia davidii var. nanhoensis is 
the basis of many modern compact butterfly bushes today. He and Cox found J uniperus recurva var. coxii (J. coxii), one of the 
most elegant of all weeping conifers. He tended to describe his plant finds and favorites in less than technical terms, giving art 
to the form science of alpine gardening. Of Viburnum farreri (V. fragrans) he noted that it's "blushing stars glitter as if built of 
crystals" 


Fay, Orville W. - Northwood, Illinois-based chemist in a candy factory during the day, Orville became a major Hemerocallis 
breeder based in Illinois, covering 20 years. His ‘Francis Fay' (1957), a creamy melon-yellow that multiplied well for nursery 
production and was tough earned the coveted Stout Silver Medal and it remained on the American Hemerocallis Society 
popularity poll for many years after. ‘Satin Glass' (large cream-melon, very large) also scored the Stout Medal. He was known 
for his detailed record keeping and a very narrow focus on pale pastels. Ovrille was one of the first plant breeders to improve 
diploides with colchine to make tetraploids. He also worked with Iris and Paeonia, working with nearby nurseryman Brother 
Charles at Mission Gardens in Techney, IL. His Paeonia ‘Paula Fay' (1968) has been widely distributed, a showy deep pink of 
much quality. His ‘Coral Fay' (1972) is a bright coral pink and noted for it's wonderful scent. 


Fell, Derek - herbaceous perennial and grass expert, garden photographer. 


Feltwell, John - Clematis expert and author. 


Fenicchia, Richard A, (190? - 1997) - Horticulturist and later Park Superintendant with the Rochester Parks Department and 
Syringa expert. Together with Alvin Grant he developed the Rochester Strain of lilacs that has influenced others including Dr. 
Egolf at the US National Arboretum. Among Fenicchia's development were true dwarf lilacs of rock garden size. This dwarfism is 
avalable for future breeders to use. 


Fiala, John L. (1924 - 1990) - Catholic priest and also one of the century's leading hybridizers of Malus and Syringa. He wrote 
very remarkable books on both genera. His lilac breeding program spanned more than 50 years and produced great results. 
‘Avalanche’ for example is one of top rated white lilacs available. 


Field, Richard - American attorney and judge by trade, Princeton University Professor, and avid collector of exotic trees. In 1842 
he purchased 30 acres of land which is now called Marquand Park in New Jersey. To this day, 11 species there are the largest of 
their species found in that state, including Abies nordmanniana and Picea orientalis. He is said to have been an early grower of 
Calocedrus decurrens from the west, as well as Cedrus libani, Picea abies, and Larix species from Europe. Professor Alan 
Marquand, also of Princeton University, purchased his grounds in 1885, expanding the old collections. Judge Field's original 
Cedrus libani dating from about 1842 is still seen there. At one time Field's tree collections were said to be only second to those 
of Sargent in Boston and Langerth in Philadelphia. His estate was famous in early days for “its beautiful mansion, extensive 
lawns and forest grove, for it's unsurpassed variety of evergreens, hedges, rhododendrons, Italian walks, and a display of floral 
beauty meeting you at every step in passing through the acres of his elegant grounds" (Hageman in HISTORY OF PRINCETON, 
1878). 


Fincham, Robert - nurseryman (Coenosium Gardens), one of the early founders of the American Conifer Society, and leading 
conifer expert. His history of American conifers (see previous link) is quite interesting. 


Finis, Valerie - British plantswoman, lecturer for 30 years at Waterperry Horticultural College, and photographer. She and 
husband Sir David Scott also owned a large alpine garden and associated nursery. A popular Artemesia is named for her. 
Awarded the Victoria Medal of Honour in 1975. 


Fish, Margery - British journalist, garden designer, perennial expert, and hardy Euphobria breeder. At East Lambrook Manor in 
Somerset she and her husband collected many plants, particularly older and novel ones. These and many new cultivars she 
promoted in writings and lectures: "I have one gardening rule - when in doubt plant Geranium endressil. | have never known 
such an accomodating plant. It never seems out of place". Her 1958 The All Year Garden expresses her aim in educating others 
about diverse, wonderful plants. 


Fischer, A. - pioneering Saintpaulia breeder, working mainly in the 1970's, many clones still offered today. 
Fisher, Eunine - Lilium expert and author of the leading checklist. 

Fisk, Jim - Clematis breeder, nurseryman from Fisk's Clematis Nursery. Known for C. ‘Alice Fisk 

Flaitz, Henry - California breeder of spiral rex Begonia 

Fleischmann, Carl - German breeder of Knap Hill type azaleas 

Flemer I!1, William - horticulturist, introducer of numerous fine woody plant cultivars, long associated with Princeton Nurseries. 


Fleming (brothers) - these Nebraska brothers work in Lagerstroemia but are perhaps best known for breeding interspecific, 
compact, and floriferous Hibiscus with lovely flower and foliage colors. ‘Copper King’, ‘Royal Gems’, and ‘Fireball’ are favorites. 


Fleming, Joyce - rose breeder, judge, and expert. In early years she worked with Dr. E.F. Palmer ather trhe Vineland Experiment 
Station in Ontario, breeding lilies and glads. Joyce started breeding Rosa in 1985, the work focusing on hardiness (namedly in 
Canadian Zone 5), disease resistance, and insect resistance. Her website with Bob Fleming is http://www.roseroyce.ca and 
details their finest hybrids. One cannot help but be impressed by the well-scented pale pink single ‘Amelia Fleming’. Another 
choice clone is ‘Persian Delight’ with reddish-orange flowers and a yellow reverse, wavy semi-doubles, two inches wide, scented 
of course. 


Flint, Harrison - woody plant expert. His well known Landscape Plants for Eastern North America has influenced thousands of 
students, nurserymen, and experts over the years. 


Flores, Barbara - Helianthus expert and author of The Great Sunflower Book. 


Foerster, Karl (1874 - 1970) - Berlin, German nurseryman, perennial breeder, garden designer, garden photographer, and 
author of numerous books. He studied as a garden apprentice in Schwerin, later working with plant breeder and designer Ludwig 
Winter. In 1903 he took up a family nursery that his parents started in small way years before. He collected every good plant he 
could find. He began to lecture in landscape gardening, and published his first nursery catalog in 1907. The nursery was moved 
from Berlin to Potsdam but was still small. By 1920 he bred Delphinium elatum 'Berghimmel', a new showy clone with open very 
blue flowers, white eye, and large dimensions. In 1933, his friend Heinz Hagemann came up with Rudbeckia 'Goldstrum' and the 
Foerster nursery made a good profit from this amazing, world-beating clone. During WWI! he employed Jewish workers at much 
risk and resisted the officials who wanted him to only produce native German plants. After the war ended, the Soviets took 
control of his operations but this gave him the opportunity to service East Germany gardens with numerous, good 

perennials. Foerster's cultivar selections are among the finest ever made. Even those few which are surpassed form the basis of 
more recent improvements. 


Foley, P. - nurseryman frm Little Heath Nursery, UK, known for Pieris japonica ‘Little Heath’ 
Fopma, Jan - Clematis breeder from Boskoop, known for ‘Annemieke! among others. 


Forbes, ? - British nurseryman (Forbes of Hawick), perennial experts. Graham Thomas reminds us that 
Forbes offered 100 Penstemon, 60 Gaillardia, 120 Pyrethrum, and 350 different Phlox as early as 1901. 


Fore, Gordon - nursery, Hibiscus breeder, former President of the American Hibiscus Society. 


Fogg, John M. (Dr.) - botanist, Professor at the University of Pennsylvania, Director of the Morris Arboretum (1958-1968), later 
Director of the Barnes Foundation, Magnolia and Michelia expert, co-founder the Magnolia Society. Michelia x foggii is named in 
his honor as is the cultivar jack Fogg’. 


Force, Larry - nurseryman (Desota Co., Mississippi) known recently for Lantana ‘Star Landing’, showing great colors and 
hardiness to USDA 7 


Forrest, George (1873 - 1932) - plant collector, explorer, Rhododendron expert. He is perhaps the leading introducer of new 
Rhododendron taxa to our gardens and his collections are still studied today. Unlike other explorers he wrote very few and 
certainly no well known works. 


Fortune, Robert (1812 - 1880) - Curator of the Chelsea Physic Garden, plant explorer particular to China beginning in 1852. 
Most plants bearing the epithet fortunei are in his honor. He introduced Camellia (Thea) sinensis, the tea plant to the west. He 
introduced cultivars too including the long popular Juniperus chinensis ‘Columnaris' and the lovely J. chinensis 'Variegata’ 


Foster, E.E. - Alabama nurseryman who changed the landscape of the southern US with his Foster hybrids of |. x attentuata. 


Franczak, Stephan (Brother) - Wwarsaw, Poland breeder of Clematis and Friar. His Clematis ‘Jan Pawel II" (John Paul Il) named 
for the late Pontiff is a creamy pink plant up to 14cm wide wtih rich qualities. His very bright hybrid CARDINAL WYSZYNSKI is 
now very popular. Clematis ‘Laura’ is a nice very undulate in bright lilac to 10 inches wide. ‘Polish Spirit’ is one of the more 
commercial popular of his works. 


Franklin, Alonzo Berry - nurseryman (Franklin Nursery), breeder of numerous peonies. 


Fraser, John (1752-1811) - Inverness-born collector of woody plants though a hosler and linen-draper by trade. He traveled to 
North America in 1780 along with Sir James Smith of the Linnean Society. He made about a dozen more trips and brought back 
such fine taxa as Pieris floribunda and Rhododendron catawbiense. Magnolia fraseri honors him. W.J. Bean describes him as 
“enterprising, indefatigable, and perservering". 


Fraser, Oliver - known for selection of the famous Photinia x fraseri and the original clone ‘Birmingham’ 
Frazer, Edwin J. - Australian breeder of Dieffenbachia including the widely sold ‘Hilo’ 


Freeman, Judith - Vancouver-based Lilium expert and breeder (htto://www.thelilygarden.com/) since 1979. Their most popular 
clone in 2011 is 'Silk Road’, a flower-clad, 6 foot beauty in dark violet-red bars over blush shades. 


Freeman, O.M. - US National Arboretum researcher known for Acer x freemannil (A. rubrum x A. saccharinum) as well Magnolia 
"Maryland! (M. virginiana x M. grandiflora). 


Fretwell, Barry - Clematis expert and author of a very comprehensive book on same. His hybrids include the wonderful ‘Arabella’ 
and ‘Dovedale’. My favorite of his crosses is the bicolored white and violet 'Foxy', a derivative of C. alpina. 


Frey, Elsie M. - early Begonia breeders 
Frikart, ? - breeder of the Aster x frikartii 'Monch' and ‘Wonder of Stafa’. 


Frisbie, Leonard F.- Tacoma Washington breeder of Rhododendron occidentale azalea hybrids in the early 1900's. He was a 
devoted collector of the genus, collecting his own materials in the wild. 


Frowine, Steve - nurseryman (The Great Plant Company) and introducer of many exclusive new plants to gardens. 


Fryer, Arthur (founder) and Gareth (grandson) - Fryer's Nurseries (est. 1912), Cheshire, England-based rose breeders and 
garden centre. They won The Queen Mother's International Rose Award in 1999 for work in the genus. The website 
http: // www. fryers-roses.co.uk covers their current work. 


Fuller, R. - Viola expert and author of a 1990 guide on modern variants. 


Furman, Kasha and David - experts in rare Chinese tree peonies, owners of Cricket Hill Garden, one of the largest collections of 
Paeonia anywhere. 


Gable, Joseph F. - Pennsylvania nurseryman perhaps best known for the Gable azalea hybrids. He also discovered a number of 
hemlock clones. 


Galle, Fred C. - horticulturist at Calloway Gardens, one of the century's leading azalea experts. Author of impressive leading 
references on azalea and Ilex. 


Gamble, Ken - British Pelargonium breeder. His cultivars have the Highland prefix. 


Sarracenia ‘Dixie Lace’ from Gardener's work. 


Gardener, Rob - North Carolina Botanic Garden curator and expert in native plants and breeder of same. His Baptisia ‘Purple 
Smoke’ and ‘Carolina Moonmist' are both modern classics, loved around the world. His series of Sarracenia cultivars in the LITLE 
BUGS series have made that genus available in superior, colorful clones to many around the world. The rich red colors, 
contrasting venation, and glorious subtle colors in his hybrids have taken this genus for an oddity for specialists to something 
the intermediate gardener can grow to beauty with ease and without the need for building your own backyard swamp! 


Gartrell, Robert - azalea breeder known for the famous Robin Hill series. In his 50 years of work he took the charm of the 
Satsuki cultivars and combined them with more durable, spreading landscape types. 


Gault, S. Millar - rose expert and co-author of The Dictionary of Roses in Colour. 


Gelderen, Dirk M. van - nurseryman (Firma Esveld), woody plant expert particularly in conifers and Acer. The family Aceretum 
may be the best maple collection ever assembled. 


Genge, Geoff and Adair - NZ Lavandula breeders known for the stunning 'Winton'. 


Gerard, John - physician and botanist known for his Catalogus, the first catalog of ornamentals grown in London. His Herbal of 
1597 was also remarkable for gardeners. He pretty much beat every one on this page having cataloged his garden back in 1596. 
William Turner was only one to publish an herb taxonomy before him. By his era, some 100 species of exotic trees were known 
in Britain (just 30 in Turner's time). He was among the first to cultivated North American species including Thuja occidentalis 
and Yucca gloriosa. 


Giesen, Eric - Dutch breeder of Coleus (‘Mos Thimint' (US Patent #21986), Lobelia (‘Tech' Series), Sutera, Diascia, Nemesia, 
Argyranthemum, and Lavendula (‘Jim Cobule') 


Gillam, lan - Canadian breeder of Pelargonium, especially known for pioneering work in the variegated Stellar types. 


Girard, Peter and family - nurserymen (Girard Nurseries), and introducers of many fine cultivars, especially a series of azaleas 
bearing the nursery's name. He also introduced Ilex crenata 'Black Beauty’. One of his prettiest plants is Cornus florida 
'Pionsett', a superior gold-berried clone that is supplemented with contrasting red fall foliage. Their Leucothoe fontainesiana 
'Girard's Rainbow’ is a very popular variegated plant. 


Gitts family - Dahlia growers (Swan Island Dahlias, http://www.dahlias.com), founded in the 1940's, since 1953 located in 
Canby, Oregon USA, the original founders Nick and Margaret Gitts. They now grow aboutr 350 Dahlia cultivars on over 40 
acres under Nicholas and Ted Gitts. They are active hybridizers of new cultivars, planting about 30,000 seedlings a year in the 
modern era. Nicks Sr. passed away in 2007 and was a pioneer in Dahlia breeding and growing, known the world over. 


Glasscock, Lyman (1875-1952) - Elmwood, Illinois-based building contractor by profession. He had a secondary business 
growing cut peonies for the Memorial Day trade. He was upset that many P. lactiflora cultivars bloomed too late for that trade 
while P. officinalis was timely but of inferior quality. You do the math then. He became a noted Paeonia breeder, working also 
with Auten and Klehm, In 1918 he P. peregrina cultivars (then considered P. officinalis clones ‘Sunbeam’ and ‘Otto Froebel') with 
good P. lactiflora. 


Glasscock's ‘Golden Glow’ (1935) was his first APS Gold Medal. ‘Burma Ruby' (1951) remains a good choice. He got the same 
award later with 'Red Charm’ (1944) is a double of rich red, full double qualities but one tolerant even of southern US conditions. 
His best hybrids seem to be in the medium to dark red spectrum. The Falk-Glasscock hybrids are from his daughter Elizabeth 
Glasscock-Falk 


Glick, Barry - nurseryman (Sunshine Farms), plant collector, and introducer of many rare species and hybrids from his collecton 
of over 10,000 taxa. They have an active program to breed and distribute new Helleborus. Known as the Cyberplantsman on 
Gardenweb his articles are widely read. Greatplants.com offers his profile. 


Goemans, J.A.M. - Dutch nurseryman and breeder of Alstroemeria hybrids. 
Gooch, Ruth - Clematis expert and author. 

Goodwin, Nancy - owner of Montrose Nursery, NC and known worldwide for her remarkable Heuchera ‘Montrose Ruby’. 
Goodwn, Peter - New Zealand grower who specializes in yellow and variegated Clivia. 

Gordon, G. - conifer expert known for his 1858 work The Pinetum. 

Gossett, Gary - plant breeder for Dan Heim’'s Terra Nova Nursery since 1999. 

Gosling, S.G. - Chrysanthemum expert, author, and cultivar registrar. 

Gossler, Marjory & Roger - nurserymen (Gossler Farms), Magnolia experts, and authors. 


Gotelli, ? - one of America's leading conifer collectors of the century. His famous collection is now part of the National Arboretum 
and holds many rare and large specimens. As most avid collectors will do he introduced a number of unique cultivars. 


Gowen, J.R. - British horticulturists who who experimented with Ghent and other deciduous species hybrids of azalea. He 
crossed. Rhododendron viscosum and R. luteum to produce the first Ornatum Hybrids. He also worked with R. molle x R. 
viscosum to produce the so-called Viscosepalum Hybrids in that genus. 


Graaff, Herman - Dutch Fuchsia breeder who made many breakthroughs in purple colors as well as use of rare species in the 
mix. 


Grace, Larry - Hemerocallis breeder. His 1999 |.T. Davis' with soft melon tones and big, super-crisped lime margins won the 
2010 Stout Medal. 


Graf, Alfred Byrd - nurseryman, tropical plant expert, and author of the legendary EXOTICA and TROPICA. His reference works 
are world famous for the quantity of excellent photographs. He was one of the first to bring together descriptions of cultivars in 
many tropical/house plant genera and attempt to solve the nomenclature. The Graf works remain under copyright today so we 
are unable to share plates of them here. 


Grant, Alvan - Director of Parks at Rochester, NY. He selected the Syringa clone ‘Rochester! which was a slow, thick-leaved plant 
with thick, waxy florets. This Rochester Strain later became part of other's breeders work including the late Dr. Donald Egolf. 


Grant's pretty Lantana ‘Greg Grant’, a beautiful gold-sectored and mottled leaf and fairly large, decent colored flowers that are 
nice but nice necessary in all cases. 


Grant, Greg - horticulturist, naturalist, garden writer, lecturer, plant collector and introducer of new cultivars including some well 
adapted to Texas. He has selected a number of important Verbena clones. He co-authored HOME LANDSCAPING TEXAS (2004) 
and THE SOUTHERN HEIRLOOM GARDEN (1995)

Gratwick, William - Paeonia breeder who took up Prof. Saunders work and possessed his equally fine taste and skill. His work 
with Nassos Daphnis resulted in the famed Gratwick-Daphnis. 


Gray, Alec - leading authority for many years on miniature daffodils, hybridizer of same and nurseryman. His ‘Sun Disc’ (1946) 
is a mini with a whitish, very rounded perianth, the cup dark yellow and wide. Broadleigh Gardens in the UK maintain a collection 
of his hybrids. He is pretty much the father of the Poetaz Group hybrids. 


Green, Peter S. - British taxonomist at the Kew Herbarium. He wrote a number of important papers in horticultural taxonomy 
including REGISTRATION OF CULTIVAR NAMES IN ULMUS (1964) and studies of Jasminum (1965). 


Greenlee, J. - ornamental grass expert, noted for THE ENCYCLOPEDIA OF ORNAMENTAL GRASSES (2000). 


Greer, Harold - owner of Greer Gardens (founded by his father) , leading expert on Rhododendron, and author of several works 
on the genus, developer of many superior azaleas and Rhododendron cultivars. 


Gregory, Peter - Maple expert, co-founder of the The Maple Society (1990). He managed the Westonbirt Arboretum and has 
recently (2001) revised and expanded J.T. Vertree's classic on Japanese maples. 
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Grieve's HISTORY OF VARIEGATED PELARGONIUMS (1868) has no plates of any shade, despite a topic lending itself to 
illustrations! Among his crosses with variegation are 'Mrs. Pollock’, ‘Sunset’, 'Lady Cullum’, and ‘Lucy Grieve’. 


Grieve, Peter - British Pelargonium grower known for his 1858 introduction of the still very popular 'Mrs. Pollack’. He was a 
gardener at Culford Gardens, England. The firm of E.G Henderson offered a cultivar ‘Peter Grieve' in his honor, apparently of 
their own selection. 


Grenfell, Diana - a leading British Hosta expert, collector, and author of the popular THE GARDENER'S GUIDE TO GROWING 
HOSTAS (1996) and THE GARDENER'S GUIDE TO GROWING DAYLILIES (1998). 


‘The massive and contrasty Magnolia ‘Darrell Dean’ is one of Todd Greshman’s most spectacular hybrids. 


Gresham, Todd (Dr.)(1909-1969) - Magnolia expert (1955-1969), collector, and breeder of numerous superior cultivars. 
Working in the lovely climate of Santa Cruz, CA, the basis of his hybridization was a very large collection of hardy and not so 
hardy species and cultivars. Between 1960 and 1964, he made 360 different crosses, adding 220 more in the late 1960's. Over 
15,500 hybrid seedlings were evaluated from his lifetime of work. Most of this seedlings were evaluated at the Gloster 
Arboretum, Mississippi and by Tom Dodd Nurseries, Semmes, Alabama. Other Magnolia experts including Ken Durio, J.C. 
McDaniel, and John Giordano released his selections as they developed into superior specimens. His Magnolias 'Heaven Scent’, 
"Peppermint Stick’, ‘Raspberry Ice’ and 'Full Elipse' are remarkable. He referred to his M. x veitchii x M. liliflora crosses as the 
"Svelte Brunettes" because of their sleek form, dark colors, and generous measurements to 11 inches wide. His paler-flowering 
crosses when tagged the "buxom blondes". 


Grey-Wilson, Christopher - herbaceous perennial expert known for two excellent books on Papaver and Cyclamen. CLEMATIS: 
THE GENUS is a modern classic. His ANNUALS AND BIENNIALS (2000) is still popular, mainly in Europe. 


Griesbach, Robert A. - Biology professor at DePaul University, breeder of Hemerocallis and Gladiolus. He is credited with 
perfecting the means of inducing tetraploidy in daylilies which did much to improve their flower size and durability in the modern 
landscape. He also made breakthroughs in red flowered daylilies. In 1960 he began a conquest of the genus Lilium, using 
colchicine to double chromosomes and sizes of Lilium regale products, and later other hybrid groups. 


Griesbach, Robert J. - Research Geneticist at National Arboretum (staff page), expert in transgenic work including flower color 
modifications. 


Griffiths, T. - Rosa expert, known for THE BOOK OF OLD ROSES (1984) and THE BOOK OF CLASSIC OLD ROSES (1987) 


Groff, H.H. - A banker in his early life. This Simcoe, Ontario-based Gladiolus breeder distributed for a time (at least) via Arthur 
Cowee of Berlin, New York. The Groff's Hybrids were popular for at least a decade. "The work of Groff is momumental" said 
Kundred, the breeder who created the modern ruffled cultivar, noting Groff added more species to the gene pool, blending them 
with the best hybrids of the age. He was sometimes called an "American Gladiolus breeder" but that was in the overall use of the 
term for any North American nurseryman; a designation that is odd and curious today. His ‘Blue Jay’ was the best "blue" cultivar 
in that genus for years. 


Grootendorst, H.J.- Dutch nurseryman, author, and woody plant expert. Author of numerous authoritative studies of superior 
cultivars notably in the journal Dendroflora (Malus, Prunus, Hamamelis, Cotoneaster, Rhododendron, Aesculus, Juniperus, 
Weigela, Chaenomeles, Thuja, Tilia) . He was the first to publish and describe in print many fine cultivars in the European trade. 


Grounds, Roger - ornamental grass expert and author of a popular book on same. 


Grullemans, John - nurseryman at Wayside Nursery of Ohio, his floriferous and lovely cross of Hosta plantaginea called 'Royal 
Standard’ is a classic in that genus, being fragrant. It was the first patented Hosta (1965). 


Guillot, Jean-Baptiste (1803-1882) and family - Lyons-based French rose breeder (founded 1828). Their first rose hybrid was 
‘Lamartine' (1842), a red Bourbon of note. More importantly, his son, Jean-Baptise Andre is credited (by some at least) for 
creating the Hybrid Tea about 1867 using a Hybrid Perpetual bred to a Tea Rose, the product called 'La France’. It was not until 
the 20th century that the Hybrid Tea class was fully accepted, now getting new colors, moderate tall size, and huge, long- 
appearing blooms. Typically, the HT produced one large terminal flower at first. Later in 1875 they are credited with creating the 
Polyantha Group roses with 'Paquerette’, produced from a compact Rosa multiflora with unknown material. The Polyanthas were 
all low, cluster-flowering, not really scented in general, perpetual-flowering (remontant), very cold hardy, having thin twiggy 
stems, and useful for bedding 


Gumbleton, W.E. - Eremurus breeder. 
Gwaltney, James - nurseryman (Flowerwood Nurseries, Mobile, AL USA) known for his Abelia x grandiflora CONFETTI. 
Haag, Russ and Velma - Rhodie breeding team who work in western NC USA. ‘Great Smoky' has become popular. 


Hachmann, Hans. - German nurseryman (http://www.hachmann.de) and Rhododendron breeder. He is regarded as the finest of 
the modern Rhodie breeders. Among many other things, he is credited with perfecting the modern red-flowering rhodie. 
"Hachmann's Charmant' is compact, super cold hardy, and a pretty blush with violet-magenta frilled edges. 


Haegeman, J. - Belgian tuberous Begonia expert and checklist author. 
Hage, William - conifer expert who named Chamaecyparis obtusa ‘Tonia’ and the super dwarf ‘Hage! among others. 
Halfacre, Gordon - Professor of Horticulture and author of the popular Landscape Plants of the Southeast. 


Hall, George Roger (Dr.) - plant explorer who traveled to Japan in 1862. He introduced Magnolia kobus, Zelkova serrata, and 
various Japanese maples to the US via Parsons Nursery. That would be a very fine and honorable record except he also loved a 
certain floriferous and frankly beautiful J apanese vine which he brought to the States in 1862. It was pretty with gold and white 
flowers, floriferous, and very easy for nurserymen and homeowners to grown very well. Nurserymen cauld sell a million of them 
and Brown Thumbs actually found a plant to have success with. Bank accounts grew and egos swelled. That overachieving plant 
is Lonicera japonica var. halliana or ‘Halliana’. As lovely, strong, and evergreen as it is today, | suspect you know the rest of the 
story. If anything, we can fairly declare it might the prettiest of all weedy vines. 


Hahn, Carl R. - Former Chief of Horticulture! Maryland-National Capital Parks, plant explorer, introducer of many variegated 
plants via Brookside Gardens in conjunction with Barry Yinger. This Arnoldia paper is typical of his excellent work in rare 
ornamentals, many of which are popular today:

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Hahn's patent for the important ivy called Hedera helix subsp. helix ‘Maple Queen’, However, his ‘Hahn's Self-branching’, a 
compact, cold hardy ground cover clone is much more common in modern times. 


Hahn, Sylvan - Hedera expert and originator of several fine cultivars. 


Halliday, Robert J. - Baltimore, Maryland-based author of PRACTICAL AZALEA CULTURE: A TREATISE ON THE PROPAGATION 
AND CULTIVATION OF THE AZALEA (1880), a pioneering work. He also wrote PRACTICAL CAMELLIA CULTURE. 


Hamilton, Patricia - ornamental Ficus expert and author of ABC's of Indoor Ficus Trees. 


Hamiton, William - plant collector whose large, 300 acre garden of "exotics" called The Woodlands near Philadelphia PA amazed 
many people. He is known to have introduced Acer platanoides, Ailanthus altissima, and Ginkgo to his collections around 1784, 
perhaps the first introductions of those species to the New World. 

Hancock, A. - breeder known for Artemisia ‘Powis Castle’ 


Hancock, Marcus Leslie (1892 - 1977) - Canadian nurseryman and Rhododendron breeder. 


Hancock's ‘Buckeye Country Gal’ is a favorite, valuable in foliage when out of bloom. 


Hancock, Patricia - American Saintpaulia breeder, knonw for the famous Buckeye series of cultivars. Her work emphasized 
quality show quality clones, many with dark, variegated foliage and vivid, double flowers. 


Handy, Gary - Nurseryman (Handy Nursery) known for a number of specialized mutations including Cornus kousa 'Amber' and 
‘Autumn Rose’. His C.k, RADIANT ROSE may prove to be very popular. His Fothergilla major 'Blue Shadow’, shows heat 
tolerance, rich blue foliage, more cold hardiness, and vigor in nursery production. 


Hannibal, Lester S. - leading expert on Crinium, Nerine, Narcissus, and genetics of Amaryllidaceae, author. 


Hansen's Hosta ‘Cathedral Windows' (2005) is a popular introduction, made stronger with tetraploidy, durable and floriferous. 
The ripples reflect the light in a way that words can not measure. 


Hansen's Hosta ‘Hanky Panky’ is one of the mix-color striped chimeras with dark green, cream, white, dark lime, olive, and a 
dozen other shades in one clump. This clone is regularly irregular, pretty in it's seeming imperfection yet more than fascinating 
and perfect to many eyes. 


Hansen, Hans - Minnesota-based perennial breeder (not to be confused with Neils Hansen of Europe) who Baptisia ‘Chocolate 
Chip" in brown and gold is amazing breakthrough in not just that genus but perennial legumes as a whole. Carex 
ciliatomarginata ‘Treasure Island’ has proven to be one of that genus' finest cultivars. Around 2010 he introduced his 
DECADENCE series of Baptisia hybrids. Han's WINTER THRILLERS series of Hellebrous (2011) offer many useful color 
combinations. 


Hansen, Niels (1866-1950) - South Dakota-based plant explorer and breeder of Prunus and Malus (South Dakota Agricultural 
Experiment Station), both ornamental and edible. His Malus ‘Beauty’ is notable. His discovery and distribution of Malus pumila 
'Niedzwetkyana', a super hardy cultivar with red to purple flowers changed the crabapple world forever (c. 1897). When he 
blended that with M, baccata and got M. ‘Hopa’ in 1920, the first super tough modern Malus was born, creating the Rosybloom 
Group of hybrids. His ‘Hansen's Red Flesh’ (M. pumila 'Niedzewtskyana x M. coronaria ‘Elk River')(1928) is still sold today as a 
red-fleshed variety, useful for jelly, hardy to -40 deg. F., showy pink flowers, moderate to high disease resistance, a smallish 
tree. 


Hansen, Richard - German perennial expert. His Namen der Stauden catalogued the large evaluation grounds at Weihenstephen. 


Hardijer, Hanno - Dutch nurseryman who has introduced fine cultivars includng Berberis thunbergii 'Harlequin' and ‘Rosetta’. His 
Hedera helix finds 'Clotted Cream’ and ‘Blushing Cream’ are also receiving high marks. 


Hardin, James W. (1929-) - one of leading experts in woody plant taxonomy (Professor, North Carolina State University), 
particular of native North American taxa, clarifying many of the hybrid and varietal names we use in our gardens today. He later 
served as Chief Editor of SYSTEMATIC BOTANY. He brought much clarity to Quercus, Fraxinus, Juglans, Rhus, Betula, Kalmia, 
Castanea, and Magnolia, their hybrids being now widely detected in arboreta around the world. His series of articles, ATLAS OF 
FOLIAR SURFACE FEATURES IN WOODY PLANTS improved our accuracy of identifying species and determined likely hybrids. His 
REVISION OF THE AMERICAN HIPPOCASTANACEAE (1957) is widely cited by woody plant experts. He pioneered phyllometric 
analysis of leaf shapes, a skill many of his graduate students used to improved understanding of wild and garden trees. 


'Solfatare' from Alice Harding's pioneering work on Paeonia. 
Harding, Alice (Mrs. Edward) - known for her influential THE BOOK OF THE PEONY (1917) 
Harding, Vickie - nurserywoman (Harding Nursery), collector and breeder of Brugmansia. 


Hardy, Julia B. - nurserywoman and breeder of tetraploid daylilies. Her ‘Olive Langdon’ (1971) is believed for 18 inch size, mid- 
season, pale melon-yellow flowers with pink tints, tetraploid, winning several awards. 


Hardgrove, Don - Rhodie breeder, known for ‘Golden Star’ among others. 
Hare, George - Alstroemeria breeder known for ‘The Third Harmonic’, a stunning mid orange clone with rich dark markings. 


Harper, Pamela - leading garden photographer, popular author, avid plant collector. Her vast collection of images has introduced 
many people to superior plants. Her perennial writings and book have done much the same. 


No. 1, ABsculus Hippocastanum. No. 2; Acer polymorphuen disectum, 
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Andorra Nurseries Catalog of 1907, the round inset a mature plant of Acer palmatum Dissectum Group ‘Dissectum' sold by them 
as A. polymorphym dissectum. This is thought to be the first catalog depiction of this cultivar in a mature shape. 


Harper, William Warner - you say who? If | mention the name Andorra Nurseries of Chestnut Hill, Pennsylvania you may want to 
learn more about this nurseryman or as he called himself in the 1907 catalog "Proprietor". J uniperus horizontalis ‘Plumosa', the 
Andorra juniper is legendary from this firm. In the early 20th century they put Acer saccharinum ‘Wieri', Acer palmatum| 
'Dissectum Ornatum’, Alnus glutinosa ‘Imperialis', Betula alba ‘Fastigiata’, Platycladus orientalis 'Filiformis', Juniperus chinensis 
‘Aurea’, Picea pungens 'Glauca Pendula’, and Taxus baccata ‘Fruticosa Lutea' (with yellow "berries"). 


Harkness, Bernard - rock garden expert and author of the well known Seed List, 
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K portion of an article on Narcissus breeding by Hartiand in the 1906 issues of IRISH GARDENING. The plate shows one of his 
breakthrough bicolors. 


Hartland, William Baylor (1836-1912) - influential Irish bulb grower (Cork) and plant breeder working with everything from 
apples to specialty Narcissus hybrids. His humorous LITTLE BOOK OF DAFFODILS served as a catalog and had over 100 varieties 
at one point. The 1890 FLORAL ALBUM OF DAFFODILS with illustrations by his talented niece Gertrude Hartland is a remarkable 
find for any horticultural library. He was very much a pioneering collector of heirloom varieties of bulbs and apples from his 
travels in Ireland and elsewhere in the UK - Narcissus ‘Bishop Mann’ being perhaps as old as 1700. His credited with being one 
of the first growers to market shamrock (Oxalis) seeds. He was so far ahead of his time that he showed the true double 
Narcissus ‘Rip Van Winkle' in England in 1885 - some catalogs today call this a new variety! The ADS offers HISTORIC DAFFODIL 
CATALOG ON DVD including Hartland's fine offerings. 


Hartman, Robert Dale - Florida-based breeder of Caladium (‘White Dynasty’, ‘Raspberry Moon’, ‘Candyland') and Anthurium 
(Bubble Gum’, 'krypton') 


Hartsook, Francis - Pelargonium breeder from California. She worked in the zonal group but is also a pioneer in breeding Uniques 
including the popular ‘Carefree’. 


Hartweg, Karl Theodor (1812-1871) - Germany botanist sent by the RHS to Mexico in 1836. He introduced Abies religiosa and a 
large number of tender plants. Later he collected in California near Monterey and Sacramento. In 1839 he introduced an exotic 
pine now named Pinus hartwegii to England. Plants of 70 to 90 feet are still found in Britain. He also introduced Pinus muricata. 


Hasselkus, Edward - Professor of Horticulture at the University of Wisconsin, expert in woody plant evaluation and selection, 
author, and originator of several superior cultivars. His work with Potentilla, Juniperus, Betula, and Viburnum are well known. 


Hatch's treatise on weeping trees, PENDULA (2009) 


Hatch, Laurence C. (1959-) - founder and Director of the New Ornamentals Society, horticultural taxonomist, editor of 
www.cultivar.org (formerly The New Plant Page), the New Ornamentals Database, gardening software developer, and expert on 
Juniperus and Hedera taxonomy. The New Ornamentals Database (NOD), a large 18.5GB encylopedia of new and rare plants on 
the internet provides the most number of described cultivars for over 80 ornamental, landscape genera. Received an M.S. in 
Horticulture from North Carolina State University (under Drs. Fantz, Raulston, and Hardin) in the taxonomy of Juniperus: 
horizontalis cultivars, a 340 page study of creeping junipers. This research to the release of Juniperus horizontalis ‘Silver Sheen’ 
(low prostrate, blue-green cultivar, very silvery in winter) and LIMEGLOW™ ‘Nosig' (spreading-arching to mounded, bright 
yellow new growth, later chartreuse, unusual gold/purple/red/brown/lime/green tints in winter)

Hatfield, T.D. - best known for work at the Hunnewell Pinetum and his creation of Taxus x media, an ornamental now important 
around the world. Many conifers with the ‘Hunnewelliana' epithet trace to this garden. The Pinetum has a major collection of 
large and creative topiary, showing the fun side of conifers as well. 


Havemeyer, Theodore A. (1868-1936) - horticulturist, garden writer, and devoted plant collector. Working with 42 acres at 
Cedar Hill Nursery in Brookville, Long Island he devoted much time to breeding lilacs. A visit to Victor Lemoine in France 
prompted his dedication to this genus and he brought many rare French crosses to the US. His crosses contain very bright color 
and single flowers of enormos dimensions. His ‘True Blue’ remains one of the finest deserving such a name. ‘Carley’ is a white 
with huge panicles while 'Mrs. W.E. Marshall’ (dark blackish-purple) remains one of the darkest lilacs ever bred. ‘Katherine 
Havemeyer' is richly scented, true to the old species scents but toned in lovely pink tones, named for his wife. 


Hawes, Jim - Hosta breeder, known for 'Marilyn Monroe’ 


Hawks, Kim - perennial grower (Niche Gardens, NC USA) known around the planet for Echincea ' 
Mophead', two of the more useful daisies around today. 


's Knee High' and now ‘Kim's 


Haworth-Booth, Michael - Hydrangea expert and author of a long popular book named HYDRANGEAS. 


Hayes, Bob - horticulturist at Chicago Botanic Garden and later Brooklyn Botanic Garden, avid plant collector, He named a 
number of superior cultivars and is known for having shared much rare plant material. He named Canna ‘Stuttgart’ from German 
stock and that clone is beloved over the world for it's amazing white variegation. 


Hazard, Bessie and Hugh - American Fuchsia breeders. 
Heal, John - nurseryman (Veitch & Sons) and thought to be the first breeder of bulbous Begonia. 


Heath, Brent & Becky - nurseryman (Daffodil Mart; Brent and Becky's Bulbs) and Narcissus experts. They've introduced and 
promoted a great many superior cultivars. 


Heieck, Ingobert - Priest, German Hedera expert, originator of many cultivars, and author of HEDERA SORTEN. His ivy collection 
may have been the finest assembled in Europe.

Heims, Dan - founder of Terra Nova Nurseries; leading expert in Heuchera, Pulmonaria, and variegated plants, lecturer, and 
nurseryman. Dan also also some non-herbaceous plants in his past, one of them being the lovely Acer palmatum ‘Ever Autumn’ 
in rich gold to red shades. 


Henderson, E.G. & Sons - British nursery who worked on Lantana and introduced a number of clones c. 1869 
Hendricks, Dale - plant breeder known for Heuchera americana ‘Dale's Strain’. 


Hendrix, Ben R. - Mississippi plant collector who introduced ‘Natchez Belle’, the first named clone of Ilex longipes, a much 
overlooked deciduous species. 


Henriks, W. 


- Dutch dendrologist known for his books on broad-leaved woody plants. 


Henry, Augustine - Irish-born traveller and plant collector and physician. He mined the rich plant resources of 
Hupeh, Yunnan, and Szechwan, bring both seed and herbarium vouchers back to British. He is known as co-author with Elwes of 
the influential The Trees of Great Britain and Ireland, a work that lasted in value long after the works of W.J. Bean. Carpinus 
henryana was found by him and named for him. 


Henry, Pauline (1908-2000) - developer of the well known Siloam series of daylilies, emphasizing smaller and miniature cultivars 
of use in today's properties, many with showy contrasting eyezones, her work expanded to 490 registered cultivars over 37 
years. Her first cultivars appeared in 1963. The name came from her hame at Siloam Springs, Arkansas. She won the very 
Prestigious Stout Silver Medal in 1993 for ‘Siloam Double Classic’. The nursery of http://www.siloamdayiilies.com is preserving 
her legacy. 


Herbert, William (1778-1850) - British botanist who experimented with flower hybridization, utilizing the principles of the new 
science known as genetics. 


Herman, Dale - Professor of Horticulture at North Dakota State University, woody plant evaluation expert, and introducer of 
several fine cultivars via that university. 


Herz, Ursula - perennial grower in SC whos Liriope muscari 'Peedee Gold Ingot' (as originally published but seen today as 
'Peedee Ingot) with's bright gold-yellow foliage, superb for contrasting at low heights. Tony Avent has called it “one of the my 
favorite perennials" and he has grown over 10,000 things over the years. 


Hesse, Herman Albrecht (1852 - 1937) - German nurseryman (Hesse Nurseries), originator of several woody plants including 


conifers. A number of cultivars carry the nursery's name.

Hibberd's monograph on the garden Hedera was one of the first comprehensive, well-illustrated horticultural monographs of the 
modern era. The quality of his detailed descriptions and the superior, painted plates still amaze us today. This scan shows 
labeling adding by the New Ornamentals Society for purposes of clarifying each cultivar. Can we get more modern plant books 
as appealing as this? 


Hibberd's 1870 NEW AND RARE BEAUTIFUL-LEAVED PLANTS is perhaps the first book on variegated plants of any import. This 
lovely plate of Sedum sieboldii 'Medio-variegatum' is lovely beyond comprehension. As he was prone to da, he provided a second 


plate of equal scientific value but also artistically positioned (shown below) 


Hibberd, Shirley - author of the original classic book on Hedera which for many years was one of the most beautifully illustrated 
garden books with color plates. One of the first truly great horticultural monographs. Not many people know of Hibberd’s other 
fine contributions to landscape design and ornamental horticulture. He was one of the first authors to advocate the improvement 
of small urban spaces with decorative flower gardens of all descriptions. You can imagine that little of urban London in the mid 
1800's could be described as horticultural paradise, He even dared to promote sophisticated horticulture among the middle 
classes in England at a time when only wealthy estate owners felt entitled to build complex, ornate gardens under the advice of 
skilled architects. His 1856 RUSTIC ADORNMENTS FOR HOMES OF GOOD TASTE was a 500+ page compendium of techniques for 
improving properties, urban and suburban, small and vast. He praised the use of aquaria, rockeries, wardian cases, floral 
ornaments, ornate pots, decorative walls, small fountains, and fernaries to spruce up a place regardless of the owner's wealth 
and budget. If he lived today he would have one of those shows and a website for Home and Garden TV; though | suspect at a 
much higher level than seen today. 


Hibberd's idea to improve small gardens in urban spaces with small aviaries and beehives were not taken as seriously. His own 
home with his wife Sarah has been described as a virtual "menagerie" of countless animals and untold numbers of exotic plants. 
He often wrote of tasteful flower garden as a source of "solace" and “heart-ease" in a crowded and noisy city space. He later 
wrote on roses, ferns, and wildflowers. He edited THE GARDENER'S MAGAZINE (unrelated to JC Loudon's earlier GARDENER'S 
MAGAZINE) was a more down-to-earth series than most in England. His writing in that periodical included the results of 
vegetable and flower cultivar trials. He encouraged the use of experimental gardens in both urban and suburban to test not only 
plant varieties but new designs, many of these constructed at his own expense. 

Hicks, Henry - early American nurseryman and introducer of many plants include the immensely popular Hick's Yew. From his 
Westbury, Long Island nursery he introduced many good ornamentals to the eastern US. 


Hill, Lewis and Nancy - authors of DAYLILIES: THE PERFECT PERENNIAL (1991). 


Hill, Madaline - working in TX USA, she has introduced valuable Rosmarinus among which the best is ‘Arp’. The extra-hardy 
cultivar ‘Madeline Hill’ (named by deBaggio) honors her work. 


Hill, Polly (Mrs. Julian Hill) (1907-2007) - Martha's Vineyard, Massachusetts-based American horticulturst, breeder of many 
superior ornamental plants. Her arboretum at North Tisbury has a lovely website at http:// www.pollyhillarboretum.org 


« Her azaleas go under the name North Tisbury hybrids. Her work with R. nakaharae gave us lovely trailing azaleas in many lovely colors. I recall when J.C. 
Raulston brought a 'Pink Pancake’ into his garden, I was stunned by i's low form and pretty flowers, 
« Stewartia clonal selections are well-received but hard to find in the trade. Her arboretum now holds a NAPCC Stewartia Collection! 
S. malacodendron ‘Delmarva’ with Sem wide, white flowers streaked red, purple stamens, so far cannot be rooted, 
S. pseudocamellia 'Ballet’, formerly considered a S. koreana, 9cm wide flowers, lartger fruits, longer stems, glossier leaves, overall more vigorous, 
elegant, and limbs often sweeping downward.

Hillier, Harold (1905-1985) - British nurseryman, founder of the Sir Harold Hillier Arboretum, originator of dozens of superior 
ornamental cultivars, author of the well known HILLIER'S MANUAL MANUAL OF TREES AND SHRUBS, and one of the 20th 
centuries leading experts on woody plants. In 1921 he joined his father in the expansion of their family nursery, much ruined by 
the WWI. In 1944 he became head of the firm upon his father's death. By the 1950's he worked hard to build the diversity of the 
stock and the arboretum, adding thousands of rare taxa collected in seed or scion form. In 1972, he became an Honoraary 
Fellow of the RHS and later in 1983 received a knighhood for his services to horticulture. Today his arboretum contains over 
42,000 plants of thousands of taxa, covering some 180 acres. 
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Hinkley, Dan - Plant explorer, collector, nurseryman (Heronswood), Tiarella expert and breeder. The number of his valuable 

ornamental discoveries and introductions is quite staggering. One look at the Heranswood web will delight any plant lover. It 
was one of the most educational nursery catalogs one can imagine. A list of his scheduled lectures and tours is available from 
the nursery site. 


Hirose, Y. - Japanese expert on and collector of variegated plants, author with Mr. Yokoi of the leading book on the subject. He 
has introduced many fine variegated plants. One of the nicest | think is Cedrus deodara ‘First Snow’. Euonymous hamiltonianus 
"Snow' is another pretty find. 


Hodges, Raymond - Fuchsia breeder known for ‘Lilibet (1954) with marbled pink corollas and blue-sepaled ‘Carmel Blue’ (1956). 


Tsuga canadensis ‘Henry Hohman'. 


Hohman, Henry J. (1896 - 1974) - nurseryman (Kingsville Nursery, Maryland, USA), plant collector, and originator of cultivars 
include in Tsuga, Ilex, and Cornus. His Pieris japonica ‘Dorothy Wchoff' recent (2001) won the RHS FCC. In 1952 he co-authored 
EVERGREEN HOLLIES FOR THE SOUTH with Fred Galle. The nurseries’ clones include the following

Holmes, Jim - South African Clivia breeder known his ‘New Dawn’ strain, It is a mix of yellow and orange flowers but most 
having a delightful vanilla scent and huge umbels of up to 39 flowers each. He looks for wide, overlapping, and flat tepals in 
improving the strain in years to come. 


Holsomback, Olin - Georgia breeder of deciduous azaleas in the Cherokee series. 


Holtkamp, Hermann S. - the father of the modern African Violet who not only perfected it as a house plant but made it's 
distribution widespread and affordable. He took a wild, jungle plant and made it an inexpensive windowsill plant in all of the 
world. His first breathtrough was in the development of “non-dropping" flowers, better colors, and single neat crowns. The 
Rhapsodie Series in 1956 was trademarked and became a very recognizable marketing entity for that time. Later his company's 
Optimara Series (begun 1960's) improved Saintpaulia to have non-stop or continuous bloom, suitable for windowsill or indoor 
lights. Over 100 Optimara cultivars have been sold to date, some of them dwarf. He also promoted perfect culture of this plant, 
including watering devices and regimes to keep the plant unmarkeds and happy. 


Hobbie, D.G. - German grower who gave us variegated Rhodies 'Blaggold' and 'Goldflimmer’. 


Hooker, Joseph Dalton - botanist, plant explorer, Rhododendron expert, and introducer of numerous ornamentals from India and 
Asia.

Hoopes, Josiah (1832 - 1904) - his BOOK OF EVERGREENS (1868) did much to popularize unusual and superior conifers for 
American gardens. Josiah is NOT the originator of Picea pungens 'Hoopsil' which is named for the Hoops Nursery of Holland, a 


firm using a variant of the old family name. 
Hopkins, Geoff - Pelargonium breeder from England who has released some notable miniature cultivars 


Juniperus communis Hornibrookil at the USNA Gotelli Collection. Hornibrook found this at Co. Galway in reland before 1923 
among taller, bushy forms where these dense, low clone stood out. He called it J. c. prostrata but that is a later homonym of 
Beissner's 'Prostrata’ and Grootendorst sold it 1935 under this new name. 


A young plant of Picea abies 'Hornibrookil' at the large conifer collection at Dawes Arboretum. Hornibrook found this himself and 
denOuden named it for him in 1949. 


Hornibrook, Murray - the world's first real expert on dwarf conifers, known for his 1923 Dwarf and Slow-growing Conifers which 
did much to popularize these gems of the garden. The 'Hornibrookii' and 'Hornibrookiana’ epithets are honors to him. 


Hornig, Ellen - nurserywoman (Seneca Hill, NY) who has selected a good many plants in Arum, Arisaema, and Cyclamen. Her 
Buddleia ‘Ellen's Blue’ is a real winner too. 


Horst, A. van der - expert on Tulipa and their history, author. 


Horstmann, Gunter - German nurseryman known for conifer introductions. His novel, silver twisted Abies koreana ‘Horstmann's 
Silberlocke' is world famous. 


Horton, Don - Begonia breeder. 


Horvath, Brent - Fontana, Wisconsin-based developed of Sedum, namely AUTUMN CHARM, AUTUMN DELIGHT, ‘Thundercloud' 
(US Patent #21833), nurseryman (Instrinsic Perennials). Penstemon digitalis ‘Pink Dawn’ was his first major introduction. 
Polemonium ‘Heaven Scent’ (US Patent #20214) is one of his most popular selections. 
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Hovey's AMERICAN GARDEN MAGAZINE was an important periodical in all aspects of horticulture. His concept of a "Registry of 
Useful Discoveries and Improvements" included not only new species, improved cultivars, but superior techniques and equipment 
for the horticultural arts. 


Hovey, Charles Mason (1810-1887) - nurseryman and seedsman who worked in many genera. His ornamental specialties were 
mums and Camellias. His famous Thuja occidentalis 'Hoveyi' (before 1868) was one of the best dwarf conifers in American 
gardens and one of the first to be developed on our shores. 'Globosa’ was not known in the US for decades later. His most 
remarkable record is having been the Editor (without interruption) fo the Magazine of Horticulture from 1835 to 1868! Talk about 
a dynasty.

Howard, Richard Alden - Horticultural taxonomist, once registrar for cultivars at the Arnold Arboretum and author. His checklists 
of Weigela and Lantana cultivars are still admired. 


Hu, Shiu-Ying - Chinese born botanist at Harvard University. Known for many scientific papers as well as studies of garden Ilex 
and Hemerocallis. 


Huber, Tony - leading Quebec, Canadian nurseryman (W.H. Perron) and introducer of both herbaceous and woody plants. He 
also introduced Spiraea ‘Flowering Choice’ and is a leading breeder in that genus. 


Hudak, Joseph - perennial expert and author of GARDEN WITH PERENNIALS MONTH BY MONTH. His cultivar specific evaluations 


were amongst the first and best published in the US. This fine book influenced several generations of perennials designers and 
students in North America.

(1866). 


Hughes, Stan - NZ lavender expert. Lavandula ‘Blue Mountain’ is one of the more scented of the dark cultivars and strong 
contribution to the genus.

Hume, H. Harold (Hardrada Harold Hume)(1875-1965) - Born in Ontario, Canada he studied botany at the Ontario Agricultural 
College at Guelph and later attended lowa State University. From 1917 to 1929 he was General Manager of the Glen St. Mary 
Nurseries of Florida. Hume was later a Professor at the Florida Agricultural College at Lake City, ending up later at the main 
Gainesville campus, horticulturist, plant collector, expert on many genera including Ilex, azaleas, and Camellia, working with 
plants hardy in Florida and other SE USA states. His career was quite unusual, ranging from a nursery manager to Interim 
President of a major southern US university. Nursery manager and Dean of Agriculture - that combination is very rare if not 
unknown elsewhere. At the University of Florida he was known as "The Grand Old Man of Agriculture" according the official 
biography of it's past Presidents, 


Not many people know he was Interim President of the massive University of Florida in 1947-48, being a well-respected 
Professor (1930 onward) and administrator at that fine institution, including Dean of Agriculture in 1938. His CAMELLIAS IN 
AMERICA (1955) was influential in getting thousands to grow better cultivars. Harold was also an expert in non-ornamentals, 
writing the important book CULTIVATION OF CITRUS FRUITS (1926) and CITRUS FRUITS AND THEIR CULTURE (1911), the later 
a massive work of some 585 pages! Hume was influential in the study of the Mediterranean fruit fly which nearly ended Florida's 
world famous Citrus industry - and for all of us loving that fine breakfast beverage, they were successful. He was also an expert 
on pecans with THE PECAN AND ITS CULTURE. He was inducted into the Florida Citrus Hall of Fame in 1965, credited not only 
with education in the field but research on shipping immature fruit and quality standards of the State Plant Board. 


Agave ‘Cornelius’, a Hummel selection, remains one of the prettiest variegated succulents in any genus. This selection of young 
plants were cloned at Plant Delights Nursery, Raleigh, North Carolina where they prove winter hardy. 


Hummel, Ed - noted Carlsbad, California breeder and collector of succulents, many clones bearing his name, especially odd, 
crested, and variegated plants. He worked mainly in Euphorbia, Echeveria, Aloe, Aechmea, Crassula, Hoya, and Clivia. 


His most remarkable, enduring creation | believe is the HINDU ROPE PLANT or Hoya carnosa ‘Compacta’, a twisted leaf sport of his cultivar ‘Exotica’. It may be the

Huss, John F. - Superintendant of Parks, Hartford, Connecticut, known to gardeners mainly for Tsuga canadensis ‘Hussii’ which 
he found about 1900. 


Hutchins, Graham - Essex-based British Clematis breeder known for C. ‘Lunar Lass’ and 'Pixie'. He also gave us Pittosporum 
tenuifolium ‘Golden Princess’ 


Huttleston, Donald G. - Horticultural Taxonomist at Longwood Gardens, one time international registrar for woody plants, and 
author of many cultivar checklist in HortScience. His service to America's greatest garden continued for decades, determining 
the names under which their introductions were released. He also taught courses there and also led trips by their staff and with 
graduates in the Longwood Program. Among his scholarly papers was "The four subspecies of Arisaema triphyllum" (Bull. Torr. 
Bot. Club 108(4): 479-481), 1981) 


Hyatt, Donald - Fairfax County, Maryland-based math and computer science teacher by profession, by avocation an azalea 
conservationist (studying at Gregory Bald and other native populations), expert, artist, breeder, and nurserman (Stonehouse 
Creek Nursery, Amherst Co., VA, formed in 1978, http: //www.donaldhyatt.com). His deciduous ‘Yellow Cloud" comes in a clear 
yellow shade, very bright, plants erect and neat. 


Hylander, Nils (Ph.D.) - taxonomist, Hosta expert and author of the valuable THE GENUS HOSTA IN SWEDISH GARDENS (1954). 
His work was important to study of Hosta species and their interaction with cultivated and cultivar material, a distinction still not 
clear today, especially working in H. fortunei vs. Hosta ‘Fortunei' and also with H. elata vs. H. 'Elata'. 
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BIOH is based on a small computer program called PlantPEOPLE written by Taxonomic Computer Research in 1993 to briefly list major 
horticulturists and botanists from around the world; mainly those devoted to ornamental plants. It was part of the PLANT DATABASES LIBRARY 
(PDL) and was condensed to HTML form in December 1999, Now our files are limited to persons who influenced ornamental plant horticulture 
and landscape gardening in general. 


Since then major updates were posted in J anuary 2000, February 2002, August 2002, March 2006, and most recently in May 2006. Beginning 
the latest May 22, 2006 revision. A major revision occured in June 2011, adding numerous images and historical documents.

thei, Ito - Japanese nurseryman who wrote the first classic monograph on azaleas in year 1692. It is one of the earliest studies of Satsuki clones. 


‘Okame' cherry, perhaps Ingram’s greatest and surely most enduring invention, lighting up an American corporate building in the early spring, 
sometimes as early as February. 


‘An old ‘Okame’ cherry at Tyler Arboretum, one of the largest intact trees we know. 


Ingram, Collingwood (1880 - 1981) - British ornithologist, traveller, botanist, expert in ornamental Prunus and author of the leading book an the 
subject, ORNAMENTAL CHERRIES. He also introduced Rosmarinus officiinalis 'Beneden Blue’, a clone which carries his name in some catalogs. His 
horticultural legacy is surely secured by the popular Prunus x incam 'Okame’ (P. incisa x P. campanulata) grown around the world for early pink 
flowers and dark pretty incised leaves, introduced by him in 1947. The improved USDA/US National Arboretum, namely 'First Lady’ (Don Egolf 
1982, breeding it to P. campanulata, more erect, darker pink to reddish-magenta flowers) and 'Dream Catcher" (Don Egolf 1984, more erect, 
showy gold fall foliage) are seedlings or crosses of it, continuing his work into the 21st century. 


Ingram, John - Taxonomist at the Bailey Hortorium of Cornell University, respected teacher of Cultivated Plant Taxonomy course there, and 
author of many papers in hort. taxonomy, particularly in Baileya. 


Iseli, Jean - nurseryman (Iseli Nursery) , conifer collector, introducer of many superior conifer cultivars, some bearing the Iseli name. He is one 
of the founders of the American Conifer Society. 

Isaacs, Chris - Hosta breeder, known for ‘Ghost Spirit’ 

Itoh, Toichi - Japanese nurseryman known mostly for breaking the once-thought impossible, intersectional barrier on Paonia breeding. Using 
some 1200 crosses, he managed to cross P. lactiflora with a yellow cultivar of tree peony (P. suffruticosa x ?). Blending the herbaceous and tree 
peonies was considered impossible for decades if not centuries. 

Jablonski, Walter - perennial expert, known widely for his breaththrough Hemerocallis 'Stella d'Oro’ (1975), the first long-bloomer, dwarf yellow 


daylily that became a bedding standard around the world. Flowers are bright, ruffled, early to start, to 3 inches even on 12 inch plants, and 
tough enough to mass plantings in highways. It is widely copied, bred, and other colors are available. 


Jack, John George (1861-1949) - Canadian plant collector of Scots descent. One of his best introductions is Malus baccata ‘Jacki (1905). His 
agriculture-minded relative David Jack was amongst the first to irrigate the Salinas Valley in California, becoming a noted land baron, dairy 
‘owner, and is considered the originator of Monterey Jack cheese. J ohn George was born in Canada and was schooled in horticulture by his 
mother Annie L. Jack who wrote the GARDEN TALKS articles and THE CANADIAN GARDEN there. John was not college educated but with his 
mother's encouragement, he quickly amassed much experience in the the horticultural arts, sooning ending up with the legenday Prof. Charles 
Sargent at Harvard. He began working at the Arnold Arboretum for a dollar a day, soon becoming an expert in minor woody plant variations and 
detecting hybrids. Sargent recommended him as a Lecturer in Arboriculture in 1891 despite having no college degree of any kind - how have 
times changed! 


Jack also taught classes for the amateur at the famed arboretum and taught plant identification despite being red-green color blind. From about 
11898 onward he worked with the USDA and US Geological survey exploring the forests of the world, first working in the states of Colorado and 
Wyoming. His travels soon took him to Europe, Canada, and the Far East. From 1903 to 1908 he was an Instructor in Forestry at Harvard and 
later holding at similar position at MIT. In 1908, the Arbold Arboretum named him an Assistant Professor of Dendronology. In 1904, he and 
Professor Alfred Rehder returned from Canada with Picea glauca var. albertiana which soon yielded the important clone ‘Conica’. Having returned 
more than 650 taxa of seeds form his Asian travels, he helped popularize Corylopsis glabrescens, Phelladendron lavallei, Malus baccata ‘Jacki’, 
Rhododendron schlippenbachii, and a compact, good form of Rhododednron yedoense var. poukhanense. The genus Sinojackia is named in his. 
honor as are many woody plants with the jackii and jackiana epithet. 


Jackman, Rowland - nurseryman (J ackmans of Woking) and introducer of many fine ornamentals. They are well known for a Clematis bearing the 
firm's name. He also worked with Yucca. His wonderful Clematis ‘Barbara Jackman’ is a classic in two colors. 


Jackson & Perkins (Albert E. Jackson and Charles H. Perkins) - this pair of nurseryman are world famous for their rose gardens and nursery. For 
years they were synomous with roses in the United States and have won many awards for their creations. Charles Perkins became introduced in 
rose breeding and propagation about 1882 and he hired Alvin Miller as a breeder. Miller produced ‘Dorothy Perkins’, named for Charle's 
‘granddaugher, in 1901 and it became a hit. Charlie Perkins, nephew of the founder Charles H., took over in 1928 and hired Jean Henri Nicolas of 
France to expanded the breeding pragram. When Nicholas died, the firm added Eugene Boerner to further expand their program. The 1939 
World's Fair allowed them to show off 8000 rose bushes to the world including the new red floribunda ‘World's Fair’. The 40,000 who signed up at 
that massive event, lead to production of their long famous rose catalog with a huge mailing list. 

Jacobs, Don - nurseryman (Eco Gardens) and introducer of improved US native plants, most with the ‘Eco! prefix. These include Phlox, Trillium, 
Heuchera, and a wide host of other native US genera. His Iris japonica ‘Eco Easter’ is a hardy and floriferous improvement of this overlooked 
species. 

Jacobson, Arthur L. - ornamental Prunus expert and author of Purpleleaf Plums. His lesser known guide to woody plant cultivars (NORTH 
‘AMERICAN LANDSCAPE PLANTS) is a remarkable accomplishment, publishing many nursery introductions for the first time, 


Jarantoski, Kris - Director and Executive Vice President of the massive Chicago Botanic Garden. Kris has been an advocate of superior landscape 
plants and has shared his knowledge in countless articles, lectures, and seminars throughout the US. 


Kalmia latifolia ‘Kaleidoscope’ (1988) is an ullra-banded hybrid from Jaynes out of 'Sarah’ x ‘Bullseye’. It is forma fuscata, the Banded Mountain- 
laurel to the extreme, ornamental to near perfection. 


Jayne's ‘Sarah’ (1982) brings cherry-pink colors and a new floriferous nature to our gardens, almost too easy a passage to heavenly glory for 
us mortals. It was selected at the Connecticut Experiment Station, named for his wife (no small consideration there), and in his words she 
"captured my attention immediately" 


Jaynes, Richard A. - unquestionably the all time world expert in the genus Kalmia, breeder of numerous superior clones, cultivar registrar, and 
author of two editions of the Kalmia book. 


Jefferson, Roland M. - Prunus expert known for his nomenclatural revision of cultivars under the Sato-Zakura group. His work for the USDA also 
produced the 1970 work History, Progeny, and Loctions of Crabapplies of Documented Authentic Origin, a fundamental in understanding 
Untangled the genus Malus in cultivation. 


Jefferson-Brown, Michael - British nurseryman, bulb expert, Narcissus breeder and author of THE DAFFODIL (1951), DAFFODILS AND NARCISSI 
(1969), and NARCISSUS (1991). He has specialized in red trumpets, continuing the work of Backhouse as well as Longiflorum-Asiatic hybrids of 
lily. With Kevin Pratt he wrote THE GARDENER’S GUIDE TO GROWING FRITTILARIES (1997), a standard for that diverse, lovely genus. 


Jeffrey, John - plant explorer who first wrked in western North American for a group of Scottish enthusiasts called the Oregon Association. He 
introduced Tsuga heterophylla, Abies magnifica, and Pinus jeffreyi. He seemed to grown tired of such exploits and later joined a group to expore 
Colorado and Arizona. He was never seen alive again. 


Jekyll, Gertrude - British herbaceous plant expert with nearly unmatched skill in selecting new plants, design, AND writing. Wood and Garden of 
11899 was one of the first memorable landscape gardening books by a woman author: "For planting ground is painting a landscape with living 
things and | hold that good gardening takes rank within the bounds of the fine arts, so | hold that to plant well needs an artist of no mean 
capacity." Her Colour Schemes for the Flower Garden is a classic every horticulturist and designer should read more once. Overall she wrote 
more than two thousand articles and at one point 10 books in just 9 years. She was as devoted to her art as she was to physical, laborious 
Creation of wonderful gardens. Victoria Medal of Honour in 1897. Lavandula angustifolia 'Munstead’ was one of her early introductions, first sold 


by Barr in 1916. 
Jelitto, Kraus R. - German horticulturist, seedsman (Jelitto) 
Jellito, Leo - German nurseryman and author with Schacht of a leading perennial book. 


Jenkins, Charles F. - Tsuga expert and "Keeper" of the Hemlock Arboretum, "Far Country", Germantown, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania (founded 
1931). Together with Swartley and staff of the Arnold Arboretum he did much to promote use of the best hemlocks and other conifers in the US. 
LH. Bailey named Tsuga canadensis var. Jenkinsii (1933), now a cultivar, in his honor, selecting a particularly good clone seen at Far Country. It 
apparently came from Towson Nurseries of Maryland as a seedling about 1931. The following article, HEMLOCK - THE QUEEN OF CONIFERS 
(Amoldia 6(11-12), December 13, 1946) Is still good reading, mixing science, art, and prose in the style of old plant books:

Johnson, A.T. - Geranium expert known for several important cultivars, 


Johnson, Magnus - Clematis breeder known for C. alpina ‘Albiflora’. | personally am stunned by his white hybrid 'Imperial’ with its ornate crisped 
and waxy tepal margins. His creamy ‘Moonlight’ is another breakthrough. 


Jones, D.L. - a leading expert in ornamental ferns, author of an encyclopedia. 
Jones, H.J. - pioneering Phlox breeder in the early 1900's who worked before Symons-Jeune. 

Jones, Gil - Hosta breeder working the Warwick series. 

Josha, Goro - Japanese Clematis breeder known for the bright violet-magenta clone 'Hanaguruma’ 

Judd, William - horticutturist and well known propagation expert from the Amold Arboretum. He was an expert in many woody genera. 


Jull, Laura - professor of horticulture at the University of Wisconsin-Madison, expert in woody plant salinty tolerance, nitrogen utilization, and 
evaluation of cold hardy roses. Her work continues on the worldclass work of Dr. Ed Hasselkus. 


Jury, Felix - New Zealand nurseryman and Magnolia breeder. His cultivars are well received around the world. Magnolias 'Athene! and ‘Atlas! are 
two notable ones. 


Kabbes, Brian) - Dutch plant breeder known for Geranium ‘Orion’, one of the most durable, floriferous clones in years. 
karpow-Lipski, Mikolaj - Polish lilac breeder who worked very much with double types. 
karnstedt, David - madern Narcissus breeder. Greatplants.com offers his profile. 


Kayser & Seibert - German nurserymen known for pioneering breeding work in Monarda. ‘Blue Stockings’ and the Prairie series are notable 
accomplishments. 
Keay, Alister - Clematis breeder from New Zealand, known for ‘Aotearoa’ among others. His very dark C. 'Black Prince’ is also loved, 


Kehr, August - Magnolia and azalea expert, collector, and breeder of well known cultivars. He is known for his double azaleas and yellow-flowered 
deciduous magnolia, the very finest of their kind to date (5.2006). He also worked in the larger rhodies, his ‘Mountain Marriage’ in white 
combining the best of R. yakushinanum and R. maximum. 


kelly, Herb - nurseryman and a leading Canna developer. His Canna glauca ‘Pananche' is remarkable. 
kelly, James - taxonomist formerly with the Rochester Parks Department, expert in woody plant taxonomy 


kelly, Kent - nurseryman and Canna breeder who raises at least 5000 seedlings to flower each year. He has improved the genus by emphasizing 
early flowering with heads above the foliage and "self cleaning” old blooms, abundant flowers, compact erect form, good tillering, and strong 
rhizome production. He has also improved the oranges, includng soft, less harsh colors with good habits. His Futurity Series includes good 
burgundy foliage traits 


kelsey, Harlan P. - co-author with W.A. Dayton of Standardized Plant Names 2nd edition, one of the first attempts at being comprehensive with 
cultivar names. 


kelway, James - British nurseryman (Kelway and Sons, est. 1851) breeder of herbaceous perennials including many Paeonia, pyrethrum, 
Delphinium, Paeonia, Gladiolus, Paeonia, orchids, and Hemerocallis. This firm is among the most influential perennial nursery of the last century. 
Their nursery catalogs from the 1910's and 20's were works of colorful art and did much to promote superior cultivars. In their 1910 catalog they 
offered 30 taxa of ornamental grasses - long before such things were popular elsewhere. 


= Delphinium breeding as early as 1875. 
+ Paeonia ‘Keluay’s Glorious’, Kelway's Supreme! and 'Baroness Schroeder’ are classics. 


kennedy & Lee - influential early British landscape architects. Among their use of new, superior plants was the use of Fuchsia in outdoor gardens. 


kerr, William - plant explorer who introduced many plants from Asia including the immensely important Chinese junipers and the double-flowered 
Kerria named in his honor. 


Kerrigan, Howard - California azaleas breeder in the 1950's. He worked mostly with Belgian Indian type hybrids that proved good for indoor 
forcing. 


kessenich, Greta M. - Editor of the monumental Paeonia Variety Checklist. 

Kington, Sally - Narcissus expert, cultivar registrar, author. 

kKivistik, Uno - Estonia Clematis breeder known for C. ‘Bella! 

Klager, Hulda Thiel (1864-1960) - German born Syringa breeder part of the Thiel family who transformed Wisconsin horticulture. Working with 
Lemoine and other lilacs, she selected 62 cultivars. Father Fiala praised her ‘Ostrander Cooley’, a dark carmine double with lilac and silver 
tints.’R.M. Mills' is one of the largest double pinks ever offered. 

Klein, T. - selector of numerous, improved Ilex opaca cultivars including the promising Cave Hill Group. 


Klehm, John and Carl - German-born nurseryman (later Charles Klehm and Son Nursery, Illinois, est. 1852), working at first with evergreen, 


They later took up Paeonia after admiring Crousse's fine cultivars at the Chicago World's Fair (1899). They become America's largest cut flower 
producer of peonies, having 200 acres for cut flowers and root production at ane point. They took up breeding in the 1950's, offering a fine 
double pink called ‘Emma Klemn’, named for Carl Klehm's wife. Carl continued the work with the Estate Series of Paeonla, the first of that genus 
to earn US Plant Patents. These were colorful, floriferous, durable, garden worthy, and strong-stemmed clones in general, useful also for cut 
flowers, true to their early breeding goals. 


Klehm, Roy - nurseryman (Klehm Nursery), breeder of many Paeonia and Hemerocallis. Mr. Klehm has also introduced many fine Hosta, rare 
perennials, and unique woody plants. He also originated a number of Fraxinus and Celtis cultivars. 


Klett, James - Professor of Horticulture at Colorado State University, woody plant materials expert, plant evaluator, landscape plant identification 
expert, and authority on nursery production. Dr. Klett has promoted many find plants from the Rocky Mountains and High Plains around the US 
and world, many through the trend-setting PLANT SELECT® program, a partnership with the Denver Botanic Garden. 


Klimenko, Vera Nikolaevna (1909-1985) - Russian Syringa vulgaris breeder working mostly at the State Nikita Botanical Gardens, horticulturist, 
there (1949-1978). Her daughter Zinaida and Alexander Grigorev continued and aided her work. 


klinkhamer, Luc - nurseryman and perennial expert. He has a very large perennial trial garden and is known for a worldclass Heuchera collection. 
Klopping, Minnie - Hosta breeder well known for the valuable 'Franchee’ (1986) 
Klose, Heinz - German perennial expert 


knox, Gary W. - horticulturist, extension specialist at the North Flora Research and Education Center. He is know for plant evaluations of 
Nandina, Miscanthus, Pennisetum, Magnolia, Lagerstroemia, and Mahonia cultivars, particular for warmer, southern US climates. He has 
published work on the less hardy Magnolia (some included under Michelia) as potential new species for the nursery industry. 


Koch, Karl Heinrich Emmanuel (1809 - 1979) - German naturalist and botanist who named and studied many of the plants we now know as 
cultivars. He also traveled extensively in Russia and wrote of the plants and culture there. He brought great clarity and unity to the nomenclature 
of plants, cultivated and not. His DENDROLOGIE (1853, 1869) is considered his most influential of many projects, giving scientific descriptions to 
the cultivated woody plants of Europe long before such experts as Dippel, Elwes and Henry, and W.}. Bean of Kew. Loudon's ENCYCLOPEDIA OF 
TREES AND SHRUBS of 1842 competed with his DENDROLOGIE for attention 


Kolesnikov, Leonid (1893-1973) - Russian nurseryman and expert in roses and lilacs. Mostly self taught in botany, he turned his lilac collection 
into the beginning of the very successful industry lilac breeding in Russia. Over 100 cultivars were named by him. His 1952 book on lilacs 
stimulated demand for this crop in Russia. After the cold war, his lilacs began to reach the west and have impresses every Syringa expert since 
then, The difficult Russian names are sometimes translated in western catalogs. 'Krasavitsa Moskvy' (double white tinged lavender) has even 
made it to QVC in the US. ‘Nadezhda’ is an amazing double blue with giant panicles. 'Russkaya Kravavista! is single white with feathery 
appearance that defies description. One can view many of his finds at the Royal Botanical Gardens in Hamilton, Ontario. 


kolipara, Harini - Canby, Oregon-based developed of Echinacea, notably ‘Flame Thrower' (US Patent #21932) and ‘Little Angel’ 


kolster, Hendrik - Boskoop nurseryman who has named countless good, new cultivars of woody plants. Hedera helix ‘Ice Cream’, an adult, non- 
invasive plant from 'Cavendishil' is a spectacular and durable shrub. Weigela 'Wings of Fire’ is a promising cross of his. 


komoku, Kadan - Japanese author of an early, very influential book on azaleas in the year 1681. This work contained over 317 cultivars and 15 
species. 


Komarov, Viadimir (1869-1945) - Russian botanist for whom a number of plants are named. He collected widely in the northern portions of the 
former USSR. 


Koopowitz, Harold - Clivia expert and author of the well-respected 2002 book CLIVIAS from Timber Press. 


kordes, Withem - German nurseryman, leading rose breeder for whom ‘Kordes Perfecta! was named. 


Dr. Kosar's Magnolia ‘Judy’ at the US National Arboretum where it was developed. 


Kosar, William F. - USDA geneticist and breeder of remarkable !lex and Magnolia, many in association with Francis de Vos. 


Koster, Marinus (and nursery) - Boskoop nursery family known best for the Koster Blue Spruce. Clematis ‘Margot Koster’ is another but less 
popular intro. 


Kraus, Ezra - Professor of Botany at the University of Chicago and avid plant breeder. He worked with Chrysanthemum, Hemerocallis, Clematis, 


Papaver, Paeonia, Malus, Syringa, and azaleas. His daylly seedlings numbered literally in the hundreds of thousands. 
Krauss, Helen K. - author of BEGONIAS FOR AMERICAN HOMES AND GARDENS (1947), influential in the popularization of that genus. 


Krees, Christian - Austrian nurseryman (Sarastro Nursery) known for good perennial introductions. Sedum rupestre ‘Angelina’ in bright 
chartreuse and yellow is now patented and appears in gardens centers around the planet. 


Krempin, Jack - ornamental palm expert and author. 


krossa, Gus - Hosta breeder known mainly for his 'Krossa Regal’ with narrow, wavy blue leaves has given rise to many hybrids of similarly good 
genetics.

Kulpa, J - Hosta breeder known for ‘Ann Kulpa' among many others.

Kunderd ad from THE GARDEN MAGAZINE of March 1917, showing their characteristic ruffled and crisped-fluted tepals which are normal today 
but quite extraordinary for that time. Note their claim as “The Originator of the Ruffled Gladiolus" which is true in a commercial, popularization 
sense, though not the first to have such a mutation. 

Kunderd, A.E, - Goshen, Indiana-based Gladiolus grower and breeder. His major contribution that persists well in the genus to this day is the 
ruffling, fluting, or undulation of the petals together with good colors. Most popular clones today (2011) are ruffled in some manner, many of 
them highly fluted and crisped in fact. These were called the Kunderdli type but popularly the "New Ruffled" varieties. ‘Glory’ was the first wavy 
cultivar, a creamy-pink with a narrow line of pink the lower segments. Kunderd himself noted that ruffied petals were noted earlier by Bailey in 
the Cyclopedia as ‘Crispiflorus' and 'Undulatus' while Childs spoke of the similar 'Faciatus'. 


Lachman, Eleanor and William - Hosta breeding team. 
Ladhams, Ernest - early Helleborus breeder, his ‘Ladham's Variety’ (1930's) being useful in Europe. 


Dianthus caryophyllus ‘American Flag' from Lamborn's 1901 study. This cultivar had red and white stripes like an American flag over bluish 
foliage - no stars though. 

Lamborn, Levi - author of AMERICAN CARNATION CULTURE (1901), @ class work of value to both perennial gardeners and florists. E.T. Cook and 
R. Brotherston also wrote carnation monographs about this same time. 

Lammerts, Walter Edward (Dr.)(1904-1996) - leading American rose breeder, working mainly from 1940 to 1981. Dr. Lammerts was Armstrong 
Nurseries' first breeder on staff (began 1935). Herb Swim succeeded him at Armstrong in 1940, his best work being after that time. Walter was 
very selective in his releases, introducing far fewer cultivars per decade than many of his worldwide colleagues; though he worked in many 
different classes. Being a scientist he brough knowledge of genetics and chemistry to his art. His work inspired the ARS to create the Grandilfora 
class. His ‘Queen Elizabeth’ (1948), ‘Charlotte Armstrong}, ‘Golden Showers’, ‘Bewitched’, and ‘Chrysler Imperial’ are not only classics but 
household names in many gardening homes. Miniature rose pioneer Ralph Moore credits Lammerts for both physical and mental inspiration in his 


noted accomplishments. In 1945 he wrote in the American Rose Annual that great hybrids all need these traits: 1) vigor, 2) long-pointed or urn- 
shaped buds, 3) large, glossy, hard, thick foliage, 4) high disease resistance, 5) ever-blooming, 6) lang stems for cutting, 7) strong neck, 8) 
fragrance, 9) absence of blue colors when fading, and 10) high-centered, symmetrical shape of 25-35 or more petals. He later added 11) 
weather-proof, handling heat, wind, rain, dampness, etc. with ease. These criteria will still put any rose breeder in good standing. 


Lammerts had a second focus in the development of warm climate, low-chilling requirement Syringa cultivars, of which ‘Lavender Lady’ (1954) 
remains important today. ‘Big Blue’ and ‘Angel White’ are other color choices for climates like California and the southern US. 


Landreth, David (1752-7) - British-born horticulturist, believed to be the first owner of a commercial American seed company (1784). Later the 
Landreth Co. diversified into exotic plants and flowering shrubs. They were amongst the first to offer the findings of the Lewis & Clark Expedition. 
They introduced the Mexican Zinnia to US flower gardens in 1798. Later he introduced many species from J apan to the Philadelphia area gardens. 
[At one time his gardens had over 1200 taxa of woody plants, compared only to the collection of Sargent in Boston and Judge Field at Princeton. 


David Landreth is a co-founder of the Pennsylvania Horticultural Society in 1828. Among his customers are said to have been Thomas Jefferson, 
George Washington, and Joseph Bonaparte (Napolean's brother). The madern firm htta://www.landrethseeds. com/ claims to be the oldest 
seedhouse in America, emphazing heirloom varieties in the current era, 


Langdon, B. - Begonia expert, offering many cultivars, most under the Blackmore and Langdon name. They are most famous for double, 
tuberous cultivars (B. x tuberhybrida-cultorum). The firm of http: // www.blackmare-langdon.com/ has existed from 1901 to the current time. 
According to old adverts, they specialized in carnations in the early years. 


Lansdale, David - PA-based breeding of Ilex opaca. His 'Lamp Post’ (reg. 1984) known for good hardiness, midge resistance, large 1cm red fruit, 
and compact form. 


Larsen, Richard A. - Ilex expert 


Lancaster, Roy (b. 1937) - British plantsman, noted international woody plant expert affiliated with the Cambridge Botanic Gardens (being 2 
Cambridge student) and later the Hillier Nursery (since 1961 as “horticultural botanist"). He was the first Curator of Hillier's world famous 
collection of woody plants, collecting extensively for the gardens and breeding plants there. Travels in Nepal and China produced many fine 
woody plant taxa. He made many contribution to HILLIER'S MANUAL OF WOODY PLANTS. He has named many woody and herbaceous cultivars. 
In Britain he is known for his work on the long-running BBC TV show "Gardener's World". He also served as President of the Hardy Plant Society 
(UK). In 1988 he was awarded the RHS Victoria Medal of honor. In 1999 he received the OBE for services to horticulture. His PLANT HUNTING IN 
NEPAL (1981) is a wonderful read. WHAT PLANT WHERE (1995) is a popular guide and a nice distillation of his many years of experience. Among 
his finest woody selections is Betula jacquemontii var. occidentalis ‘Kashmir White’, pure snowy white bark, stunning at all ages, leaves a tad 
darker, collected by Mr. Lancaster at 10,000 in Kashmir in 1978 as seed 


Laurens, Henry (1724-1792) - | think it's safe to say this eager collector of ornamental plants is the only one to have signed the original 
‘American Declaration of Independence, having also served as the first President of the Continental Congress. From his Charlestan, SC post, 
Henry Laurens had a plantation of 3000+ acres on which he conducted a great many "agricultural experiments" in the manner of Thomas 
Jefferson. He was a slave owner but supported abolitionist themes in his later years. Using his financial, human, and geographic resources he 
‘grew plantings on a very large scale much as well expect agricultural colleges and the USDA to do today. His early life was not so easy. The 
British captured him as a traitor to the King (or some language like that) and he ended up overseas in the Tower of London from which very few 
ever emerged as a live, functional human being. He was kindly traded for Lord Cornwallis whom the British wanted back at any price. He was 2 
regular correspondant with William Bartram and planted many of his finds from SC to FL and we know that Charleston was a good spot to those 
southern treasures to thrive. It seems certain that Laurens was one of Bartram’s sponsors for he was a very wealthy man and earned quite a bit 
of Bartram’s attention. Bartram found Lauren's properties so diverse and wonderful, he botanized on his very plantation grounds for new 
wonders. After a long and patriotic career in politics, Laurens settled on his estate and by all accounts devoted himself mainly to agriculture and 
mastery of all the horticultural arts. He was a keen collector of trees and flowers of every available kind. Like J efferson he practiced what was 
called “innovative agriculture", applying his mind and the newly received species to best effect. It is now confirmed that Laurens grew the tomato 
as early as 1764, a full 20 years before Jefferson, who is wrongly and conventiently credited with bringing that plant to the American garden. AS 
2 trivial footnote, Laurens is thought to be the first man “of record” (read: educated, white, and weathly) to be formally cremated on American 
soil. His will prescribed this return to nature. Lauren's estate survives in part today under the name Mepkin Abbey and Botanical Garden in 
Charleston. 


Lawrence, Elizabeth (1904-1985) - leading southern US garden writer, plant collector, landscape designer, and introducer of many new plants to 
‘American gardens. Her passionate and personal writings set so many wonderful plants before us with clarity and beauty. Born in Marietta, GA, 
she moved to Raleigh NC where her garden was an inspiration for her writings, incorporating a wide variety of rare and common taxa in many 
genera. She was first woman to graduate from the program in Landscape Architecture at North Carolina State University (1932). Her A 
SOUTHERN GARDEN (1942) was a long overdue treatment of garden plants for the southern US states, reprinted many times. In her later years 
she established a garden in Charlotte, NC. Her later books THE LITTLE BULBS (1957, 1986, 1990) and GARDENS IN WINTER are still consulted 
by experts 


Lawrence, George H.M. - Taxonomist and Director of the Bailey Hortorium. In the horticultural world he is perhaps best known for his original 
study of Hedera cultivars. He brought a botanist's eye and terminology to garden plants just as L.H. Bailey had dreamed was possible and very 
necessary. First one masters knowledge of the world's native species and their variants. Secondly, one tackles where the garden stuff fits or fails 
to fit easily. 


Lawson-Hall, Toni - Hydrangea expert and author. He manages the National Hydrangea Collection in the UK. 
Lawton, Barbara Perry - Iris expert, author. 
Lea, Ken - British breeder of fancy leaf Pelargonium. Many of the successful plants have the Wirral prefix 


Laxton, Thomas - Bedford, England-based breeder of peas (ornamental and edible) from about 1858 anward, though perhaps not with 
‘ornamental L. odoratus until about 1865. His "Invincible Carmine’ (1883), perhaps the first documented hybrid in the genus won much aclaim 
and many awards. He used this genus to do experiments for Charles Darwin, making him a pioneer in garden genetics as well, writing in the RHS 
Journal. By 1872 he was also breeding improved strawberries, having cold hardiness, quality fruit, and disease resistance. He grew over 10,000 
Fragaria seedlings over 32 years of work and only named 17 cultivars; though his family later produced 47 more using his work. He worked with 
‘American varieties too to increase hardiness and vigor, adding much to the worldwide value of the genus. 


David Leach's ‘Ivory Chalice’ 


Leach, David - leading breeder of Rhododendron and author of several authoritative works. He also introduced deciduous hybrids of azalea and 
Magnolia 


Leatherman, Sylvia - Begonia breeder who also collected taxa in the wild in Brazil. Begonia leathermaniae is named for her. 


Lecog, Henri (widely spelled Henry) - French Professor of Botany and Director of the Botanical Gardens at Clermont-Ferrand. In 1863 he found 
the first known double-flowered sport of what is today called the Zonal Geranium, a cultivar he called "Triomphe de Gergovia’. Later vanHoutte 
produced improved hybrids of the double mutation, calling then Ranculiflora Hybrids. Double geraniums appear everywhere around the world 
today. Lecoq wrote a treatise on plant breeding and dictionary of botanical terms. Later others like Victor Lemoine used this plant to breed the 
popular zonals we grow today. His ETUDES SUR LA GEOGRAPHIE BOTANIQUE L'EUROPE (1854) was an respected study of plant geograph in 
Europe, reprinted in the modern era. 


Lee, Frederic P - author of the monumental The Azalea Book, Rhododendron and Narcissus expert. 
Lee Jr, George S. - Narcissus expert and author of the well loved Daffodil Handbook, 
Lee, James - British nurseryman of the 18th century and a grower of many rare ornamentals. 


Lemoine, Victor (1823-1911), Emile (1862-1943), Henri, and family - French nurserymen (Lemoine Nursery, Emile is son of Victor) known for 
numerous woody plant cultivars including Syringa, Hydrangea, Deutzia, Lantana, and Philadelphus. In 1882 they bred what are perhaps the first 
of the hybrid Crocosmia. Many of their cultivars (ie, Hydrangea macrophylla ‘Blue Wave') have yet to be beaten. They also were the first to 
introduce hybrids of Heuchera from about 1901 to 1920. These had fun names like ‘Fantaisie’, ‘Lumiere’, ‘Profusion’, and 'Radium’. Victor was 
first non-Britisher to win the RHS' prestigious Veitch Medal. He is very famous for the French lilacs he started breeding in 1870. Among their 
breakthroughs were full doubles, cleaner colors (such as blues), greater floriferousness, and inflorescences twice the size of older stuff. Emile 
continued his father's work, bringing about 214 cultivars to the market over many decades. The titles which suits him best is one used by John 
Fiala is his lilac book: "Plant Genius and Master Hybrider" 


Lemoine, Victor - early Begonia hybridizer (1891). He was also the first to breed and introduced double-flowered zonal Pelargonium 


Lenz, Lee W. - Iris expert, particularly those of Western US origin. His writings, particularly in the journal Aliso help much to understand 
Identificaton, cytology, and hybridization. His work at California's Rancho Santa Ana Botanic Garden resulted in a number of garden plants. 
Heuchera ‘Santa Ana Cardinal’ is a remarkable and much underplanted clone of considerable merit in the west and eastern states 


Leonard, Mark - nurseryman (The Glower Mill, CA USA) and breeder of the amazing Coreopsis 'Sweet Dreams’, a breakthrough in pink and with 
violet-red centers, all on a neat, floriferous 15 inch plant. 


LePiniec, Marcel - rock garden expert, nurseryman, and plant explorer. He selected a number of good rock garden clones. One of them is 
Heuchera ‘Mayfair’ 


Lergo, R.A. - Delphinium breeder known for color breakthroughs in shades of orange, scarlet, yellow, and their combinations. 


Leroy, Andre (1801-71875) - Angiers, France-based nurseryman (late 1800's) known for Magnolia x soulangeana ‘Brozzonii', more widely 
regarded for his pomological knowledge than ornamentals though roses were on his target list for some years. At it's peak his nursery measured 
some 200 hectares, employing 300 men, and having over 3000 varieties of plants, mainly fruits in the stock collections. "He always procured all 
the new plants and trees he could meet with" said the 1875 Gardener's Chronicle memorial article. His offering of apples and pears at one point 
covered 560 cultivars. His nursery was among the world’s greatest and most diverse of the time. The State Pomological Society of Michigan 
attested to his firm being "regarded as the most extensive and complete in France" (1876). At one time his nursery had 10,000 conifers on hand 
for sale. He prided himself in the introduction of scientific principles to plant farming. He imported much material to North America, contributing 
to the fruit and ornamental horticulture there. His three volume, ver large, DICTIONNAIRE DE POMOLOGIE (1873) is a classic in that field, 
covering for example 915 cultivars of pear. In the ornamental realm, he may have been the first nurseryman to graft Syringa cultivars onto the 
‘common ash - this being reported as far back as 1864. The original Ginkgo biloba 'Variegata’, a male clone, came from the Leroy Nursery of 
Angiers about 1854. 


Leslie, Alan - Royal Horticultural Society cultivar registrar and Lilium expert. He also works with conifer nomenclature. 
Leslie, W.R. - Canadian Dept. of Agriculture plant breeder at Morden. One of his more important introductions is Malus ‘Almey' 


Lewis, Clarence - founder of the somewhat unofficial New J ersey Botanical Gardens at Skylands, NJ, founded in 1966 but with collections dating 
to 1923. These 96 acres at based on Lewis’ Tudor-style manor house, some gardens formal and other favored collections. Some 200 Syringa 
clones are found there. Lewis was a Board Member of the New York Botanical Garden and so kept records from the 1920's in the manner of a 
formal botanical facility. The 1600 foot long alle, rare sculptures, and numerous bulbs are popular in the spring. 


Lewis, G. David - Professor of Plant Pathology, Rutgers University, Rhododendron breeder and author of many articles on that genus. 


Lewis, Donald - California azalea breeder who worked with Beglian hybrids and patented some for greenhouse forcing. His Lewis Hybrids include 
"Yum Yum’ and ‘Pink Frosting’ 


Lewis, J. - Royal Horticultural Society cultivar registrar for conifers. 
Lewis, Peter - British expert on Campanula and author of a well known book on same. 


Leyland, Christopher J ohn (1849-1926) - banker, amateur civil engineer and steam engine expert, and amateur horticulturist. John Naylor owned 
the amazing 3916-acre Leighton Hall estate which was developed as a model farm with improved technologies including water-driven sawmills, 
and water-turbine trains. Some bios say that Naylor was Leyland's father while Bean states Leyland was a Mr. Naylor's brother-in-law. We'll try 
to sort out the relationships among the Leyland and Naylors shortly. The great place were C.J. Leyland grew up had many rare trees and was 
stocked with game of all kinds including kangaroos and bison! He soon took interest in the family arboretum, having enjoyed the practices of 
horticulture and foresty for years. In 1888 he collected seeds from the Alaska native Chamaecyparis nootkatensis which grew in the Leighton Hall 
Pinetum, It was nearby a Monterey cypress grove (Cupressus macrocarpa), a species which would never meet the Nootka in the wild. Six of his 
seedlings were odd and different and being an experimentalist and not a purist, he kept them and grew them to size. Professionally he was 
working with Charles Parsons and had ownership in various steam and turbine ventures, including some practical passenger ships. His odd hybrid 
evergreen trees came to Kew authorities about 1925 and they were proclaimed one of most important tree discoveries in years. Later in 1911 his 
nephew, Captain J.M. Naylor found the cross again, this time using cones of the Monterey parent, a reverse of the original cross. Whatever one 
thinks of Leyland cypress (and the truly better cultivars will always remain suitable for good gardens everywhere), this "hedge for hell" 
transformed not only the landscapes of England and the US but changed people's ways of thinking about trees. The clone 'Haggerston Grey’ and 
to a lesser extent ‘Leighton Green’ are the overly vigorous, wind-vulnerable, worm-prone, flammable offenders in the main. The age of the 
“miracle hybrid tree" had begun and today one still see adds for Leyland cypress, Paulownia, poplar, Eucalyptus, and even elm with similar 
themes about rapid growth rate, shade in weeks (not years), increasing property values, no pests or worries, just pennies per tree, and so on. 


Lierval, M. - France-based horticulturist, pioneering breeding of Phlox in the mid 19th century, publishing CULTURE PRATIQUE DES PHLOX 
(1866), one of the first known treastises only on that genus. 


Lindgren, Dale - leading Penstemon expert and breeder from the University of Nebraska. "Husker Red! and his Prairie series of cultivars are 
notable for their adaptability and beauty. 


Lindley, John (1799-1865) - professor of botany, also a horticulturist of note, the crude academic separation we have today being unknown and 
silly at that time. Known as the "Father of Orchidology" he brought his great intellect to that complex genus. In his lifetime he left 7000 different 
vouchers, about half of which were original type specimans! His understanding of orchids led to a good classification system. He also co-founded 
the Gardener's Chronicle in 1841 and that remained one of the most horticultural journals for decades. He also wrote Monographie Rosarum in 
1820, a very important early work n roses which described a good number of new species. He authored many botanical names and the "Lindl." 
abbreviation denotes his work, 


Lindstrom, Jon T. - professor at the University of Arkansas, plant evaluator, known for breeding less invasive Buddleia. He also has an interest in 
introducing orange pigments into butterfly bushes as well as identification by DNA analysis. He also has interest and has published in Itea. 


Lighty, Richard W. - Director of the Mt. Cuba Center for Study of Piedmont in Delaware. He and the center have introduced a great many useful 
and superior clones of American native plants. His background is in both botany and horticulture. Aster novae-angliae ‘Purple Dome' is a 
worldclass perennial with all the qualities one would want. 


Little, Parker Lewis - perennial breeder working with Asarum, Aster, Heuchera, and Phlox. Cultivars have the ‘Little's prefix. He has also named a 
number of interesting Ilex opaca cultivars. 


Livingston, Ron - Hosta breeder, working mostly in variegated taxa so far. His Hosta ‘Alakazam’ has narrowly elliptic-lanceolate leaves, wavy 
and folded, edged in gold, and compact overall. 


Loyd, Christopher - famous British garden author, expert in many genera including Rosa and Clematis. His books blend an entertaining style for 
Solid information about superior plants. 


Lobner (Mr.) - German breeder of Clivia known to have developed the first widely distributed dark orange strain now called "German Reds” or 
Friesdorfer type. 


Loewer, Peter - leading American garden author known for promoting underused and new ornamentals. 
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Hovey's American Magazine of Gardening (1836) cites Loddige's Botanical Cabinet for knowledge of these new Camellia clones. 


Loddiges, Joachim Conrad (1738-1826) - German born nurseryman (Loddiges Nursery) whose British nursery in Hackney (for some time called 
Hackney Nursery) begun in 1771 introduced many ornamental plants to the world. At one time they had the world's largest hothouse, surpassing 
even Kew Gardens. Bean says his woody plant introductions were the most important in Europe that century. JC Loudon in 1926 stated "there Is, 
no such collection of hardy trees and shrubs in the world" as their own. They also promoted new orchids and tropical plants. Many of the plants 
popular in Victorian times came from their distribution. He brought the lovely Rhododendron ponticum to British gardens. He was a great 
advocate of Bambusa nigra which today we know as Phyllostachys nigra or Black Bamboo. The Loddiges firm was among the first to retail orchids 
to the general gardening public or at least to anyone who could afford them. LODDIGES BOTANICAL CABINET was both a reference and 
something of a tempting catalog too, loaded with colored plates in the manner of CURTIS' BOTANICAL MAGAZINE. 


Logees family - For years, this Connecticut nursery produce superior herbs for N. America. They pioneered US work in scented Pelargonium aong 
which is 'Qcean Wave' and the amazing P. x fragrans ‘Loge’ (often sold as 'Old Spice’). The clones 'Joy Lucille’ and 'Logee's Snowflake’ are also 
big sellers today. 


Lotter, Wessel - Clivia breeder who did not work just a in C. miniata but went outside the box to produce the very different Cyrtanthiflora Group. 
They were odd and gangly at first but in later generations they developed as lovely plants with a charm all their own, 


Loucks, Del - Oregon-based nurseryman (Del's J apanese Maple Nursery, Eugene, OR). Acer circinatum 'Del's Dwarf’ and 'Glen-Del' is among the 
best offering in that species. Acer palmatum Dissectum Group ‘Emerald Lace’ was named and introduced by him, found by David Sabo of 
Charlotte, NC. 


Loudon, J ohn Claudius (J.C.)(1783-1843) - author of the ENCYLOPEDIA OF GARDENING (1822), considered the first true and comprehensive 
manual of gardening in modern times. He built a villa on the royalties alone. His impressive 8 volume Arboretum et Fruticetum Brittanicum (1834- 
37) was one of the first comprehensive catalogs of ornamental plants of that century. Many modern cultivars today were first named or described 
by Loudon. in 1826 he founded GARDENER'S MAGAZINE which was the leading garden periodical in Europe for many years, especially among the 
developing middle class in England. He was married to successful novelist and garden writer Jane Webb Loudon. 


One of Jane Webb Loudon's botanical prints on reflexed, tigrotd Lilium. Her original plates command high prices in the modern era for their 
beauty and accuracy, science with art to perfection, 


Loudon, Jane (Webb)(1807-1858) - together with husband J.C. Loudon she formed the “first family of horticulture" in early to mid 1800's 
England. A poet, botanical artist, and novelist, she is known for her book THE MUMMY which traveled into the future and detailed such inventions 
as the telephoné, aircraft, milking machines, and air conditioning. J.C. Loudon was amazed at her visions, especially for mechnical, stream-driven 
plows for farms and gardens and gave the book a good review in his famous GARDENER'S MAGAZINE. They soon married. She began writing for 
his periodical, the leading garden publication of that time. Years later she wrote GARDENING FOR LADIES, a very practical guide to assist women 
in the mastery of all the horticultural arts. She advocated the use of light shovels formed of willow handles as well as long gloves to protect 
delicate skin and nails. She even detailed procedures for improving flower gardens with the use of shoveled manure, something that was quite a 
radical thought for women gardeners of that time. Victorian gardening was quite the rage and her book for ladies gave many women of middle 
class the hopes that they too could create gardens that were both lovely and functional for the family. The book influenced men too and not just, 
in Britain, The great American designer Andrew Jackson Downing wrote the forward to a following edition of GARDENING FOR LADIES. She later 
introduced the LADIES MAGAZINE FOR GARDENING which lasted a short 11 months. the LADIES FLOWER-GARDEN series followed with more 
success and she penned a total of 19 garden works before her death in 1858. The new process of lithography helped improve the distribution and 
quality of her later works, making them available to a very wide audience of gardeners, male and female ake. 


Lundell, Tage - Swedish plant expect known for knowledge of Juniperus and his hybrids of Clematis (‘Corona’) 
Lye, James - British Fuchsia breeder known first for the hybrid ‘Lovelines' (1869) which is still grawn in 2006. 


Lyon, Lyndon - American pioneer in breeding Gesneriads of many genera, most notable for Saintpaulia breeding and distribution since 1954. His 
Gloxinia ‘Chic’ even has proven an outdoor ornamental in USDA 7. Lyndan Lyon Greenhouses was taken aver by owner and hybridizer Paul 
Sorano following Mr. Lyon's passing. 


Lyons, Robert - former Professor of Horticulture at Virginia Tech and later more recently at North Carolina State University, Director of the 
Raulston Arboretum, author, and plant collector. He is widely known for his contributions to the exciting Horticopia CD-ROM series. Dr. Lyons, a 
skilled horticultural photographer now heads the graduate program at Longwood Gardens. 


Mack, Richard K. (1825-1886) - botanist who explored Asia, mainly introduced Chinese plants. Lonicera maackil is named in his honor though 
Wilson was first to bring it back. 


Maarse, Dirk (1881-1975) - Dutch nurseryman and flower grower who looked at the genus Syringa from the forcing aspect. Two of his clones are 
Classics, 'Primose' (light yellow) and ‘Sensation’ (purple with white picotee) and these are amongst the finest lilacs ever developed for their 
extreme traits and real beauty. His hard work had some luck. The process of forcing lilacs in old, hot greenhouses has a tendency to produce 
mutations in that genus, an advantage many other breeders did not have. 


Maatsch, R. - annual plant expert, registrar, and author of cultivar checklists on bedding Begonia, Callistephus, and others. 


MacDonald, Bruce - University of British Columbia Botanical Garden, introducer of numerous superior ornamentals. 


MacLangahan, Della - Begonia breeder, 


Maegard, Frode (Nurseries) - this firm has produced some of the most commercial and distinct Hedera cultivars in centuries. ‘Midas Touch’ with 
boldly mottled true gold chimera is a treasure. ‘Golden Inge’ (‘Golden Ingot’) is one the best gold-margined clones in years. 'Mint Kolibri' ('Minty') 
is a surprise in mint, sage, forest, and emerald green tones combined with white to grey variegations. 


Makino, Tomitaro - the so-called "Godfather of Japanese Botany" who named and described not only numerous wild plants but many gardens 
ones as well, He was the first to name Ilex crenata 'Convexa’ and like most garden plants did so with a varietal rank. 


Mallet, Corinne and Robert - Hydrangea experts and author. Her Hydrangea collection in Normandy, France is one fo the finest anywhere. Their 
goal is grow and archive data on all known cultivars.

Hedera helix 'Manda’s Crested’ in the ald, pre-2010 Lath House at the Raulston Arboretum, a robust, big-leaved clone with leisurely, broadly 
wavy margins, forming pretty sinus arcs. There was also a wide spread of this cultivar under the evergreen oaks near the Winter Garden prior to 
political correctness removing both plantings for a ridiculous fear of anything strang and ivy-like. If anyone thinks | am wrong on this point, 
please replant both historical sweeps as both were contained, refined, space-appropriate, and very lovely, much admired by visitors! Dr. Raulston 
himself approved the planting of more than 30 Hedera cultivars on the grounds, that one accession taken from J.C. Taylor's indoor house plant 
collection at Kilgore Hall Greenhouses and had no fear of self-branching and modern cultivars taking over anything on Beryl Road. Are any of you 
modern administrators and curators smarter or wiser than those two great horticulturists named J.C.? | think not.

Manda, Joseph - West Orange, New Jersey-based nurseryman, self-described as "Orchid expert, Seedsman, and Florist". They are also known for 
Hedera helix ‘Manda's Crested’, one of the most graceful and lovely vines in existance. His Euphorbia 'Manda's Cowhorn’ is also a nice plant for 
collectors. He also served as President of the New York Florist's Club. 


Juniperus chinensis ‘Maney!’ an old and stil interesting cultivar at seen at Dawes Arboretum. This upright-vase look full of showy cones 
("berries") is nearly out of the trade, 


Maney, F.J. - Professor at lowa State College known such junipers as ‘Maney' and ‘Ames’ 


Maness’ ‘Cotton Candy’, a lovely pink sold in the modern era. Pink-flowered perennial Lobelia appeared twice before in history and both sets of 


hybrids were lost. Thurman Maness reproduced the modern purple, pink, and velvet red clones to perfection, restoring what was lost and adding 
even more. 


Maness, Thurman - the leading Lobelia breeder whose cultivars have transformed the genus into very serviceable and even more charming 
garden plants. His finest is perhaps ‘Ruby Slippers’. 


Maries, Charles - British plant explorer for whom the epithet mariesii is used throughout the nomenclature. He worked in China and j apan for the 
Veitchs. Hamamelis mollis, Styrax obassia, and Abies mariesii are three of his findings. He also brought in a number of Acer palmatum cultivars, 


Markham, Ernest - Clematis breeder known for numerous superb clones. The Clematis 'Emest Markham’ suitably honors him and has been a 


worldwide classic for it’s violet-red color, floriferousness, and durability. 'Markham’'s Pink’ a double, nodding Atrogene Group plant is also a true 
find, 


Markworth, Otto - Berggarten, Hannover, Germany-based perennial breeder working with Aconitum and Luzula. His Aconitum 'Unikum’ 
(‘Unicom) (1993) is dark vialet in bloom, very tall clone reaching 2 meter or more. 


Marta, Fadjar - Zephranthus breeder from Indonesia. His Z. ‘Paul Niemi’ is a breakthrough cultivar in bicolors of orange-pink with a gold throat - 
itthas a nice Clivia-like look to It. 


Mars, Walter (1908-1978) - Boring, Oregon-based nursery, being one of the largest mailorder perennial growers of his era (1950-1960). He also 
bred Paeonia lactiflora, creating many early-blooming and popular hybrids, most notable for good substance and aroma. ‘Walter Marx’, a scented 
white single is a classic. Caprice Farm purchased his firm, peonies and iris included, which was forced to relocate due to expansion of the 
Portland OR suburbs into his zone. 

Martin, Joseph Sr. - azalea breeder 

Marx, Karl-Heinz - herbaceous perennial breeder, working with Centaurea, Geranium, and Veronica 


Mathew, Brian (b. 1936) - British botanist, taxonomist, born in Limpsfeld, Surrey, and expert in many bulbous and herbaceous genera. Well 
known for his books DWARF BULBS (1973), A GARDENER'S BOOK OF HELLEBORES (1976), DAPHNE (1976, with Chris Brickell), THE IRIS (1981), 
and THE CROCUS (1982). He won the Herbert Medal of the International Bulb Society. 


Matsuhashi, Hiroshi - famous Japanese breeder of Christmas cacti and also Clivia. In the later genus he has a vast collection of rare double and 
multipetaled mutations 


Matsuoka, Joan (1669-1747) - author of the import Ingansai's Cherries (1758) , an illustrated guide to over 60 cultivars, combining rich 
horticultural and botanical detall 


Maximowicz, K. - Russian botanist and plant collector. Much to the frustrating to us linguistically challenged folks, his name appears on several 
Important plants, including the best variety of Kalopanax pictus. 


Maxwell, D.F. - Erica expert and author. Erica x watsonii and hybrids are his doing. 


McArdle, Alice J. - co-author of several authoritative cultivar checklists with National Arboretum colleague Frank Santamour. 


Gelsemium jasminoides ‘Woodlanders Pale Yellow’ is one of the fine introduction by McCartney and the Woodlanders firm, a icy, pale version of 
this floriferous southern vine. 


McCartney, Bob - nurseryman (Woodlanders), native plant expert, and originator of several superior clones for modern gardens. He and his 
colleagues have brought the attention of many people to both underused natives species and their clearly improved selections. Andropogon 
‘Valdosta Blue" is one of his notable plants. Amsonia ‘Blue Ice', a dwarf floriferous find is one of his best perennials. | like Arisaema triphyllum 
'Black Jack’ for its rich pigmentation 


McClintock, Elizabeth - International Registration Authority for Hydrangea, botanist, and expert in many woody paint genera. 


McClintock, David - British botanist and author with expertise in many genera including Erica and Calluna. The Guernsey Bell series were found 
by him and Ken Beckett. 


McClaren, Bill - author of ENCYCLOPEDIA OF DAHLIAS (2004), some 211 pages covering 700 of the best cultivars with good color plates, cultivar 
history, awards, and “cultural peculiarities". He and his wife Lois as proprietors of Alpen Gardens and founders of various society chapters and 
shows, work in Montana, Idaho, and the Western US in general ta popularize the genus. 


McDaniel, J.C. - University of Illinois professor, a leading American woody plant expert, and named of many unique, valuable cultivars. 


McDonald, G. - leading American Saintpaulia breeder, known for the Mac's series of colorful and often ornate clones. ‘Mac's Luxurious Leisure’ 
has highly cirsped violet-red flowers edged in coral, foliage very ornate with a strong undulate and pink to cream margins, 


McDonough, Mark - plant collector and Allium expert. His A. senescens ‘Blue Eddy’ with bright, swirling foliage is a wonderful find. His rich pink- 
flowered 'Sygar Melt’ to 118 inches tall should become very popular. 


McEwen, Currier - Siberian Iris expert, breeder, and author of numerous on this group. 
McFarland, J. Horace - publisher of the impressive, monumental Modern Roses for many years. 


McGredy, Sam - Irish nurseryman, breeder of many famous roses. ‘Picadily', ‘Orangeade' and ‘Chanelle’ in 1959 put him on the map. He moved 
to New Zealand and produced many striped and multicolored cultivars of note. 'Electron’ was a hit, his later productions have size, color, disease, 
and strong scent - in other words, everything you need in a rose. Some say his best creation is 'Sexy Rexy’, a pale clean pink floribunda, full 
double, 35 petals crowded in a rounded old rose to an HT-Camellia style, luxuriant, disease- proof, nicely scented, dark glossy leaves (1984) - but 
there are many other choices including some fine miniatures. 


McKelvey, Susan Delano - Syringa expert known for the original treatise on garden lilacs. She was once taxonomist at the Amold Arboretum, 
McLewin, Will - British Helleborus expert. He has also introduced superior clones and seed strains. 


McNaughton, Virginia - former Botanical Officer, Christchurch Botanic Gardens, New Zealand but known around the warld for her remarkable 
2000 work on Lavender that tackled the difficulty taxonomy of resemblant clones. She and husband Dennis Matthews now run Lanender Downs 
Nursery. Since 1987 they have held the NZ reference collection for Lavandula. Their many fine introductions include ‘Coconut Ice! (a white and 
pink bicolor) and ‘Crystal Lights’ (an improved ‘Baby White’ type). 


McNeil, Gordon - Cliviia breeder known for his breakthrough clone ‘Four Marys’. He has attempted crosses of Clivia with Hippeastrum, Eucharis, 
and Agapanthus. His ‘Green Girl’ strain with a greenish throat allows one to get this mutation with higher probability than random seedlings 


Mead, Franklin B. - known mainly for his pioneering Hemerocallis cultivar ‘Hyperion’ (1924-5) which remained the standard for the durable, 
floriferous large yellow daylily for decades. It was sturdy, tall to three feet, tough as nails, and pretty as lemonade. 


Meader, E.M. (Dr.) - University of New Hampshire horticulturist who is known for Syringa patula ‘Miss Kim! which he collected in 1947 in Korea 
and introduced in 1954.

Mechan's GARDENER'S MONTHLY listing a new plant, Acer palmatum Atropurpureum Group (f. atropurpureum) with blood red leaves. Not 
impressed? Did we mention this news article appeared in January 1860 long before the Red-leaved Japanese Maple was reported elsewhere in 


the west. Meehan was the first to offer this important group of plants to the US, propagating it fully by 1888, 


Meehan, Thomas (1826-1901) - botanist and nurseryman (Meehan & Sons Nurseries, Germantown, PA). One of the first sources of rare woody 
plants in the US, Meehan supplied many of the great estates from California to Europe with choice materials, some of his own selection. A 
‘graduate of Kew's school of horticulture and botany, he was a student of the great Joseph Hooker. He was editor of THE GARDENER'S MONTHLY 
which was the country's main garden publication for many years. He was student of sports (mutations) and always looked to find and propagate 
new ones (sound anyone you know today?). Among his pretty finds was Hibiscus syriacus 'Meehanii', a stunning white margined plant which 
recently got the RHS AGM in 2002. How many of our plant creations will get the AGM more than a hundred years after our demise? As a 
nurseryman he was fascinated by the effect of local growing conditions on species and their growth patterns, in effect an early student of 
horticultural physiology and anatomy. He also collected in the western US states and amassed over 10,000 herbarium specimans in this private 
cabinets - how many nurserymen do that today!?! His American Handbook of Ornamental Trees (1853) was a must read for decades. In 1901 he 
was given the prestigious Veitch Medal of Horticulture. 


Meerow, Alan - USDA plant breeder based in Miami, Florida, known for work on improving landscape tropicals including Plumeria, cycads, Coco, 
Alstroemeria, Hippeastrum, and lochroma. He has released Polygala myrtifolia ‘Chapman Field’, an much improved compact and floriferous clone. 


Meilland, F. and family - perhaps the most accomplished European house of rose breeding (nursery site). They are famous for their ‘Peace! rose. 
In their 6th generation as a family family, the CAREFREE Series influence the world's landscape. | am particularly impressed with 'Swany', a 
ground cover in full, wavy double ptals, dense and very durable (1979). 


Mehiquist, Gustav (Dr.) - Rhododendron breeder who is truly a legend. He trialed his crosses in Storrs, CT USA for added clarity to the selection 
process. Besides beauty and winter hardiness, some of his crosses are known to have Phytoptera resistance. 


Meserve, Katherine - world famous for her Blue hollies under the name Ilex x meserveae. She made glossy large hollies loaded full of berries 
workable in cold climates including USDA 4-6. 


Messemaeker, Stepman de - Syringa breeder from Belgiun. His ‘Mme Florent Stepman' was one of the finest early whites and is still grown today. 


Metcalf, John - British perennial grower (Four Seasons Nurseries) who has released many fine items over the years, often with the Forncett 
prefix. Achillea and Lobelia are among them. His mid-80's Kniphofia "Toffee Nosed’ has transformed that genus forever with it's ungieu ivory and. 
toffee-orange colors. An RHS AM was quickly earned, 


Metcalf, LJ. - expert on New Zealand and Australian plants, author, and expert on Leptospermum. 


Meyer, Anna - Clivia breeder and collector based in South Africa. Her large estate is a center for Clivia breeder and she is able to sell about 5000 
plants'a year. ‘Anna Meyer's Peach’ is one of her apricot-petaled strains and being self fertile is used in breeder by others. 


Meyer, Frank Nicholas (1865-1918) - Born in Amsterdam, as Frans Nicholas Meyer, he came to the US in 1901, hired by the USDA in 1905. 
USDA plant collector, botanist, and author. His collecting included both ornamentals but also Citrus and herbs of potential economic merit, 
logging more than 2500 accessions. Many of his finds were sent to the Arnold Arboretum and evaluated there. He also cooperated with the great 
David Fairchild, He died near Shanghai in 1918 under "mysterious circumstances", hard to judge in those dangerous times. We do know he 
planned his return to the US but for whatever reason, never made it out. 


« His Meyer Lemon, Citrus limon ‘Meyer or perhaps C. x meyer (i really a eross to Mandarin orange), and the many crosses from it remain important into the 21st century. In my

Meyer, Frederick - Research botanist at the National Arboretum (staff page), plant explorer, and introducer of many fine taxa. 
Meyer, Paul - Horticulturist with the Morris Arboretum, woody plant expert, explorer. 


Mezitt, Ed - nurseryman (Weston Nurseries, Hopkinton, MA USA) and breeder of cold hardy azaleas. A 1937 Cornell grad. His 'P)M' series of 
clones (1939-current time) is legendary in the worldwide trade. That wonderful, useful line was possible by the introduction of Rhododendron 
dauricum Sempervirens Group collected by missionaries in China and sent to his father Peter some years before the work. Rhododendron minus 
Carolinianum Group became the pollen parent. His Weston Series of deciduous azaleas are also widely offered. He worked to make many plants 
durable and useful in New England and colder NE US states in general. In 1958 he cross a white R. minus Carolianum Group with R. 
mucranulatum ‘Cornell Pink’ to produce the Shrimp Pink Group of hybrids. Later he worked to praduce near-red lepidotes and colar variations an 
the PJM Group theme. His 1971 cross produced ‘Weston's Mayflower’, a early-blooming, low-mounded cultivar that proves a popular choice. 


Mezitt, Peter J. - nurseryman (Weston Nurseries), the famous 'P)M' azalea named for him by his son Edward 


Michaux, Andre (1746-1803) - French botanist who worked in North America around the time as the Bartrams. If you see the botanical name 
author Mich. this is for him. He introduced many trees from American and Canada to France. 


Miller, Diana - horticultural taxonomist, co-founder of the Hortax Group, Curator of the RHS Wisley Herbarium (one of the most vast treasures of 
horticultural information ever assembled). She has developed vouchering technologies to preserve vital details that separate resemblant cultivars 
~ we all know that garden plants with their soft, succulent, and color-fading parts are very hard to press. She has been a leader in Standard 
Specimens research and a database of the RHS vouchers appears on the internet. Diana Miller is an expert in Pelargonium, Lavatera, and 
Plectranthus in gardens and has authored books and articles on them. Her Pelargonium species book is essential for anyone loving that genus. 
Her contributions to the European Garden Flora are extensive. 


Miller, Holmes - noted American Pelargonium breeder (1960-1970's) who developed many bicolor, very compact, and tetraploid zonal type 
cultivars. He produced the first bicolor tetraploids using colchicine treatments. He Is also a pioneer in dwarf Pelargonium breeding as well as 
introduced interesting, new pastel colors in the larger zonals. His miniature golden tricolor cultivar Elf is a classic with small size and abundant 
leaf colors.He is one of America's most successful breeders of fancy leaf cultivars. 


Miller, Philip (1691-1771) - British botanists whose "Miller's Dictionary" was for decades the ultimate reference. It went into 8 editions and was 
based in part on his work as curator at the PHysic Garden at Chelsea. That garden was among the finest with rare and exotic plants in it's time. 
William Aiton, one of his students continued his work cataloging plants. 


Miller, Robert - American woody plant breeder and developer.

Miller was also a pioneer in writing what we call “Extension Bulletins” today, guides to plants for both amateurs and professionals, incorporating 
the findings of the local ag school. This 1898 mum work is beautifula and well-written. L.H. Bailey pretty much invented the modern Extension or 
Cooperative Extension system of academy sharing with industry and the general public and Miller was among the early writers in this lovely 
scheme. He and Dr. Bailey also wrote a few bulletins on Dahlias. 


Miller, Wilhelm (Ph.D.) - second only to Philip Miller among the Miller family in cataloging ornamental garden plants, is Wilhelm Miller who is not a 
horticultural-household name, but should be. Liberty Hyde Bailey's great Cyclopedia of American Horticulture, the first great plant encyclopedia of 
the New World was in large measure written or compiled by him, officially being Dr. Balley's "assisted by" or associate editor-co-author in the 

1901 edition. He is also known for THE PRAIRIE SPIRIT IN LANDSCAPE GARDENING. Perhaps more curious still is his 1908 work WHAT ENGLAND 


CAN TEACH US ABOUT GARDENING, a rather substantial, thoughtful work, The objectives of this book tell you much about Miller and his 
refreshing views: 
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He also edited COUNTRY LIFE IN AMERICA, a periodical offered on Google Books and elsewhere that is well worth reading today, as well as the 
early GARDEN MAGAZINE, 


Mineo, Baldassare - nurseryman (Siskiyou Rare Plant Nursery), rock garden expert, and introducer of many plants - many with the Siskiyou 
name. They have brought a wide range of superior perennials and dwarf woody plants to the world's attention. 


Mitchell, Peter J. - Sempervivum expert and registrar. 


Mitsch, Grant E. - nurseryman and one of America's top Narcissus and Gladiolus breeders. He worked extensively with pink and reverse bicolor 
types. Working with Narcissus since 1935. Mr. and Mrs. R.D. Havens, his daughter and son-in-law continue to this day (2011) distributing his 
best clones and have done so since 1978. The Havens continue to work with his breeding line and offer their own crosses too. Grant worked in 
most of the classification groups to produce both show-quality and interesting garden hybrids, many bright and unique in color. ‘Hungarian 
Rhapsody’ an 11a with an apricot-pink filled, ornate split-cup is typical of his very useful, fine creations. Many are fond of ‘Accent’ (1961) a small 
cup of yellow margined in salmon-pink to a subtle degree over a clean white perianth. 


Mitsch, John - nurseryman, woody plant expert, and collector. 


M'Mahon, Bernard (1775-1816) - Irish-born seedsman who worked mainly from Philadelphia PA. He started with native seeds and by their 1804 
catalog offered an astounding 1000 taxa. Their influence on American gardens and serious plant collections was therefore quite immense. Later 
his firm offered new plants brought back by Lewis and Clark. The genus Mahonia is named in his honor. 


Moffet, Lloyd A. - Conifer collector affiliated with Plumfield Nurseries of Fremont, NE. He is probably responsable for their 10 or so named clones 
of}. horizontalis, the first collection to mine that species' richness for divergent foliage, height to 2 feet, rich blue colors, and curious brown 
winter tints He is remembered today for J. scopulorum 'Moffettii' and ‘Pathfinder’, still sold around the world, 


Mongredien's 1870 TREES AND SHRUBS showing a tiny many before the massive Pseudotsuga mensziesil as we name it now. This 388 page 
guide to woody plants was informative and detailed, a bit short on cultivars, and more botanical in focus. 


Mongredien, Augustus (1807-1888) - by profession an English political economist and writer. By hobby was a noted chess master, President of 
the London Chess Club in 1839, competing in 1862 in the first international chess round-robin. So proficient were his moves, | found some of 
them atributed to him in the modern www.chessgames.com website all these decades later. There is even a YouTube video (July 2011) on one of 
his classic moves. In the botanical world, he's known as author of TREES AND SHRUBS FOR ENGLISH PLANTATIONS (1870), a notable woody 
plant references in the late 19th century. His books on wealth creation, economics, commerce, and free trade are sometimes considered classics 
in some circles. Among his very narrow topics were THE WESTERN FARMER OF AMERICA (1886) and THE FRENCH CORN LAWS (1888). 


Monroe, W.E. - extension agronomist at Louisiana State University, cultivar registrar for Hemerocallis, and rose expert. 
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An ideal Picea pungens 'R.H. Montgomery’ at Hershey Gardens, Pennsylvania. 


Montgomery, R.H. - American conifer expert and collector. His renowned pinetum is now part of the New York Botanical Garden. He also selected 
a popular blue spruce cultivar. 


More, Robert E. - selected a number of conifers especially in Juniperus. His J. occidentalis ‘Glenmore Blue Sierra’ is a beauty in frosty blue. Many 
of his conifers have the Glenmore prefix. | think that Pinus flexilis 
‘Glenmore’ and ‘Glenmore Dwarf are among his more widely sold conifers. 


Moore, Ralph - rose nurseryman and breeder, popularized the mini-rose and made it a stable, valuable landscape plant when they were 
previously considered oddities and novelties to a large extent. His 'Rise n’ Shine’ and 'Magic Carrousel’ made big impressions on the small rose 
indsutry. 'Green Ice’ and ‘Red Cascade' still earn high marks today. 


Moreno, T. - Saintpaulia breeder known for the Gecko's series of cultivars in the unusual wasp-style bloom type. Your editor (L. Hatch) is fond of 
'Gecka's Angelic Vespa’, a ruffled, bicolored pink washp over a variegated, bustled leaf type. 


Moro, Frank - Canadian expert on Syringa, nurseryman who offers over 400 cultivars of lilac. 


Morris, Cedric Lockwood (Sir)(1889-1982) - British artist, art teacher and plant expert, distinguished for both his lovely gardens and painting of 
them. His garden Hadleigh in Suffolk gave much inspiration. Books of his paintings are available and due to copyrights we can share them here. 

His Clematis ‘Francis Rivis' is just one of his lasting treasures. The stunning rose-colored Papaver orientalis ‘Cedric Morris’ honors him. There are 
also Rosa, Geranium, Narcissus minor, Ferula and Zauscherneria california cultivars named for him. 


Mortis, Jerry - introducer of many conifers through the Jerry Morris Rocky Mountain Conifer Collection. He has been one of the most successful 
discoveries of new wild variations, many of them from witches brooms in new shapes and colors not seen before. 

Mortis, Sydney - Crocosmia breeder who carried on George Davison’s work. 

Morrison, Ben - A Phi Beta Kappa Landscape architect. Principal founder of the American Horticultural Society 

and 37 year editor of the American Horticultural Magazine, USDA horticulturist perhaps best known for his work at breeding the famous Glenn 
Dale azaleas. From 70,000 seedlings he selected only 400 for naming. He combined the size and color of South Indian types with hardiness to - 
10 degrees F. After his retirement he continued on with the Back Acre hybrid series. Director of the National Arboretum where the Morrison 


Azalea Garden now honors his work. Among his honors are the Liberty Hyde Bailey and Veitch medals. In tribute in the Daffodil Handbook says 
he “wrote and spoke with an excellence of style that included a special verve adn charm." 


Morrison, William L. - breeder of Hibiscus moscheutos cultivars, several of them patented in the US 
Mortier, P. - Belgian baker but known as the founder of the Ghent Hybrid deciduous azaleas. 


Motzkau, Henry - Wisconsin breeder of Whitewater Hybrid azaleas used for greenhouse forcing and offered by Yoder Brothers among atyhers. 
"Valetine’ and ‘Prize’ were patented. 


Mulligan, Brian O. (1907-1996) - Belfast-born horticulturist, educated the RHS Garden in Wisley, later at the University of Bristol. He served in 
the Royal Air Force in WWII, being a leader in the Victory Garden Program at various bases and cities. The great Lord Aberconway wrote him a 


recommendation that led to his Director position at the University of Washington in 1946. He is attributed with improving and expanding the 
collections in Seattle, often relocating specimens to more ecologically favorable positions and testing new taxa in many spaces until they found 
their niche. He served later as President of the the AABGA (American Assoc. of Bot. Gardens and Arb.). His MAPLES: CULTIVATED IN THE 
UNITED STATES AND CANADA (1958) of some 58 pages was influential in scores of maple books created since that time, widely cited by the best 
of them. 


Noted in history as the University of Washington's famous Acer expert, builder of the university's superb woody plant collections. His discovery of 
Acer circinatum 'Monroe’ and Gaultheria x wisleyensis 'Wisley Pearl’ are notable. Rosa mulliganil , a collection of George Forrest was named for 
him by taxonomist G.A. Boulenger. | personally am impressed with Acer macrophyllum ‘Seattle Sentinel’ (1951), named for the city her served 
and loved, a wonderful fastigiate clone, often showy yellow in the fallThe RHS Veitch Gold Medal and Mass. Hort. Society Gold Medal are among 
his many honors. He retired from the Arboretum in Seattle in 1972, working for two decades in their service as Director Emeritus, 


Mullin, Robert - founder of the Northern Lights azaleas series, his work was later refined by Dr. Harold Pellett. 


Munson jr. , R.W. - architect by profession, later a noted Hemerocallis breeder working early on with tetraploids, focusing on clear pastel colors 
for many years, but also producing some intense bicolors. His mother Ida worked with him in the production of valuable hybrids. 


Munson, Richard - botanical garden administrator, author. His Master's thesis at Cornell on dwarf conifer identification resulted in a very 
serviceable key. His Ph.D. on heather and heath cultivars was one of the first in horticultural taxonomy to integrate traditional and modern 
methods. 


Murawska, Arthur - Paeonia breeder. His ‘Princess Margaret’ was personally approved by Queen Elizabeth to bear this royal name. 1s that an 
honor in horticultural breeding or what?! 


Mush, Sandy - nurserywoman in NC USA specializing in herbs and relatived herbaceous perennials of many kinds. She has named some good 
cultivars among which is Rosmarinus officinalis 'Blue Lady’. Her rosemary ‘Shimmering Stars’ is a breakthrough, combining sprawing low habit 
with pinkish flowers. 


Naba, Kassho (1595-1648) - Japanese Prunus expert and the first person to ever write a book devoted to them. He documented and described 
many cultivars for the first time. 


Nakai, Takenoshi (d. 1882) - Japanese botanist, taxonomist, and plant explorer. He named many fine Japanese species. He explored the many 
islands of Japan and found many garden treasures. 


Nakamura, Yoshikazu - Japanese Clivia expert and nurseryman (Clivia Plantation), he grows the finest of both western and Asian cultivars, 
numbering over 50,000 plants in inventory. His collection of rare cultivars is considered amongst the finest ever assembled. 


Nannenga-Bremekamp, N.E. - Hedera expert and author of a good modern work on ivies. 


Naylor, J.M. - best known for discovering x Cupressocyparis leylandii the second time around, after his uncle Chris Leyland. ‘Naylor's Blue! honors 
him and is today one of the better clones for blue color. 


Neal, O.M. - Ilex breeder 


Nearing, Guy (1890-1986) - New Jersey-based, American horticulturist, writer, poet (6 books), landscape painter, chess master, fold dancer, 
inventor, lepidote Rhododendron breeder known for the Guyencaurt series, and expert on lichens and fungi, especially wild eastern US mushroom 
species. All this diverse talent resulted his tributes calling him a modern renaissance man. ‘Purple Gem’ (small, violet, hardy below zero), ‘Mary 
Fleming’ (1959, 3-4 ft., luscious peach-apricot), ‘Windbeam’ (1930's, dwarf to compact, very cold hardy, apricot-pink opening near white, 
evergreen small foliage, seedless so no deadheads), and 'Ramapo' (dwarf, near blue), are three of his best in the Rhodie realm. One can also 
give high praise to his 'Boulodes’ (light tinged medium pink, floriferous, hardy to -15 F.) and R. catawbiense var. album 'Catanea' with Joe Gable 
(blush, big heads, hardy to -20 deg. F.). He worked with Joe Gable and the two of them were pioneers in cold hardy, floriferous hybrids. 
Literature documents his personal tribulations that includes tuberculosis, blindness, financial failure, and flooding of his Ridgewood Nursery. 


Nearing's THE LICHEN BOOK (1947) is important in that field and his 70 illustrations are legendary today. His created a number of common 
names for these lichens too. He graduated from the University of Pennsylvania in 1911 as a Phi Beta Kappa members, later studying botany are 
Harvard and Columbia. His obit appears in the NY Times. His inventions in horticulture including the "Nearing Frame", a short of inexpensive cold 
frame which included shading with large amounts of wood on on side and a liftable smaller wire frame below it. He used this design to produce a 
large number of rooted cuttings without much expensive in the least aount of time. 


Nelson, Durrel (Dr.) - breeder of Pelargium x asperum ‘Charity’, a cultivar thal 
margins, 


at once aromatic and colorful with bright cream to yellow 


Nelson, K. - Iris expert and cultivar registrar. 


Nichols, Lester P. (Dr.) - professor of plant pathology at Penn. State University. He devoted over 30 years to evaluating ornamental Malus for 
disease resistance and brought true scientific decernment to a difficult and complex problem. Not only did his work tell millions of people what 
should be grown but it directed breeders to locate the very finest breeding stock of documentable and clear origins. His mission to product the 
durable "all seasns ornamental" was a message heard not only in the International Ornamental Crabapple Saciety but around the horticulture 
world, 


Nichols, N.P. - nurseryman (Nichols Garden Nursery), herb expert. and introducer of many fine ornamental herbs. 


Nijnatten, Andre van - Zundert-based Dutch nurseryman known for Acer campestre ‘Carnival’ among other new cultivars. His highly variegated 
Halesia monticola 'Yellow Blush’ is surely to become a hit. 


Nixon, C. William (Ph.D.) - founder of the Sempervivum Fancier's Association, breeder of many important Sempervivum and Jovibarba cultivars. 
Noll, Viadyslaw - Warsaw-based Clematis breeder known for the remarkable C. ‘Niobe! with its rich velvety blackish-purple tones. 
Nolting, G. - annual cultivar expert and registrar. 


Nosal, Mathew A. - Ilex breeder. His Ilex crenata ‘John Nosal' is a dwarf, columnar male clone of merit. Ilex aquifolium 'Rabet Brown' (among his 
many hybrids in that species) is conical, net, and a good pollinator. 


O'Brien, Bart - Horticultural Director, Rancho Santa Ana Botanical Garden, CA, Heuchera expert, developer of Heuchera cultivars for western US 


gardens. His Heuchera 'Rosada' (12 inches, coral flowers, light green leaves, floriferous). His work continues the Heuchera breeding of Lee Lenz 
of the Rancho Santa Ana B.G. since the 1950's and Dara Emory in the 1980's, Bart is a co-author with Carol Bornstein and David Fross in 
CALIFORNIA NATIVE PLANTS FOR THE GARDEN (2006). 


Offenthal, Rolf - developer of hardy Geranium, Potentilla, and Radgersia cvs. 


‘Ohwi, J. - Japanese botanist and author of Flowering Cherries of Japan (1973). He is botanical author of man taxa including Prunus pendula 
Maxim f. ascendens (Makino) Ohwi and Cercidiphllum japonicum f. pendulum (Miyoshi) Ohwi. 


O'Keefe, ? - NY grower whose Dianthus barbatus ‘Nigricans' with dark red, blackish flowers and white anthers proved a hit. We do not know if 
this parent of the modern dark 'Sooty' came from him but we do know it was at NYBG in 1930. ‘Nigricans' was known fram about 1870. Andorra 
Nurseries near Phily grew it in 1907. 


Oliver, Charles - nurseryman (Primrose Path), Heuchera, Phlox, and Tiarella breeder. He also grows a very wide range of Primula, 


Olmsted, Frederick Law ("FLO")(1822-1903) - America's greatest landscape architect and one who utilized superior ornamentals are every 
‘opportunity. He was also a journalist, social critic, and public adminsitrator. His design work in Washington DC (mainly the Capitol Grounds, 
American University) and Central Park are legendary. If have seen the great entrance drive to the Biltmore Estate and Garden in Asheville NC, 
you know of his admirable work with Alfred Pinchott, America’s first great forestor. His commissions and consultations are so numerous and 
important | must of necessity for space refer my reader to this site:

His work on Standardized Plant Names brought stability to nomenclature - how many landscape architects would be concerned with accurate 
taxonomy these days? "FLO" as he Is affectionately knawn is honored by a US postage stamp. 


Olmsted, Terry - Begonia breeder. 


Olsen, Richard (Dr.) - geneticist and woody plant breeder at the US National Arboretum ince 2006. Dr. Olsen is an expert in triploid, non-invasive 
woody plants and has a special interest in Catalpa and xChitalpa from his Ph.D. work under Dr. Tom Ranney at North Carolina State University. 
He has been a student of Drs. 

Raulston, Dirr, and Ranney - a hard to beat combination of mentors. 


Orton, Elwin - woody plant expert, breeder, and evaluator at Rutgers University. Known for numerous important introductions in Ilex, 
Pyracantha, and Cornus - the later including a series of important hybrids of Cornus kousa x Cornus florida. His Rutgers page. His genetic dwarf 
Hex crenata are now given the name Jersey Pigmy Group. His recent dogwoods VENUS and STARLIGHT are sure to change our perspective on 
the genus around the world, VENUS regularly have inflorescences of 6-7 inches from one bract tip to the opposite! 


Ossorio, Alfonso - artist, Long Island conifer collector known for his breathtaking, creative, and sometimes eccentric use of colorful conifers. His, 
designs opened the eyes of nurseryman and designers alike as well as promoted superior, new cultivars. A golden Sciadopitys named 'Ossorio's 
Gold’ from his estate Is named for him 


Oudolf, Piet - Dutch perennial expert and breeder. His Salvia 'Pink Delight’ (2000) is a truly important cross despite having a very simple name. 
‘Owens Clarience - Hosta breeder. 


Pagels, Ernst - perennial expert and breeder. Recently intraduced some improved Veronicastrum selections. His Epimedium grandiflorum ‘Lilafee’ 
in dwarf form is getting worldwide distribution. Another of his popular finds is Perovskia ‘Filigran', a very durable, long-blooming perennial, 


Pagen, F..J. - Neriumn expert and author OLEANDERS: NERIUM L. AND THE OLEANDER CULTIVARS (1988). 
Palmer, Lewis - well known for his Agapanthus ‘Headbourne' hybrids. Most of the major cultivars in that genus trace to his pioneering crosses. 
Parker, P.F. - author of a computer database and program to Identify Fuchsia cultivars. 


Parkinson, John (1567-1650) - British herbalist and apothecary from London who worked for King James | among other royals. Accordig to Aiton, 
Dr. Parkinson introduced about 40 kinds of trees and shrubs from North American and Europe to English gardens. 


Parkman, Francis - historian and pioneering Lilium breeder of the 1800's. Lilium parkmanii and the famed Parkman crabapple are named for him. 


Parks, Clifford - Taxonomist at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, Camellia breeder, and nurseryman (Camellia Forest). He is credited 
with many breakthroughs in understanding modern Camellia taxonomy and cytology. This expertise has extended to his own breeding program 
which (as you can see fram the link) is quite successful. 


Parsons, Samuel Bowne - early, influential American nurseryman (1838 onward), Quaker, community leader in Queens NY. Introduced and 
named new cultivars, producing as many as 2.5 million trees a year. Cornus florida f. rubra, Cornus kousa, Acer palmatum, and Fagus sylvatica 
'Pendula’ were among their popular introductions to the US. The famous Flushing Weeping Beech planted in 1847 (died 1998) was a designated 
landmark for decades. They also selected and popularized the Parson's juniper to gardens though It is unclear if they selected it or merely 
‘obtained it from Dr. George Hall. Prince Nursery was a competitor in their time as was the Long Island Hick's Nursery in later years. Parsons was 
used by the legendary F.L. Olmsted in stocking his Central Park design with great trees and shrubs. 


Paskesen, Edward - Fuchsia breeder known for his superior orange double including ‘Eternal Flame’ (1971) 
Paterson, Mrs. Frank - Canadian lilac collector and breeder. She named about 4 major clones. 
Paterson, G. - New Zealander who gave us Pittosporum tenuifolium ‘Irene Paterson’, a truly fine variegate. 


Patterson, Cecil (1892-1961) - Professor and Department Head, Department of Horticulture, University of Saskatoon. In 1934, he began work on 
pretty hardy Lilium for north climates. He produced fine pastel hybrids involving L. davidii var,. willmontiae and L. cernuum, including ‘Burnished 
Rose’, ‘Apricot Glow’, and ‘White Princess’. His ‘Lemon Queen’ and 'Edith Cecilia’ were used at Oregon Bulb Farm in the development of thier 
noted Harlequin Hybrids, giving erect-flowered Asiatics in new colors and with durability. 


Paul, William - British nurseryman and expert on Ilex and Hedera among many genera. As early as 1868 he was offering over 40 different ivy 
cultivars for sale. 


Payne, David (with David Stone) - nurseryman (Stone and Payne), Lilium breeder known for the Connecticut Hybrid Group. Their ‘Connecticut 
Yankee! (1959) was a breakthrough and still respected today. ‘Red Velvet',a reflexed red remains a popular offering now in 2011. He is not 


related, we believe, to William E. Payne who wrote the MONOGRAPH ON LILIUM TIGRINUM in 1870. 


Payne Theodore (d. 1963) - California nurseryman who started with Germain's Seeds and later started his own nursery to promote Cal natives as 
landscape and naturalizing plants. At one time he offered 500 different CA species, many not available elsewere. The Theodore Payne Foundation 
for Wild Flowers and Native Plants continues his work 


Pearce, Brett - Fareham, England-based Pelargonium breeder, working mostly with the regal type of hybrid. 


Pearce, Richard - introduced the first tuberous Begonia to modern gardens (c. 1864), working for Veitch and Sons. He followed Lobb in collecting 
in Chile and introduced many fine species including Araucaria araucana. Among his Begonia discoveries were the important 8. veitchii, B. 
boliviensis, and B. pearcei. John Seden of the Veitch firm worked with his introductions to produce important early hybrids. 


Peck, Virginia (Dr.) - leading expert on cytology and tetraploid induction in daylily cultivars, starting her working the the 1960's. Her wavy, 
slightly reflexed 'Hudson Valley’ (1971) in yellow with green tones won an Award of Merit. Her ‘Dance Ballerina Dance’ (1976) with large, super- 
undulate flowers in luscious apricot-pink became a classic and instant hit. 


Pennell, Walter - nurseryman (Pennell & Sons Nursery) and Clematis breeder, known for C. 'C.W. Dowman’ and 'John Warren’ 


Pernet-Ducher, Joseph - Lyon-based, French rose breeder working from about 1898 to 1920. His 'Etiole de France! (1904) was a breakthrough 
with robust, erect plants, few thorns, "handsome bronzy green" leaf, long buds in bright velvety crimson (center more cerise), each being very 
fragrant and long-blaoming. It was best big red rose for years. 


Perry, Amos - British nurseryman who bred perennials including daylilies and several Papaver. He also bred Kniphofia 'Maid of Orleans’. He also 
raised Lavandula 'Bowles Early’ and spectacular Lychnis x haageana hybrids, 


Perry, Leonard - University of Vermont professor, herbaceous perennial expert, lecturer, and author. His Perry's Perennial Pages is world famous. 
Evaluations of Monarda linked here. 


Peterson, J.A. 
Petit, Ted. L. - author of THE NEW ENCYCLOPEDIA OF DAYLILIES (2008). 
Petryszyn, Olga - Hosta breeder, known for ‘Blue Hawail’ 


early American breeder of Begonia (1908). 


Pfeiffer, Norma (1889-1989) - researcher with the Boyce Thompson Institute who pioneered breeding with Liltum auratum and L. speciosum. She 
also published on the topics of pollen storage, propagation, bulb dormancy, and fasciation in the genus, producing over 50 articles for the N. 
‘American Lily Society. Jan deGraaf credits her in part for his own success. Her knowledge of plant pathology led to seedlings more durable and 
healthy, the Terrace City Hybrid Group (L. martagon var. album x L. handsonil) among these. Her crosses involving L. auratum var. 
platyphyllum, L. speciosum, L. japonicum, and L. rubellum were used at Oregon Bulb Farms in the development of superior clones including 'Pink 
Glory’ and ‘Imperial Pink’. 


Pfitzer, Wilhelm - the first serious Phlox breeder (1867). His firm is also famous for the Pitzer juniper, a hybrid that was probably introduced by 
Father David of Davidia fame. His Canna breeding work in the 1890's and some like ‘Pfitzer's Cherry Red’ honor the ald Stuttgart nursery. 


Philip, Chris - founder of the famous Plant Finder now owned by the RHS and found online. 
Phillips, Ed - British Clematis breeder from BUsheyfields Nursery, Kent. His 'Lemon Chiffon’ is a remarkable product much loved today. 


Phillips, Rodger - garden photographer and author of breathtaking books on perennials and shrubs. 
Pierot, Suzanne - gardening expert known best for The Ivy Book which brought popularity, sense, and clarity to the troubled genus of Hedera. 


Pickard, A.A. - British breeder of Magnolia, many of which have his surname as the prefix. ‘Pickard's Ruby' seems to be very popular today. 
Magnolia grandiflora 'AnnePickard' Is a delightful plant with gold-mottled foliage and since it is a sport of hardier ‘Saint George' it has promise for 
collections everywhere. 

Picton, Paul - British aster expert, nurseryman (Old Court). His book is available from this link. 
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Pierson, F.R. (Company) - major American greenhouse grower of house plants and flowers, originator of numerous Nephrolepis cultivars. 
Pittman, Hortense - Ms. Pittman from Texas is one of the most admired, prolific (570 named cultivars), and creatives breeders of Saintpaulia, an 
AVSA Hall of Frame honoree. She served as President of the American Violet Society from 1993 to 1995. If we ask AV collectors, there is simply 
no Such thing as a bad Pittman cultivar. They are all showy and many ground-breaking for their unique combination of useful traits. Beginning 
her ambitious breeding program in 1977, her star cultivars include ‘Precious Red!, the diverse Jolly Series, ‘Orchid Trail’, and ‘Celina Dark Velvet’. 
Pirone, Pascal P - leading expert in pathology of ornamental plants who did much to help all of us grow the plants we love most, 

Pole, R.B. - perennial collector, breeder known best for Achillea ‘Coronation Gold’. She was probably the first to have made the Salvia x sylvestris 
cross. 

Pollock, Warren |. - Hosta expert and author of many articles on same, 

Poor, Janet Meakin - known for her Plants That Merit Attention which promotes and features a great many fine ornamentals in their best light. 
Porter, J.W. and Elleen - Erica breeders. Some of their cvs. bear the Porter name. 


Potanin, Girgari (1835-1920) - Russian scientist and plant collector. He also collected zoological specimens on his trips as well as did military 
surveillance! He worked in Siberia, Mongolia Tibet, and central Asia. The lovely Syringa potaninii is named for him as is a species of larch. He is 
credited with improving the intellectual climate of the still isolated Siberia and helped found Irkutsk University. Maximowicz followed up on many 
of his notes and early travels. 


Poulsen, ? - leading rose breeder, nurseryman. 
Poulsen, D.T. - known for Clematis hybrid VINO. 

Praeger, R.L. - Sedum expert whose 300+ page work on garden sedum has yet to be topped. 
Praskac, Franz - developer of many recent hardy Geranium cultivars. 


Preston, Isabella (1881-1965) - British-born (Lancaster), Canadian pioneer in the late-flowering Syringa. She also bred some cold hardy Malus in 
the Rosybloom Group and a series of good Siberian iris. The hybrid species S. x prestoniae honors her. About 47 of lilacs have reached the trade. 
Her work involved the species S. villosa, S. reflexa, and S. josikaea to give new traits and lateness of bloom. One can literally state that her work 
made lilacs bloom later in the world's great gardens. In 1916 she bred L. sargentiae to L. regale, giving many good seedlings, leading to the 
Stenographer Series named for secretaries at the Experiment Station. Her work was incorporated in later products of the Oregon Bulb Farm. The 
North American Lily Society's Isabella Preston Trophey is given to the best lily presented at their show. 


Among Ms. Preston's popular writings are GARDEN LILIES (1930) and LILIES FOR EVERY GARDEN (1947), bath of historical interest and worth 
acquiring for the serious garden library.

Petryszyn, Olga - Hosta breeder. 


Pride, Orlando (Lanny) - azalea and thodie breeder who work in colder parts of PA USA. 
Primich, Nicholas William (b. 1933) - Clivia grower and founder of the Clivia Club. That newsletter allowed hundreds of collectors and breeders to 
share seeds, plants, and ideas, improving the genus in a way not done in decades before. The Club now handles registration of new cultivars and 
handles judging and standards for shows of that terrific genus around the world, 


Prince, Robert - American's first nurseryman (Prince's Nursery , Flushing, New York founded 1737). He helped plant the streets of New York and 
Surrounding states as they matured to large cities. He was one of the first to grow plants discovered by Lewis and Clark on their expeditions. 
While the business first thrived on practical fruit crops (42 pear cultivars, 33 plums, etc), they expanded to include street trees and other 
ornamentals. Among their many famous customers was George Washington who is said to acquired several fruit trees for his estate, Prince was 
a competitor of Parsons Nursery. 


Prince, William - grandson of American nursery pioneer Robert Prince, nurseryman (Prince Nurseries of Flushing Landing, New York) and ane of 
the first great promoters of rare, new, and superior ornamentals in the New World. Their Linnean Botanic Garden grew to 111 acres. In many 
ways, Prince Nurseries led to the great nursery culture of New York, Long Island, and New Jersey. Their influence on the great estates of the 
Hudson River is unrivaled, Prince's Treatise on Horticulture of 1828 was one the first important American books on serious gardening. His 1846 
MANUAL OF ROSES was a big seller. Their dynasty ended in 1865 with closure of the nursery and botanic garden. 


Pringle, James.S. (Dr.) - taxonomist at the Royal Botanic Garden, Hamilton, Ontario. Clematis and Syringa expert. He worked with Joan Brown 
and Hugh Pearson including crosses of some very rare species. 


Pritchard, Maurice - British nurseryman (Christchurch, Hants.) specializing in hardy Geranium. His firm also produced Campanula ‘Isabel’ (still 
popular in 2011), Gladiolus, Geum, Iris, Paeonia, Phlox, Chrysanthemum caccineum (pyrethrum), and some Hemerocallis. 


Probst, Darrell - world's expert in garden Epimedium and breeder of many fine clones from It. His Lysimachia congestiflora ‘Persian Chocolate’ is 
also a real treasure. He also works in Tricyrtis with T. affinis 'Lunar Landing’ with subtle bicoored green variegation being a fav of variegation 
nuts and shade plant collectors. His dwarf T. ‘Lemon Twist’ in dwarf with yellow flowers is also a new find of merit. 


Pronk, Teunis J. - Dutch developer of Heuchera cultivars, many with the Big Top prefix. 


Proudley, Brian & Valerie - Erica and Calluna experts and authors of leading book called Heathers in Colour. They also wrote a popular Fuchsia 
book. 


Praypek, Walger and Sybil - Hemerocallis breeders of note. Their variegated leaf ‘Secured Borders’ is colorful much of the year and has good 
flowers too. 

Pugsley, ? - breeder of several Bergenia cultivars. 

Purdom, William (1880-1921) - British plant explorer who worked mainly in China and other parts of Asia. He traveled with his friend Farrer to 
Kansu and later visited Shensi and Shansi. Viburnum farreri was named for his friend. He died in Peking in 1921. 


Purdy, Carl (1861-1945) - plant explorer and self-taught horticulturist specializing in California natives and favoring bulbous genera and Pacific 
Coast species of Iris. He is considered one of the first American experts in geophyte taxonomy. Not only did he study native populations but he 
bred more garden-worthy, curious hybrids and sold them worldwide. He was also a collector of and scholar on native tribe ("indian") basketry. 


Working with garden material, he collected in the wild to get more species and color forms, ultimately needing to start a nursery to share his 
finds. Working in Ukiah and elsewhere in Medocino Co. he also distributed Burbank creations, a man with wham he cooperated in bulb breeding. 
He loved Liliium (lilies). He was the author of many bulb sections in LH Bailey's Cyclopedia of Horticulture as well as articles for the Proceeding of 
the California Academy of Sciences; quite an accomplishment for a man lacking formal degrees. He was also consulted in the development of 
Jepson's FLORA OF CALIFORNIA. His BULBS AND WILF FLOWER SEEDS OF CALFIFORNIA is a work of historical value. Brodiaea purdyi, found by 
him, is named in his honor. A REVISION OF THE GENUS CALOCHORTUS (1901) and PURDY'S BULBS FOR FALL PLANTING remain treasures for 
any library. His lists of plants date from 1896 to about 1932 and are found in notable catalog collections. The great Graham Stuart Thomas said 
"one of my trasured old nurseries of 1931-32 was from Carl Purdy, of Ukiah, California. In it are two colour plates - extreme in pikant catalogues 
of that time - one of Calochorus hybrids, quite enough to make one’s mouth water". 


Pyne, Ken - British breeder of Clematis including the stunning bicolored ‘Andromeda’ and semi-dOuble ‘Lilactime’. 
Randolf, L.F. - Iris expert and author. His book Garden Irises has been very popular. 


Randalf, Paul - Verona PA grower who virtually invented the modern, self-branching ivy in the 1920's with his mutation ‘Pittsburgh’. 


Rankin, Jesse and Ruth - North Carolina nursery owners known today for their extension collection of Ilex opaca. They found over a dozen yellow- 
fruited clones alone. Their knowledge and free sharing of plants made this species more popular throughout the US and the world. 


Rankin, John (Dr.)(1891-1976) - American physician and plant collector. His large gardens at one time had over 500 different Syringa cultivars 
which he later used to make his own crosses. A few of his 25 cultivars of lilac are offered today. Father Fiala states that ‘Edith Braun' (dark 
magenta-purple) is one of this very finest introductions. 


Ranney, Tom (Ph.D.. Cornell University) - Professor of Horticulture at N.C. State University, woody plant evaluation expert and breeder. The 
website of the Mountain Crop Improvement Lab™ is recommended here: hitp:/

Raulston, J.C. - Professor of horticulture at N.C. State University, founder of the Raulston Arboretum, introducer of many new plants, lecturer, 
nursery industry expert, and author. There are interesting accounts of his worldwide travels and large files on his many new cultivars on the 
‘Arboretum's site. J.C. was one of the century's leading evangelists for new, superior ornamentals. Among his favorite genera which he built large 
collections of are the genera Nandina, Styrax, and Cercis. 


Rawdon, Lanny - nurseryman at Arborvillage Nurseries, MO USA. If you are looking for rare trees in the US you will find this nursery sooner or 
later. Cornus racemosa ‘Cinderella’ is one of this recent discoveries. 


Reath, David - Veterinarian by profession, by hobby a Paeonia breeder who worked with A.P. Saunders collections and named a number of 
popular cultivars. He also worked in the genera of Iris, Narcissus, and Hosta. Brother Charles of Mission Gardens, Techney, Illinois was his 
mentor in Paeonia development. His semi-double clone of Paeonia rockil is widely respected today as is P. 'Golden Era’, a fertile single yellow 
Useful in both breeding and display work. 


Reckamp, Charles - leading Hemerocallis (daylily) breeder, associated with Missions Gardens, working from the 60's and for three decades total. 
Like Orville Fay, Brother Reckamp loved the pastels, focusing with lightning intelligence to make them better. Later years showed these pastels 
with a gold edge and lots of tepals undulation, many early and large. His 1968 intro ‘Holy Grail’, a creamy-yellow, thick tetra remained popular 
for 40 years and influenced later breeding work. In later years he worked with Klehm family and so some of his work bears the Reckamp-Klehm 
badge. Some clones like his notable 'Techney Spider’ (Reckamp-Klehm 1987) bear the Techny Series name, this famous clone being of narraw 
(hence spidery) tepals, much ruffled and crisped, a blend of pale yellow and cream. 


Reed, Sandra - Research Geneticist at the US National Arboretum with a focus on ornamentals. Her work of late converges on Hydrangea 
breeding and her interspecific crosses sound absolutely the stuff of dreams. Her focus with Hydrangea includes interspecific combos, flower 
colors, dwarfness, hardiness, remontant flowering, and general adaptability. She has developed new breeding techniques applicable to 
Hydrangea and likely other shrub genera. Other research concentrates on pink-flowered, compact Clethra including interspecifics there. Frost- 
resistant, late-leafing Styrax are in the works. Mildew resistance in Cornus is underway. Even variegation in Callicarpa has been studied. In my 
opinion, Drs. Pooler, Reed, and Olsen signal the return of the USNA to greatness in creating yummy, useful, highly commercial, and scientifically 
superior woody plants. Breathtaking is within their range. Changing the woody world deeply is attainable and I'll predict that 2020 will signal 
them all as transforming stars of modern landscape. When you next grumble about federal taxes, take a look at the USNA website and pretend 
all your money goes to this hyper-talented, dedicated, and highly informed group of people. It is no mistake that it takes about six Ph.D.'s to 
even begin to replace Don Egolf. 

Reeves, John (1774-1856) - British tea inspector working in China, He spent his free time studying the rich garden flora of that land, introducing 


good varieties of mums and azaleas to the UK . His study, culture, flowering, and introduction of Wisteria sinensis to western gardens (England 
1816) remains his signal accompllishment. The epithet reevesii in our literature often honors his work.

Regal's GARTENFLORA periodical volume 25 (1876) is full of lovely and historically valuable prints in both color and B&W. Calathea undulata is a 
valid taxon today but it's somewhat merky whether C.u.

Regal, Eduard (Ph.D.) - known for his editorship of GARTENFLORA, a very important horticultural periodical of the mid to late 18th century. He 
also wrote a monograph on the genus Allium which remains very rare and only found in mature, older botanical libraries. His DIE ARTEN DER 
GATTUNG DRACAENA (1868) is a short monograph of that confusing genus. He also wrote at least two European floras.

While Rehder’s famous MANUAL is not available for copyright-free downloading or sampling, some works like his SYNOPSIS OF THE GENUS 
LONICERA are free online. In this sample above he incorporated a taxonomic key (Je, BB. and CC.) with new taxa described as var. nov. (new 
variety) or comb. nov. (new combination) 
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Wilson and Rehder's A MONOGRAPH OF AZALEAS is a superb, primary document in the study clonal introductions to the US and Western world in 
general. Here is a short catalog of cultivars which came to the west from Mr. Akashi in 1919 and following years. Regrettably they did not provide 
any plates, color or greyscale in this fine work. In his usual, meticulous manner, Rehder described a great many garden hybrid crosses,

Rehder, Alfred (1863-1949) - Waldenburg, Saxony born, American horticulturist and wood plant taxonomist at Harvard University's famous 
Arnold Arboretum, one of the 20th century's leading woody plant experts around the world. Few horticultural taxonomists have had a much 
influence on modern nomenclature. His MANUAL OF CULTIVATED TREES AND SHRUBS (1927) influenced decades of both botanists and 
horticulturists in their understanding of woodies. He was co-Editor of the J ournal of Arnold Arboretum since 1919 and is always associated with 
that noble, distinguished organization. His articles in the J.A.A. included descriptions in English and Latin of a great many new species, hybrid 


species, and varieties that are often considered cultivars now. Rehder tended to use the botanical rank of forma or f. for his cultivars. 


Many serious woody plant scholars find his amazing BRADLEY BIBLIOGRAPHY of literature not only valuable to this day, stunningly detailed, and 
informative to the last citation, He was also co-author with E.H. Wilson of PLANTAE WILSONAE and A MONOGRAPH OF AZALEAS (1921). Our 
minor but important works include SYNOPSIS OF THE GENUS LONICERA (1903). Rehder collected, studied, described, and named literally 
hundreds of cultivars, many of them vital in modern landscapes. His Manual was unsurpassed for decades and still valuable for its Keys today. He

Reinelt, Frank - Czech-born plant breeder who worked in California (1925 onward), his firm being Vetterle and Reinelt (Capitola, California). Their 
catalogs from the 1940's are quite fine references. While Delphinium elatum and kin were considered "perennials" most did not last for more than 
‘a couple of years and could be even less enduring in warm California climates. He decided to fix that problem. 
‘His Delohinium Elatum Group ‘Pacfc Gants! are the basis of mast durable madern hybrids and he is often considered the father of the madern delphinium. This incuded the king Arthur

Reiter, Victor (2727-1989) - San Francisco, California nurseryman (La Rochette Nursery), plantsman, plant collector, plant breeder, who 
originated a good many fine cultivars. He was a founder of the California Horticultural Society in the 1930's and worked with what is now the 
Strbing Arboretum in building collections of rare trees. He is known for his "Secret Garden" that held many rare and unique taxa. He flowered 
many rare trees for the first time there including Magnolia campbell, He wrote NOTES ON THE HISTORY OF FUCHSIA BREEDING (1945). He is 
apparently the Victor Reiter who managed the Oakland and Palace Hotels but that man may have been his father as the horticulturist was known 
in the area there as Victor Reiter Jr.

Htto://wwWw.grahamrice.com offers many useful articles on annuals, 
beddings plants, and his our writings. 


Rinz, | - breeder of Ghent Hybrid azaleas in the late 1800's 
Riviere, Michel - Crest, France-based Paeonia breeder (from 1849 onward) and nurseryman (Rutton and Riviere). His LE MONDE FABULEUS DES 
PIVOINES was an important French language book on the genus. His son Jean Luc continued the breeding work until about 6 generations of 
crosses. 

Rober, Ernest - California Pelargonium breeder who developed many large-flowered zonals in new and bright colors. He is credited with hundreds 
of named clones. His scented hybrid 'Rober's Lemon Rose’ c. 1940 is a lemon-rose blend of the highest quality and is found in many herb 
catalogs to this day. 


Roberson, Robert - Grain Valley, Missouri breeder of Canna in the Can Do Series. 
Roberts, Don - breeder of superior Lavandula cultivars including the noteworthy 'Buena Vista’ and 'Sachet’ 


Robinson, Charles (1908-) - born in Lancashire, England, he attended the famous J ohn Innes Horticultural Institute and later Kew Gardens. He 
moved to Canada in 1946 where he continued his study of Lilium developed since 1928. His cross fo L. candidum var. salonikae x L. 
monadelphum produced ‘June Fragrance’, a mast respected and fascinating clone. He worked to add color variations to the Asiatic Group of 
hybrids, emphasizing not only colors but fragrane, bud count, floral texture, and cold hardiness. His ‘Fiery Sunset’ (1980) is a notable 
accomplishment along that line. Lagter he worked to developed red bars and ribs in hybrids. His germplasm inspired some of the Columbia-Platte 
hybrids from Oregon Bulb Farms. 


Robinson, Olive Ma - Saintpaulia breeder and wife of Ralph Robinson, both at famous Violet Barn of Naples, New York. 


Ralph Robinson's Saintpaulla ‘Rob's Humpty Doo’, a trailing semi-miniature with masses of pretty, narrow-petalled white flowers. 


Robinson, Ralph Dr. - College Prof turned Saintpaulia nurseryman and world class breeder from Naples, NY. The ‘Rob's Series of hybrids have 
won awards around the world, being among the most unique and creatives miniature and semi-miniature cultivars, offering unusual traits, double 
flowers, complex leaf variegations, and bicolored flowers not imagined before. Working with his wife, Olive Ma Robinson, their cultivar

Rock, Joseph (1884-1962) - Vienna born plant collector, Rhododendron expert, ethnologist, ornithogist, photographer, and botanist. His work 
was sponsored by the USDA, National Geographic Society, and Harvard University. He introduced many ornamental plants (mainly conifers, 
Rhododendron, Potentilla, Primula) and used his knowledge of eight languages to assist in his travels. Paeonia rockil is named for him. He also 
produced a history and dictionary of the Nakhi (Naxi) people of Yunnan, China and their language. Fourteen years of writings where sunk in 1944 
when the Japanese sunk the SS Richard Hovey headed to the US. He also established the first herbarium at the University of Hawaii in 1911, now 
named for him. It has been said that his writings inspired James Hilton to write of the fictional kingdom known as Shangri-La. 


Rodd, Edward - nurseryman with Raraflora Nursery, PA. He has named some dwarf Acer palmatum including ‘Elizabeth. 


Roderick, Wayne - introducer of superior cultivars of native California plants. A number of his introductions are offered by Native Sons. 


Rodigas, M. - Belgium-based Professor at the Ecole d'Horticole de L'Etat, horticulturist, known for pioneering Phlox breeding in the mid 19th 
century, naming some 70 cultivars. His clone "Van Houttei' (c. 1839, named for Louis van Houtte) is thought to be the first named clone with 
striped or pinwheel-type coralla markings. Louis van Houtte purchased it from him in 1940 with naming rights for 1200 francs. 


Rogers, Owen Maurice (Ph.D.) - University of New Hampshire horticulturist and plant breeder. He is known lilac expert and wrote one of the most 
complete checklists to that group. Working with university stock from Professors Yaeger, Meader, and Pike, he has produced some wonderful S. x 
prestoniae and S. x josiflex hybrids. His UNH Research Garden is an important collection of many genera. He compiled the TENTATIVE 
INTERNATIONAL REGISTER OF CULTIVAR NAMES IN THE GENUS SYRINGA (1976), an important work before the recent publications of Fiala and 
Vrugtman. He received man International Lilac Society awards including the Director's Award, Honors and Achievement Award, and Arch McKean

Rogerson, Brewster - Professor of English at Kansas State Univ. and Clematis expert. 


Rollisson's stunning golden tricolor Pelargonium ‘The Moonstone! from a plate in Volume 8 of THE FLORAL MAGAZINE (1869) was a thriller for the 
time. 


Rollisson, William (Sr.: 1765-1842) and Nursery - Tooting, Surrey, England-based nurserymen including sons (c. 1798-1870), producing many 
original cultivars. Over the years, the family operation worked widely with tropical plants, notably orchids but also bred roses for outdoors. W. 
Robinson Sr. is mentioned in Aiton's Hortus Kewensis (1811), noting his importation of many rare species in genus Erica. One of their early ads 
referred to their stock as "Sub-tropical and Ornamental-follage plants..as well as a general seed catalogue", mentioning also the improved 
‘Rollison's Variety’ of greenhouse cucumber also called 'Telegraph’. Potentilla ‘William Rollisson' is stil a hit today, widely offered around the 
temperate gardening world. He also wrote ALPINE FLOWERS, an early work on the subject and they begun the influential THE GARDEN: 
ILLUSTRATED WEEKLY JOURNAL OF GARDENING IN ALL IT'S BRANCHES. 


Rose, Peter - British ivy expert and author of a leading book on Hedera (1980). He revisited the genus and succeeded in matching up old 
European garden plants with the old concepts of Paul and Hibberd. 


Ross, Henry - Director of Gardenview Horticultural Park in Ohio and Malus expert. His plants Malus ‘Coralburst’ and ‘White Cascade’ are distinct, 


and showy. His use of polyploids for double-flowered and weeping clones broke new ground. 
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Rothrock’s CATALOGUE OF TREES AND SHRUBS in Philly's Fairmont Park (1880) is an amazing inventory of rare plants grown there and then, 
many of these unknown in the US today.

Rothrock, Joseph T. - author of CATALOGUE OF TREES AND SHRUBS NATIVE OF OR INTRODUCED IN THE HORTICULTURAL GARDENS ADJACENT 
TO HORTICULTURAL HALL IN FAIRMOUNT PARK, PHILADELPHIA (1880), a wonderful inventory of important woodies cultivated in that wonderful 
collection. 


Rothschild, Lionel de - British estate gardener at Exbury, known for his work with the Knap Hill azalea hybrids of Waterer to imprave them. His 
work was $0 significant they are known often called the Knap Hill - Exbury hybrids. 


Rubtsoy, L.I. - Russian/Soviet Syringa expert and author. 
Ruh, P. - Hosta breeder. 
Ruprecht, Franz (1814-1870) - Russian botanist 


Russell, James - nurseryman (Sunningdale Nurseries), perennial expert, and collector. His nursery introduced numerous superior ornamentals. 
He was also a colleague of Graham Stuart Thomas. 


Picea pungens 'Moerheimi in their mature, powdery blue perfection at Hershey Gardens. This selection of Ruy's Moerheim Nursery c. 1912 was 
for years among the best blue spruce clones along with the Koster and other clones from Europe. The species Is a native of Colorado and we in 
the US ended up importing their best version of our germplasm to good effect.

the New World. We also know that Dr. Fred Meyer of the USDA visited them and introduced a good many fine plants to the US from their 
extensive offerings. 


Ruys, Bonne (1865-1950) - Dutch perennial nurseryman (Ruys, founding Moerheim Nurseries c. 1888, later named Royal Moerheim Nurseries), 
Dutch breeder of Phlox, Delphinium, Campanula, Caltha, Astilbe, Helenium, and Alstromeria. It is one of the most influential perennial nurseries 
of the 19th century and by accounts the largest perennial producer in Europe for a time. Wilhelmina "Mein" Ruys who worked much in garden 
design is his daughter, garden design being a more profitable aim after WWI! for the firm. The family firm closed in 1990, reorganizing later at 
the Moerheim Group with Moerheim New Plant and Moerheim Roses units. Their modern incarnation is found at http: //www,moerheim.com, 
representing a number of rose breeders with operations in Holland, India, and China.

Salley, Homer E, - author of RHODODENDRON HYBRIDS (1992) with Harold Greer, a widely consulted reference. His scholarly work was also 
included in RHODODENDRON AND AZALEAS RESEARCH: A DATABASE OF 1000 CITATIONS. 


Sampson, D.R. - Philadelphus breeder. His article "Breeding Philadelphus for double flower, purple center, and low stature" in Euphtica 14(2): 
150-160 should be useful to modern breeders. 


Sanders, D.F. - Orchid expert, breeder, and author. 


Santa Lucia, Vic - Hosta expert, known for H. ‘Alex Summers’ (1989) among others. 


‘Sample from Santamour and McArdle's detailed checklist of Acer saccharum cultivars (1982). Santamour's checklists always had complete 
citations, nursery history, and as precise descriptions as would fit. Following is a sample of their 1985 checklist of Tilia cultivars, most of these 
now freely available on the internet.

Santamour's Magnolia virginiana ‘Satelite’ was selected for cold hardiness in DC, remaining evergreen, good flower quality, and a neat single 
trunk. 


Santamour, Frank - Geneticist and Cytologist with the USDA, working at National Arboretum (since 1967), author of numerous woody plant 
cultivar checklists, expert in many genera. These checklists, some co-authored with Alice McArdle, are cited by nearly all woody plant authors of 
modern times. Many of their nomenclatural choices for confused and historically merky hybrids remain the choices of taxonomists today. His task 
for most of these decades was "genetics, breeding, and development of superior landscape trees", a task rare in the 60's and quite the dream job 
for someone of his talents. He is credited as the first US scientist to use genetics towards ornamental and landscape trees, nearly all previous 
tree genetics working in fruit and forest crops.

Sargent’s vast MANUAL OF THE TREES OF NORTH AMERICA (1922) remains a classic in new world dendrolagy, still widely cited. The hundreds of 
detailed, accurate black and white illustrations distinguished this tree flora from many before and since. This sample shows Acer saccharum var. 
Regallii Rehd. and var. sinosum Sargent. This work is based on the earlier SILVA OF NORTH AMERICA (1892) and CATALOGUE OF FOREST TREES 
OF NORTH AMERICA (1880) 


Sargent's FOREST FLORA OF J APAN (1892) was an immense revelation in the study of Asian woody plants, being quite a startling work at the 
time. It contained both botanical illustration and black and white photographs of trees in the wild or sometimes cultivated as in this grand row of 
Crypts. 


Sargent, Charles Sprague - Director of the Arnold Arboretum, prolific author an Asian and woody plants, and taxonomist. Bean describes his 
“admirable skill and energy” that brought hundreds of ornamental plants not only to America but to all of Europe. Indeed he did much to inform 
North Americans about the little known wonders that grew in their own woods at a time when rare, European species were often considered a 
status symbol. Many ornamentals bear his name including juniper and apple species. The C.S. Sargent Archives at the Amold Arb. are now 
online,

Sargent, Henry Winthrop - plant collector from Fishkill, New York, discoverer of the original weeping hemlock, Tsuga canadensis 'Pendula' (or by 
some systems 'Sargenti!’). Though his plants were associated with the Arnold Arboretum over the years, he is not the same person as Sargent, 
the AA's famous director. Some authors confuse the two men, especially as Prof. C.S. Sargent also had a fourth clone of weeping hemlock that 
did not bear the Sargent name. 


Sass, Hans (1868-1949) - Washington, Nebraska-based Paeonia and Iris breeder who enjoyed widespread success in the first part of the 20th 
century, working with his brother Jacob Sass. They worked mostly with P. lactiflora stock, giving us ‘Elsa Sass! (huge double white) and 'Sea 
Shell (pink single), both famous clones in the gardening world. 


Saul, Richard - nurseryman (ItSaul Plants, GA) and expert in superior selections and hybrids of US native plants. His Echinacea hybrids in colors 
from gold to orange and red are striking and compete more the well with Dr. Ault's creations from Chicago. 


Saunders, A.P. - breeder of numerous fine peonies, many of which still hold high merit today. Prof. Saunders was one of the most creative plant 
breeders of his time. He tried to Introduce every known species into his germplasm. 


Saunders, William - first Director of the Central Experimental Station in Ottawa and a early pioneer in plant evaluation. He was doing comparitive 
trials of herbaceous perennials in 1887 (which some modern professors seem to think they just invented) using a mile-long barder! 


Savage Jr, Philip | - Magnolia expert and author, working in Bloomfield Hills, Michigan, USA. He worked with many groups, including 
intersectional crosses with Magnolia virginiana, but is perhaps most famous for his 'Yellow Butterflies’, a fragrant, floriferous, and durable clone in 
true yellow. He began breeding in 1960 and was a founding member of the Magnolia Society, serving for a time as it's President. Cold hardiness, 

good valuable tepal colors, and frost-free late-flowering were among his breeding goals. ‘Big Dude’, large and colorful is another much-respected 

product of his labors. 


Savill, Sir Eric - British estate owner known for introducing many fine plants. His work with Windsor azalea hybrids is remarkable. He and his 
staff managed to raise over 12,000 seedlings a year for 25 years! 


Savory, Dennis P. - Hosta breeder known for many breakthroughts 
Scanlon, Edward H. - woody plant expert and originator of superior clones under the Scanlon and Olmstead names. 


Scarchuk, J ohn - University of Connecticut researcher who with J oseph Lent released Ocimum basilicum ‘Dark Opal’, one the more important 
‘ornamental herbs of the last few decades. 


Schacht, Wilhelm - herbaceous perennial expert and co-author with Jelitto of the monumental Hardy Herbaceous Perennials. 


‘Scheepers, John - bulb importer beginning in 1905. John Schepers & Co. became a large American bulb supplier. One of their most important 
promotions was introduction of lily-of-the-valley at affordable prices, making it a regular gem in American gardens. 


Schilling, Tony - botanist, plant collector, and introducer of many fine plants. His Hedychium densiflorum ‘Steven’ found in Nepal is a beautious 
thing of real quality, 


Schlauer, J. - expert on carnivorous ornamentals, author. 


Schmid, Thomas - developed of Miscanthus sinensis ‘Tiger Tail’, having uniform zebra-banding, thicker and more erect culms, and a height to 7 
feet or more. 


Schmid, W. George - leading Hosta expert, collector, and breeder. His monumental Hosta volume is a madel in horticultural taxonomy and 
brought sanity and clarity to that endlessly difficult genus. His articles in the Hosta Journal are also recommended. Most recently his Encyclopedia 
on shade-loving perennials has brought clarity and personal experience to this neglected group of herbaceous plants 


Schmidt, William - Pelargonium breeder from California. He worked mostly in the ivy, regal, and zonal groups. 'Grand Slam’ is one notable 
release, 


Schneider, Camillo K, (1876-1951) - Austrian botanist. He was a Syringa expert in his time, 
Scholihamer, Albert - German Phlox breeder whose work spanned more than 50 years. 'Pax' and ‘Summer Joy’ are two of his triumphs, 


Schwartz, Joseph (1846-) - French rose breeder, working first with the Guillot firm, working with Hybrid Perpetuals, Teas, Bourbons, and some 
Climbing Group clones. ‘Mme. Alfred Carriere’ may be his best production, a climber in white from blush, mother-of-pearl buds, small doubles in 
clusters, 10cm wide, a lovely sweet scent. Prickles are few and the leaves a pale, pretty bright green. Plants can reach 8m tall with age. 


Schwarz, Tassilo - developer of a series of ornamental Miscanthus cvs. 
‘Schwerdtgeder, Louise - Begonia breeder. 


Seaver, Mildred (1913-2011) - Hosta breeder (1978 onward), and expert, working out of Needham, Mass., "Queen of the Hostas" and in Hosta 
Circles "The Queen Bee", having 38 registered clones (95 are claimed to exist in collections), and being the first winner of the Eunice Fischer 
‘Award of the AHS in 2006. A cultivar of Hosta bred by Kevin Vaughn bears her name. ‘Allan’P. McConnel’,'Spilt Milk’, and many clones with the 
"Sea" prefix continue to sold in the trade. Her garden featured 1000 tulip bulbs and 3000 Narcissus each’spring. She seeded the unweeded paths 
of her Needham garden from lettuce to lure slugs from her prized Hosta. She believed in using compost to make Hosta happy and cheap, 
fertilized by nature whenever possible. Her son Charles Seaver is also a successful Hosta breeder. 


Seden, John - 19th century hybridist for the Veitch firm, often working with John Heal. Begonia x sedenii is named for him. He was an assistant 
of noted orchid breeder John Dominy and later tbaldook aver his Cattleya breeding about 1877. He also bred hardy fruits for the Veitch firm. 


Sellers, Van M. - nurseryman (Iron Gate Gardens, http://www. irongategardens.com/) and breeder of both Hemerocallis and Hosta. The Iron Gate 
series of daylilies are justly famous. Van's breeding emphasis has been new colors, cold hardiness, high bud count, improved branching traits, 
and general cultural resistances. 


Seneclauze, Adrien - French nurseryman and originator of many fine conifer cultivars in the 1800's. Among your editor's favorites are Abies alba 
'Fastigiata’, Cryptomeria japonica ‘Athrotaxoides' (his seedling), and Picea abies 'Procumbens' (c. 1850), the later an absolute mat of foliage in 
what is normally a 200 foot tall conifer! e also working in herbaceous material including the once popular Paeonia albiflora ‘Madama Adrien 
Seneclauze' (1875). His LES CONIFERES (1868) is a notable primary document. 


Senk, D. - Saintpaulia breeder, working often with R. Follett, producing curious but valuable novelty clones in the wasp and asymmetrical styles, 
most with the Senk’s prefix. 'Senk’s Vespa Verde! is a single wasp with a true green margin, leaves margined in cream with large serrations. 
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Shadrack, Michael and Kathy G. - authors of THE BOOK OF LITTLE HOSTAS (2010), emphasizing the dwarf, miniature, and ultra-compact among 
this genus. 


Shammarello, Anthony "Tony" - azalea breeder wha emphasized cold hardiness. ‘Red-Red’ and ‘Desiree’ are twa of his choice offerings. He has 
also introduced some Yak Rhododendrons including the remarkable 'Yaku Princess’ and 'Yaku Prince’ as well as Great Lakes hybrids from 40 
years of work. 


Sharpiro, Ben and Marion - Rhodie breeders with numerous breakthroughts in the genus. 
Sharonova, Maria F. - Russian Clematis breeder known fro C. ‘Georg Ots' 
Shibamichi, Akira - Japanese nursery who is perhaps best known for his spectacular Cornus kousa ‘Miss Satori’. 


Shigo, Alex L. - leading expert on tree biology and arboriculture. His many writings, books, and videos have brought new and original knowledge 
to the science of tree care, 


Sieber, Josef - German professor and international registrar of perennial cultivars. 


Siebold, Philipp F. von - plant explorer whose journeys to J apan and China beginning in 1823 opened a whole new world of wonderful treasures 
to the West. Many species bear his name still. His Flora J aponica is still essential reading for students of Asian woody plants. Among his worthy 
introductions are Chamaecyparis obtusa ‘Nana’ and C. pisifera 'Squarrosa’ 


Simon, Dick - nurseryman (Bluemount Nurseries of MD), herbaceous perennial expert. Bluemount has introduced many fine cultivars. 


Simon, Hans - German perennial expert and originator of superior cultivars. His Panicum virgatum 'Shenendoah’ with purple foliage has changed 
the world of grasses, 


Simon, James E. (Dr.) - American professor at the Center for New Crops and Plant Products at Purdue University, expert on herb and medicinal 
plant chemistry. Dr. Simon's most recent contribution to ornamental horticulture is the 1998 All-America Selection (AAS) Ocimum basilicum, 
"Sweet Dani’, a lemon-scented basil with ornamental flowers. 


Simpson, Robert C. - deciduous Ilex expert and breeder of numerous superior clones along with other members of his family. 'Winter Red’ and 
‘Afterglow’ among this fine introductions. He began work in Indiana in the 1940's when neither the physical nor nursery climate was ready for his 
breakthroughs. His Malus BRANDYWINE is also a breakthrough, combining scented double pink flowers with a neat upright vase-shape. Their M. 
CENTURION Is perpaps even better. As Father Fiala said so aptly "one could plant a whole garden of Simpson's excellent introductions", 


Singh, B. - Bougainvillea expert and author of checklist, 


Skinner, Frank Leith (1882-1967) - Scotish-born rancher, farmer, and later Horticulturist at Dropmore, Manitoba; expert in many herbaceous and 
woody genera, His Clematis hybrids ‘Blue Bird! and ‘Blue Boy’ are well loved. His lily ‘Dropmore Colcoor' won the RHS's prestigeous Cory Cup in 
1933. He was one of the first to work with the magnificent variety S. oblata var. dilatata. His work forms the basis of modern S. x hyacinthiflora 
breeding today. 'Maiden’s Blush’ (single light pink) and ‘Pocahontas’ (single purple) are much loved today. His pioneering hybrid ‘Donald Wyman’ 
(S. villosa x S. reflexa) in rosy-purple took us to new places in this stunning genus as did his magenta ‘Hiawatha’ of that same parentage. 
Lonicera x brownii ‘Dropmore Scarlet’ is still sold around the world, 


Skinner, H.T. - Ilex breeder noted for the the useful ‘John T, Morris! and ‘Lydia Morris! 


Skrocki, Ed - probably the most successful breeder of Sempervivum. His numerous cultivars include many breakthroughs in size, color, and form. 
He also does Hosta. 


Slater, Leonard - lilac collector and breeder of the notanle Agincourt lilac series. ‘Agincourt Beauty’ (1968) is dark purple and of huge dimensions. 
His columar S, reticulata ‘Ivory Silk’ is also a very major contribution to gardens. 


Slavin, Arthur D. - son of Bernard Slavin who continued work with woody plants at Rochester. Malus coronaria 'Nieuwland! is a very important 
one of his introductions. It not only has double, fragrant pink flowers but good disease resistances. 


Acer platanoides ‘Erectum’, the original tree in Bernard Slavin's columnar tree collection at the Durand-Eastman Park in Rochester, NY. That 
useful narrow clone impacted street tree plantings around the world and is still seen in abundance on Rochester streets. 


Slavin, Bernard H. - Director of the Rochester Parks, New York, described by the 1968 Gardener's Chronicle by Gerling as "virtually self-taught 
but he had the natural endowments essential to the making of a keen plantsman - curiosity imagination, intuition, enthusiasum, and a deep, 
artistic appreciation of plants". He was influential in building those large woody plant collections, once second only to the Arnold Arboretum in the 
US. He introduced a number of woody plant cultivars including conifers and a dogwood. He clarified the nomenclature on many woody cultivars, 
splitting and naming as needed. Magnolia 'Slavin's Snowy’ is named for him. One of his most pretty tree creations is Malus ioensis 'Fimbriata’, a 
cherry-like flower with up to 34 petals. 


Slinger, Leslie - trish nurseryman (Slieve Donard). Among their perennial hybrids are Dierama and Kniphofia breakthroughs. 
Slocum, Elinor V. - Begonia breeder. 

Slonecker, Howard - breeder of Knap Hill type azaleas for west coast US conditions. 

Smale, Peter - NZ lavender expert known for cultivars including ‘Blue Bun’, a floriferous dwarf clone suitable for hedging 


Smirnow, Louis (1896-1989) - Brookville, New York-based plant breeder and horticulturist in later years after his retirement from corporate 
management. He promoted Paeonia of both herbaceous and woody sorts, publishing a catalog with hundreds of color plates, including many rare 


cultivars. He traveled to Asia to find Paeonia and brought much rare material to US gardens, including the rare, intersectional crosses af Toichi 
Itoh, 


‘The original tree of Sequoiadendron giganteum ‘Hazel Smith’, now across from the famous Gotelli Collection at the US National Arboretum. This, 
clone remains one of the most stunning, large blue conifers in any genus. 


Smith, Don and Hazel - American nurserymen (Watnong Nursery of Nj), conifer experts, and originators of many fine cultivars. A lovely blue 
Sequiadendron named ‘Hazel Smith’ and quite a few conifers called 'Watnong' came from them. 


Smith, Eric - British Hosta expert and breeder. His very blue Tardiana type cultivars are now world famous. He has also worked with Aster. 


Saintpaulla ‘Tomorrow's Pink Ice" is a favorite among Jeff Smith's hybrids. The blush flowers have a distinct crisped edge with a glittering sub- 
margin in violet-red. 


‘Smith, Jeff - Saintpaulia breeder, known in part for the Tomorrow's series of hybrids.

The Clematis 'Beauty of Worcester’ is just one of 
his creations still beloved today. 


Smith, Tom - British nurseryman (Daisy Hill Nursery) and perennial expert. Specialized in offering Euphorbia, Hosta, Helleborus, Bergenia, 
Eryngium, and ornamental grasses. His plants influenced many British designers of the 1900's include Gertrude J ekyll 


Smith, William - important British nurseryman who raised many fine plants. In the 1830's he worked on the Belgian Indian hybrids azaleas, 
of them termed English Indian hybrids. 


Smithers, Sir Peter - Magnolia expert and collector. 


Smits, Edwin Johannes - Dutch conifer expert, naming various clones with the Filips prefix, recently Thuja occidentalis 'Filips Magic Moment’ (US 
Patent #21974) 


Smittle, Doyle - Hedychium breeder whose Tai series of cultivars have added much to gardens. 


Hosta ‘Guacamole’ (1994) is really a big lime green in the center with a narrower, darker green edge, often subtle in this 
transition. It is remarkable for huge, white flowers and a leaf texture that improves with age. 


Solberg, Bob - nurseryman (Green Hill Fari 
very gold ‘Saint Elmo's Fire’ and ‘Guacamole’ 


Chapel Hill, North Carolina), Hosta breeder, and author. Among his cultivars is the outstanding and 


Solomone, Joe - California nurseryman specializing in wholesale Clivia, emhasizing yellow and variegated cultivars. The "Clivia King" of America 
started in the early 1960's and that grew to almost 2 acres of them under glass. He plants about 100,000 seeds a year to obtain his stock and 
find new, interesting mutations of all kinds. His variegated yellow stock combines two rare mutations and is the envy of collector's around the 
world. He has also found valuable mutations in orange tepals, dimaters to 4 inches wide, spider forms, bell-shaped flowers, wide-leaved giants, 
and dwarf yellows. Much of his stock of seed grown yellow is aimed at the large Japanese market for this rare color. That strain is widely known 
as ‘Solomone Yellow’ and is also sold in the US by Monterey Bay Nursery. 


Sorano, Paul - very successful, world famous Saintpaulia breeder who produced a wide range of cultivars, most with unique combinations of 
traits and with several breakthroughs for the genus. Sorano later took aver the breeding program at Lyndon Lyon Greenhouses after the loss of 
the famous founder, leading to Lyon/Sorano hybrids in a new, powerful, creative set of traits. Sorana is now owner of the legendary AV grower. 
‘Some of later hybrids have the Lyon's prefix but many have unique names not in a series. See htto://www.lyndaniyan.com for portraits of this 
fine creations. 


Soules, Marjorie, - Hosta breeder and expert. 
Soule, Jean Marie (Abbe) - French Jesuit priest who collect widely in China from 1900 to 1910. He was killed in Yunnan 


Spaeth, Ludwig and family (nursery founded 1730) - famous Berlin nurseryman whose number of woody plant introductions would fill this page. 
‘The Spaethiana and Spaethii epithets are still widely seen today on wonderful clones. 


Sparkes, J.W. and Peter - father and son Erica/Calluna breeders and experts. 'Blazeaway’ is well known and well named. 


Speichert, C. Greg - aquatic Iris expert, breeder, and nurseryman (Crystal Palace Perennials). 


Spingarn, Joel - nurseryman, leading expert on dwarf conifers and introducer of many superior cultivars. Many of his plants contain the name 
Baldwin as he was a long-time resident of Baldwin, New York. His Acer palmatum ‘Filigree’ is another classic. See Joel Elias Spingarn below. 


Joel Elias Spingarn (1875-1939) - professor and scholar of literature at Columbia University. He was also a board member of the New York 
Botanic Garden. Dr. Spingarn is best known as a Clematis expert who assembled the largest collection of taxa in the world. He also collected 
perennials and rock garden plants. 


Spongberg, Stephen A. - Taxonomist at Harvard University's Arnold Arboretum, long time registrar of woody plant genera, author of numerous 
horticultural monographs. 


Sprenger, M. - Canna breeder working out of Naples, Italy in the 1890's. He used new species material to diversify the cultivars. He created new 
flower shapes and increased cold hardiness from thousands of tested seedlings. His hybrids were called Orchid-flowered Cannas in contrast to the 
Gladiolus-flowered ones from Crazy in France. His cultivar ‘America’ remains popular today with it's scarlet flowers and darkly veined foliage. 


Spruyt, Jan - perennial breeder working in Geranium, Hosta, Papaver, and Phlox, 


Stamile, Patrick & Grace - daylily breeders, nurseryman (Floyd Cove). Patrick received the Farr Silver Medal from the American Hemerocallis 
Society in 1997 for his pioneering work. 


Stanley, Larry and family - nurserymen (Stanley and Sons), conifer collectors, and introducers of improved cultivars. If you just look at their 
hursery's Pinus list you'll be simply shocked at the amount of sophisticated selection going on today. 


Stead, Edgar - New Zealand geower of Ilam azalea hybrids based on the Knap Hill series. He combined those with Rhododendron calendulaceum, 
viscosum, and malle to increase truss size and gain fragrance. 


Stearn, W. T. - undoubtedly the century's top expert on botanical Latin and author the standard reference in that field. Unlike some botanists he 
was very aware of horticultural nomenclature and wrote much to clarify issues for nurserymen and gardeners. 


Steffen Jr., Arthur "Bing" - Clematis breeder and nurseryman. He has named over 46 cultivars from 2500 crosses made since 1968. Their nursery 
has produced over a million Clematis in a single year. 


Step's FAVOURITE FLOWERS OF GARDEN AND GREENHOUSE (1897) is one of the most important plant books of the time, loaded with detailed 
descriptions of taxa, history, and many lovely colored plates. The one above and the one below show how he explained how Gesner Tulips had 
recent sported a parrot or fimbriated floral form called var. dracontia. 
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A useful photo documenting Quercus ilex at it's very finest, taken from his British Sylva. 


Step, Edward - author of FAVOURITE FLOWERS OF GARDEN AND GREENHOUSE, a highly useful portrait of important and sometimes new garden 
plants of all classifications, some hardy, some less so. Step's WAYSIDE AND WOODLAND TREES: A POCKET GUIDE TO THE BRITISH SYLVA 
(1904) was also popular at one time. 


Stern, Sir Frederick (Major) (1884-1967) - Suffolk, England-based soldier (Major). His hobbies included plant collecting, big game hunting, and 
steeplechase, Eremurus breeder known for the Highdown series, His garden was known for heavy, chalky soils, enabling him to grow and breed a 


great many bulb species that suitable for other conditions. He managed to raise Eremurus robustus var. tardiflorus (a hybrid from Elwes) toa 
height of 10 feet according G.S. Thamas. A STUDY OF THE GENUS PAEONIA (RHS, 1946) is a distillation of work in that genus. 


Steward, Albert N. - botanist, plant explorer. His early Hemerocallis introductions from Asia formed the basis of breeding the modern cultivars. 
‘These included the diploid H. fulva, its pink flowered form, and the very useful H. multiflora (giving more flowers) and H. altissima (adding 
height). 


Stewart, E-E. - Gladiolus breeder from Brooklyn, Michigan. His ‘Golden Queen’ and President Taft’ are noteworthy. 
Still, Steven - Herbaceous perennial expert, President of the Perennial Plant Association, and author of Manual of Herbaceous Ornamental Plants. 


Storey, Don - British Pelargonium breeder notable for work in the fancy leaf, variegated groups. His cultivars often have the "Don's" prefix 


Stork’s Salmtpaull Omaha Thunder. s muchrloved, red cultvar of good substance. 
Stork, K. - Saintpaulla breeder, working partly under the Omaha series name, 


Stokes, Glen - nurseryman (Stokes Tropicals) and tropical plant expert. He has introduced a great many superior plants to the trade including 
Plumaria and rare Thal cultivars of Euphorbia mili. 


Stout, Arlow Burdette - one of the leading experts on Hemerocallis of the 20th century, author of several definitive works on daylilies and Coleus. 
AA scientifist with the NY Botanical Garden for some 49 years, he studied the genus with a new level of scientific scrutiny, also managing to name 
100 or so cultivars. His DAYLILIES: THE WILD SPECIES AND GARDEN CLONES (1934) was reprinted and remains a valuable library reference. 


A garden of daylilies at NYBG is named in his honor. The "Nobel Prize" for daylilies is called the Stout Medal in his honor 
(http: // www.day/lilies.org/stoutmedal.html). He is credited with making the daylily a common garden plant around the world. He also did work 
with hybrid poplars. His cultivars are still being grown. His 6 foot tall, orange and yellow, narrow-tepaled ‘Challenger’ (1949) is being grown by 
people like Plant Delights/Tony Avent who find only the best of the genus truly "garden worthy". The super-tall clones inspired by H. altissima are 
in vogue again today. 


Strachen, Ellis - English Clematis breeder known for the spectacular double-flowred ‘Chalcedony’ 


Stringer, Rev. §.P. (1911-) - British Pelargonium breeder (beginning about 1964) who introduced many valuable plants since the 1970's, 
including dwarf zonals, miniatures, and semi-miniature clones. His successful plants are classed as Deacons (27 clones, about 1969-1980) in one 
series and Occold in a later one. The later is named for the place where he was a pastor. His Cascade Group cultivar ‘Occold Shiela’ is popular 
worldwide for it's large central bronze zone and informal habit. Another mini favorite is ‘Stringer's Souvenir’, a light rosy-red double above round- 
lobed leaves with a strong yellow-cream margin. 


Stubbs, Anabel - American Fuchsia breeder known for numerous large doubles in the 1970's. 
Stupka, Joseph - nurseryman (Stupka Nursery) from PA USA, known for Acer palmatum 'Kandy Kitchen’. 


Styer, Franklin J. - florist and Paeonia grower from about 1920 onward. He did much to make peonies available and affordable through the 
eastern US. He also sold them as cut flowers for more than half a century. He supported peony studies at Penn State, his alma mater. 


Sulgrove, Sabina - taxonomist, Hedera cultivar registrar, and author of numerous articles for the American Ivy Society. She is credited with 
bringing professional botanical expertise to this very challenging and complex group of cultivars. 


Summers, Alex - Hosta expert, collector, breeder, nurseryman (Honeysong Farm, about 60 years)) and author. The American Hosta Society's 
Alex J. Summers Award of Distinguished Merit is named for him, a society he helped to found. Your editor (L. Hatch) had the honor of getting a 
tour of Mr. Summer's garden by him in the late 70's when a mere horticultural student. He treated me and two other budding horticulturalists are 
mature adults, showing us much detail and even finding a new mutation of a Hosta while wondering through his vast collection. 


Sutton, John - Salvia expert, author. 
‘Swain, John S. - Rhododendron breeder associated with the Kentville Research Station in Nova Scotia. ‘Minas Snow' is one of his best. 


Swartley, John (Ph.D.) - American horticulturist and conifer taxonomist, the leading expert to date on ornamental Tsuga and author of several 
detalled works. One of the first people in the US to get his Ph.D. in garden conifers (Cornell University, 1939). His book CULTIVATED HEMLOCKS 
with Timber Press (1984) is one of the first successful implementations of the Cultivar Group concept to a complex genus. His notes recorded 
that he traveled over 3700 miles visiting gardens and nurseries in study of hemlock varieties for his dissertation. 


‘Swin, Herb - American rose breeder well known for 'Circus'. ‘Angel Face’, ‘Double Delight’, 'First Lady’, ‘Joseph's Coat’, ‘Mr. Lincoln’, ‘Garden 
Party’, and ‘Perfume Delight’ among others. He aimed at large flowers, well-formed petal structure, unusual colors, and nice fragrance. His 1951 
'Helen Traubel' made famous by Armstrong Roses was a large melon, gorgeously-shaped HT, even if not so cold hardy, having subtle colors 
tones and sometimes curious camphor-like scents. Great rose breeder Sam McGredy called Herb "the daddy of us all" during his prime, prolific 


years. 
Swindells, P.- British waterlily expert and author. 


‘Synge, Patrick M. - co-author of the much admired Dictionary of Garden Plants and Dictionary of Roses, both with color plates equal in quality to 
the fine plant descriptions. 
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A colorful catalog cover (1934) from Symons-Jeune's offering. Note the subtle differences in colors and markings that were not only named but 
appreciated and made clear in their descriptions. In many ways, the genus is less diverse in gardens today. Thanks to Tony Avent of Plant 
Delights Nursery for providing this scan. 


Symons-Jeune, B.H.B. - breeder of many important Phlox cultivars and author of a classic horticultural monograph on them. 


Taffler, Steven - British variegated plant expert, collector, and originator of several variegated cultivars - some with the 'Taff's! prefix. Parrotia 
persica ‘Lamplighter’ is a good mutation. 


Tantau, M. - German rose breeder. 


Tarr, Brian - Clivia breeder of note, affiliated wit the Natal National Botanical Garden in South Africa. His Cyrtanthiflora and Minicyrt Group 
hybrids are memorable. ‘Apricot Blush’ (C. Cyrtanthiflora Group x C. miniata) has flaring, lily-like flowers in soft apricot-pink outside and a very 
nice pale cream to blush inside. 


Taylor, Norman - author of the popular Taylor's Guides. While these are not always the deepest or most complete books they led many of us to a 
serious love of plants. 


Tea, |.C. - Carthage, Missouri nurseryman most famous for the weeping mulberry (Morus alba 'Pendula') c. 1883. Catalpa x erubescens came 
from his nursery as well 
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Tebbitt, Mark C. (Ph.D.) - American taxonomist specializing in Begonia, alpine flora, and woodland plants. Dr. Tebbitt was formerly Horticultural 
‘Taxonomist at the Brooklyn Botanic Garden (1998-2007), Assistant Professor of Botany at the California University of Pennsylvania (2007 
onward). Author of the of very papular BEGONIAS (2005), the finest modern treatise on the genus at 272 loaded pages and BLEEDING HEARTS, 
CORYDALIS, AND THEIR RELATIVES (2008) with Magnus Liden and Hennick Zetterlund 


Telford, George (Sr.), John (1744-1830) and George Jr. (1749-1834) - York-based nurserymen whose nursery started about 1665 with George 
the elder. They are credited with the first successful mailorder nursery business. They even included the gift of free seeds with large orders. 
While other nurseries had printed flyers aver the years, the Telford's late 1770's catalogs were large, complete (18 pages), informative written, 
and included prices for the first time. The old days of bartering were over. Their 1775 catalog included Fagys sylvatica priced from seedlings to 4 
foot plants with the addition of purple beech at 5 shillings each. Their catalogs marked some plants with an asterisk if they were less hardy or 
tender, requiring ogther special care or a greenhouse. The developing system of somewhat reliable mail coaches n the late 1700's made their 
business thrive. At one time their inventory included 350,000 woody plants, most of them seedlings. Their operaton was sold in 1816 but not 
until they had transformed the marketing of ornamental trees and filled England's grounds with many wonderful trees and shrubs. 


‘Templeton, Henry - nurseryman (Phytotektor Nurseries, Wincester, TN). He worked in many genera. His Chaenomeles 'Jet Trail’ (1961) is sold 
worldwide today and is one of the finer low-growing cultivars even found in that genus. 


Teese, Arnold .J. - Australian nurseryman (Yamina Rare Plants), woody plant expert with a number of new cultivars. His Acer palmatum 
'Coonara Pygmy’ is described by Vertrees as "one of my favorite dwarf types" - that Is praise indeed, 


Teufel's Hex aquifolium ‘Little Bull is 2 useful dwarf, small in stature and leaf, but strong and tough as the name implieds. Being a dude, ‘Little 
Bull’ does spread the pollen around by some reports. 


Teufel, G. - Oregon-based, Ilex grower and breeder with numerous introductions, some of which bear his name. His |. aquifolium ‘Little Bull! 
(shown above) is unique but his super cold hardy 'Teufel's Zero’ is tough to...zero degrees F. 'Teufel's Weeping’ is another fine plant and ‘Teufel's 
Weeping Variegated’ is twisted to another degree of beauty. 


‘Thomas, Graham Stuart (1909-2003) - trained in botany at Cambridge and in their fine old gardens, Mr. Thomas is clearly one of the 20th 
century's leading experts on garden perennials. His PERENNIAL GARDEN PLANTS (1975) has been a classic in the field for years and has led 
generations of British and North American gardeners to new plants choices, better cultural practices, and more lovely combinations of colors and 


textures. He also painted and drew plants to a very high level of skill, 


He is justly famous for other books including rose books; which his more shobby fans, mostly elite herbaceous perennialists either do not 
acknowledge or grudingly consider the only rose book they will ever skim. In truth, his first book was OLD SHRUB ROSES (1955) years before his 
perennial versions, Later ORNAMENTAL SHRUBS, CLIMBERS, AND BAMBOOS was structured and laid out and beset with rich detail in his own 
Unique style. His RECOLLECTIONS OF GREAT GARDENERS is recommended here, very tangential to this file, and a fine read, even if a bit inside 
to British gardening. In 1975 he was awarded the OBE, Order of the British Empire for his with the National Trust. He also holds the Victoria 
Medal of Honor and the RHS Veitch Memorial Medal. Rosa 'Graham Thomas’, a lovely gold tinged pink old rase was named by David Austin in his 
honor. 


‘Thompkins, Chet - Hosta breeder and expert. He also introduced the impressive Acanthus ‘Summer Beauty’ from China. 
‘Thompson, M.L. 
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Begonia expert and author of a popular guide bearing his name. 
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JUaging from Thomson's 1868 HANDY BOOK, his annual and bedding plant trials were easily the diverse equal of any modern RHS or AAS trial 
garden. This old work on flower gardening must be regarded as one of the significant annual and perennial studies of the last two centuries. He 


also gave much attention to bedding roses and alpine/rock garden plants, having a firm understanding of "rock-work" and the necessary grit to 
keep the later happy and prosperous. 
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Also from Thomson's 1868 HANDY BOOK, this list of cultivars for "hardy fernery" could not be matched except in a dozen or so gardens anywhere 
in the world today. His was a work of much detail in terms of the finest species and cultivars knawn at the time. 


‘Thomson, David - Gardener to Lady Mary C. Nisbet Hamilton, Archerfield and Dirleton Gardens and author of the HANDY BOOK OF THE FLOWER- 
GARDEN (1868). 
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LILIES, contiaued—BEAUTIFUL JAPAN LILIES, 
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| will confess to not having heard of the firm of J.M. Thorburn and Co. of New York until this current year of 2011 (Hatch). But after studying their 
1900 Catalogue of Bulbs on Google Books for about 3 seconds, | became an instant admirer of their work and offerings. This listing of rare Lilium 
should speak for itself, being offered way back in Autumn 1900. 

NAMED BLUE HYACINTHS, 
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Thorburn siso offered about 100 cultivars of Hyacinthus and aS you can deduce from the partial listing above, they offered far more choices than 
we have today. Indeed they described their catalogue in ads as being "the largest and most varied assortment of high class bulbs in America" and 
| can find no evidence of even a close competitor. So detailed and large were their catalogs (most over 100 pages), they served as complete bulb 
guides, covering culture and varietal descriptions in more detail than general gardening books of the time. 


Thorburn, J.M. - New York-based nurseryman (established 1802, 
taxa and the latest European hybrids. 


\corporated 1894), mainy known for a diversity of rare bulbs in terms of wild 


Thornton, John - Louisiana-based Rhodie breeder who is working towards more heat tolerance. 


‘Throckmorton, Tom D. - A respected surgeon and founder of the Daffodil Data Bank, breeder and expert on Narcissus. He may be the first person 
to use automation and computers to track ornamental cultivars. 


Thunberg, Carl Peter - plant explorer known for all time by Spiraea thunbergii and Pinus thunbergiana. He worked mainly in Asia and wrote the 
classic Flora Japonica. He studied many ornamentals and as early as 1784 noted how the Japanese admired double and variegated dayilies. 


Thurston, Val - Clivia collector and breeder, she has written a book on Clivia and helped find the wild yellow Clivia now cloned under the name 
'Ndwedwe Alpha Thurston’ 
Ticknor, Robert - plant breeder among whose choice gems is Pieris japonica 'Valley Valentine’. 


Tischler, R.W. - nurseryman (Brand Peony Farms of MN), breeder of peonies. 
Torrey, Ted - plant breeder for Burpee Seed Co. Sead companies usually take credit for all their finds without naming a breeder so we know little 
about his work. One impressive product is Ocimum ‘Purple Ruffles’ which took the purple foliage of 'Dark Opal’ and gave It a pleasing twist, 


reminding one of a good dark Perilla. 
Towe, Clarence - native US (deciduous) azalea expert and author of a recent book. He has selected some fine clones includling ‘Sundance Yellow’ 


and 'White Lightning’ (dark foliage, highly scented white flowers) 
Townsend, A.M. - Research Geneticist at National Arboretum (staff page),expert in breeding and evaluating Ulmus, Acer rubrum, and other street 
trees. Has introduced numerous superior cultivars. 


Tradescant, John (elder and son) - This father and son team fro Holland came to England in the 16th century. The father was gardener to King 
Charles | and travelled widely in Europe, Asia, and North Africa to find new plants. His son continued his father's great garden and museum at 
Lambeth, and in 1656 published a catalog of their plants. John Tradescent the younger introduced Robinia pseudoacacia, Acer rubrum, and 
Platanus occidentalis to Europe. Some of these he propagated for sale to larger estates and parks. The genus Tradescantia is named for the 
father. 


Trehane, P - herbaceous perennial and nomenclature expert well known for his Index Hortensis. 


Autor pot Aare tees wes 
Trelease was not only a respected botanist but made studies of garden plants. His VARIEGATION IN THE AGAVEAE (1908) is not only a work of 
plant anatomy but a fine, detailed discourse in the horticultural taxonomy of variegated succulents.

Trelease's WINTER BOTANY Is pretty much pure, twig and bud botany but his early PLANT MATERIALS OF DECORATIVE DESIGN (1917) took the 
study of trees and shrubs to rich detail. Indeed, WINTER BOTANY was said by him to be a supplement of his earlier horticultural book. Here we 
have one of his keys, showing Fagus sylvatica cultivars as part of his ID key. He was one of the first in America at least to include cultivars in 
formal, botanical style dichotomous identification keys. His style became to describe cultivars in the form of his keys as shown with Crataegus 


below:

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Trelease, William - American botanist who gave attention to both wild and garden plants, most widely known for WINTER BOTANY (1918), the 
Ultimate guide to leaf-less identification of woody plants to this current day. An entire generation of Americans learned to identify trees and 
shrubs by twig from this master of one of batany's most challenging skills. Except for a couple of minar name changes, WINTER BOTANY could 
not be improved upon to this day (2011) 

Treseder, Neil - Magnolia expert and author. 

Trigiano, Bob - University of Tennessee breeder of new Cornus. UT Dogwood Group. 


Tristam, David - UK perennial collector and breeder. His dwarf Crocosmia BRIGHT EYES is taking that genus to new places. His patented IVORY 
PRINCE 's being tissue cultued in huge numbers and will surely offer the genus to millions of gardeners for the first time. 


Tschonoski, ? - Japanese plant explorer who worked with Carl Maximowicz to introduce many ornamentals to the West. Among his 
accomplishments was bringing back 800 specimens form regions where foreigners were not permitted to travel. A Malus species is named in his 
honor. He may have been the source of the original double 'Kwanso' daylily. 


Tucker, Arthur - Professor at Delaware State College, nomenclature and literature expert. His detailed articles on herb chemistry and cultivar 
level taxonomy (Rosmarinus, Lavandula, Origanum) are abundantly useful. His extensive checklist of cultivar checklists (from Arnoldia) and is 
now online at the Claude E. Phillips Herbarium site. Working with Tom DeBaggio, Dr. Tucker wrote the Big Book of Herbs, which most people 
consider the finest book written on herbs for horticulturists. 


Turczaninow, Nicolai (1796-1864) - Russian botanist. He loved Syringa and collected other genera in Asia. If you know your woody plants...you'll 
be thinking Carpinus right now. 


Turner, Marie - Begonia breeder and author. 
Turner, R. - garden Euphorbia expert. 


Turner, Richard - California-based plant collector whose Salvia microphylla 'Hot Lips’ with bright red and white flowers is a breakthrough in that 
genus if not for all of perennial gardenings - it is one of those very unique and remarkable plants. 


Turner, William - physician and pioneer in plant nomenclature when be published in 1548 the Names of Herbes. Considered "The Father of 
English Botany", Turner combined his knowledge of medicine and herbs to much advantage. He had a garden in area now known as Kew. His 
collection of foriegn trees numbered some 30 species, quite an accomplishment in the 16th century. His book on herbs predated Gerard's more 
famous Herbal by some 50 years, 


Tyler Dick and Judith - Virginia-based nursery people (Pine Knot Farms) whose various Pine Knots strains in colors and doubles have made the 
genus available to thousands around the US and the world. Their ‘Southern Belles’ series of doubles is amongst the finest double strain around 
(75% doubles) and these come in the full range of solid and marked colors. 


Tyler, Hamilton - Pelargonium breeder 


Uhl, Charles (Ph.D.) - Cornell University botanist and Crassulaceae expert. He bred Echeveria 'Salsa Verde' (E. longissima x E. canaliculata) with 
wide bright green leaves, perfect thin red margins, and tubular orange corollas. 


Unwin, C. - seedsman, nurseryman, expert in sweet pea cultivars, 


Uosukainen, Marjatta - Finnish Rhododendron breeder, worked with Peger Tigerstedt. Her hybrids are not only lovely but often hardy to -35 deg.

Valavanis, Wiliam - bonsai expert, nurseryman, and author of the leading book on Pinus parviflora cultivars and their use as bonsai 
Valder, Peter - Wisteria expert and author of a popular book on same, 

Volosenko-Valenis, A.N. - Clematis breeder from the State Nititsky Botanic Gardens, Ukraine. Famous for Clematis ‘Alionushka’ 
Vanderplank, J. - Passifiora expert and author of a leading book on the genus. 

van Eseltine, G.P - Malus researchers and breeder. 


van Fleet, Walter (Ph.D.) - Glenn Dale, Maryland-based Gladiolus expert and breeder. His 'Princeps’ was a smash hit and instant classic. The 
Twentieth Century Series of glads was a termed coined by him. 


van Delft, Peter - nurseryman (West End Nurseries, UK) known for Caryopteria x cladonensis ‘Summer Sorbet’, a truly breakthrough plant. 
van Dijk, Hanneke - Agapanthus expert and author of the very popular AGAPANTHUS FOR GARDENERS. 


van Geert's azalea study is among the finest for early color plates. This clone was bred by Joseph Vervaene (see below). 


van Geert, Auguste - author of ICONOGRAPHIE DES AZALEES (1882), one of the first books | know to have numerous full-color plates of 
cultivars in that genus. 


van Hevelingen, Andrew - known for his Lavandula angustifolia ‘Royal Velvet’, a richly scented dark-flowered clone. His 'Silver Frost’ is showy for 
foliage alone. 


van Houtte, Louis - Belgian nurseryman who for Spiraea x vanhouttel as well as Double Ghent azalea hybrids. His 'Narcissifiora’ (among a few 
others) is stil offered today. He is considered the father of the Mollis Hybrids of azalea as well. 


van Lennep, G.A. - Maryland plant collector who introduced Ilex ‘Nellie R. Stevens’, one of the most important hollies in the United States. 


van Melle, P. - best known for his famous treatise on junipers - one of the first scholars to really hash out the nomenclature using both herbarium 
material AND nursery stock. His most lasting change was the name Juniperus x media (reassigned by some to J. x pfitzeriana) for the Pfitzer 
Group of cultivars. 


Vaughn, Kevin - botanist and breeder of numerous ornamentals including Hasta, Sempervivum, and some remarkable Tradescantia. 
Vaughn, William P. - breeder and collector of dwarf Iris, Hemerocallis, Amaryllis, Sempervivum, Sedum, Narcissus, and Rosa. 
Veillard, Baron - Orleans, France-based plant expert and collector. He named early Clematis including ‘Madame Eduoard Andre’ 


Veitch, James - nurseryman, plant collector, and introducer of many new ornamental woody plants. Dozens of plants bear the veitchil epithet in 
honor of him, John Veitch, and his family business. His is perhaps the most influential nursery for plant introduction of the 1800's, 


Verboom, K. - Dutch Nurseryman who introduced many woody plants. Chaenomeles 'Hollandia’ (1953) remains a popular plant even today. 


Vergeldt, P - introducer of many fine trees, Taxodium distichum ‘Peve Mineret’, being a much coveted dwarf miniature tree of immense value. 
Ginkgo biloba 'Peve Maribo' is also a good variegated clone. 


Verkade, John - nurseryman, plant collector, woody plant expert particularly with conifers and Cornus. 


Vermeulen, John - Long Island nurseryman who originated many fine conifer cultivars. His catalog of rare trees was for many collectors a much 
anticipated delight. 


Verschaffelt, Louis - Belgian nurseryman who promoted among many fine plants the Ghent Hybrid azaleas. In 1834 he bought Mr. Mortier's 
entire stock of the first Ghent hybrids. Later he made his own hybrids from a diversity of deciduous species, naming about 100 cultivars. 


Vertrees, J.D. - nurseryman, one of the leading experts on Acer, and author of the well known, groundbreaking book on Japanese Maples. 


The lovely and bold Rhododendron indicum ‘Camille Vervaene', a plate fram van Geert's ICONOGRAPHIE DE AZALEES of 1882. 


Vervaene, Joseph and family - Ghent, Belgian-based breeder of deciduous azaleas (1860-18907) especially in the Belgian Indian group. His 
‘Verveaneana’ and it's white form were leading cultivars for many decades. Many of his hybrids are named for members of the Vervaene family.

‘A lovely plate of Gladiolus hybrids from VICK'S MONTHLY of 1888. Such color plates were special for a garden magazine of the time and makes 
them of immense historical value today. A second plate from the same issue follows. 


‘Bplate of the original (or at least oldest known) Morus alba 'Pendula' found by Meraser in Kansas. In 1888 it was quite a new, curious find and 
not the pretty weed tree it is considered today. 


Vick, James - Rochester, New York-based seedsman and also sponsor of the important VICK'S MONTHLY, a leading American magazine on 
garden plants. 


Viette, Andre - nurseryman (Viette Nursery), perennial expert, hybridizer, and popular garden journalist with a syndicated radio program. He and 
his family are well known for their daylily hybrids as well as introductions In other genera. 


Viette, Martin - Hemerocallis breeder. A history of their Long Island nursery and work is available on the Martin Viette Nurseries site. Check the 
link under Andre Viette as a source for his daylily cultivars. 
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Vrugtman, Freek - former Curator of Collections at the Royal Botanical Garden, Hamilton, Ontario, Canada. Nomenclature expert, long-time 
international registrar for Syringa, and author of numerous articles on new cultivars. His Directories of International Registration Authorities and 
Lilac Registrations are well known. Mr. Vrugtman Is extremely knowledgable on so many aspects of arnamental plants and one of the most 
generous persons we know in sharing Information. He has inspired numerous researchers with his helpfulness and assistance. We at the New 
Ornamentals Society are much indebted to him for providing data on hundreds of cultivars over the years. 


Wada, Koichiro - Japanese ornamentals expert who worked with Magnolia, Lilium, and other genera. His Acer palmatum ‘Butterfly’ is a favorite 
around the world 


Waadick's recent book (with Glenn Stokes) is a wonderful addition to any plant library. 


Waddick, James W. (Ph.D., University of Kansas) - Missouri-based, plant explorer, author, and introducer of many fine plants. He is considered a 
leading expert in Paeonia (THE GENUS PAEONIA with Josef). Halda), Iris (THE IRIS OF CHINA), aroids, Musa (BANANAS YOU CAN GROW), and 
bulbs. Recently he released some Aspidistra cultivars from China. 


Wagenknecht, 8.L. - woody plant registrar with the Arnold Arboretum who published checklists on Gleditsia, Pieris, and Buxus, 
Waldman, Philip - founder of Roslyn Nursery, for decades one of America's leading suppliers of new, superior ornamentals. 
Walek, Kevin - Hosta breeder, known for 'Jewel of the Nile’ 


Wallace, Curtis (Rev.) - Canna breeder who is working on cleaner colors (lacking muddy or blue tints), dwarfness, and the really clean pink 
canna, Most have the North Star series name, His ‘North Star Ermine’ is one of the whitest plants ever seen in the genus. 


Walker, Marian C. - author of DAHLIAS (1954, M. Barrows and Co., New York) was an influential book in North America in promoting that genus. 
Walker, Mabel - Begonia breeder.

Wallich, Nathaniel (M.D.)(186-1854) - Danish surgeon, botanist, and early introducer of Asian plants to the west. He worked in Danish-settied 
India before joining the East India Company. He helped develop the Botanical Garden at Calcutta. His large herbarium of more than 20,000 
specimens is called the Wallich Catalog for it's importance to early botany and is one of the treasures found today at Kew Gardens. His 
TENTAMEN FLORAE NEPALENSIS ILLUSTRATAE (1824-1826) and PLANTAE ASIATICAE RARIORES (1880-1882) are valubale. A lovely pine species 
is named for him (Pinus wallichiana) as species in Clerodendron, Convolvulus, Diospyros, Dryopteria, Geranium, Hoya, Meconopsis, Ulmus, 
Taxus, Buxus, Rubus, Schefflera, and Betula. 


Waltz, Muriel - American Fuchsia breeder know for 'Tennessee Waltz’ (1951) 


Wandell, Willet N. - Illinois-based originator of numerous superior tree cultivars, some bearing the 'Wandell' cultivar name plus a trademark 
name. He authored the HANDBOOK OF LANDSCAPE TREES (1990). Among his popular introductions are:

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Ward, Bobby, J. - North Carolina-based environmental scientist (Ph.D.). He is now a noted author on gardening. His biography on J.C. Raulston 
(See his listing above) is a remarkable profile of that fine woody plant evangelist. Bobby's THE PLANT HUNTER’S GARDEN (2004) profiles modern 
plant explorers and gives lovely plates and descriptions of their best plant finds. 


Ward, D. & J. - Hosta breeders. 


Ward, Francis Kingdon ("Frank Kingdon-Ward") (1985-1958) - British botanist, plant collector, author, and explorer who worked widely in China. 
More than 25 extensive expeditions were chronicled including Tibet, China, Burma, and Assam (India). He survived earthquakes, a fall from a 
cliff, being partly impaled by a bamboo spike, days of being lost without food, his tent being crushed by a falling tree, and all sorts of political 
chaos. 


Ward's book THE LAND OF THE BLUE POPPY (1913) remains one of the most riveting books on plant collecting today and is a fascinating read. 
His collections in China and the Himalayas continued for some 50 years, numbering over 25 full scale expeditions. Rhododendron wardil is named 
for him. Bean notes that he was remarkable for bringing back very high quality seed (good germination rates) and presenting excellent, detailed 


field notes on each plant. He published most of works with a hyphenated version of his birth name, this name taken by his wives and daughters 
too.

Ward, Ralph M. - New York City-based bulb importer, offering European and J apanese bulbs, especially ilies, calling themselves "The Lily House" 
in some ads.

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‘American stuff rises and falls in popularity in Europe. In 1857 John Waterer made all things green, growing, and American a source of good 
profit. In addition to the familiar Kalmia latifolia they also offered ‘Myrtifolia’, K. angustifolia ‘Pumila' and ‘Rubra’. He also had Magnolia 
acuminata, Magnolia grandiflora 'ExmCupressus macrocarpa, Chamaecyparis lawsoniana, Chamaecyparis thyoides 'Variegata', Juniperus 
virginiana, Calocedrus decurrens, Thuja occidentalis 'Wareana', Pseudotsuga menziesii, and Abies fraseri. 

Waterer, John and Anthony - British nurserymen from Surrey (Waterer Nursery, Bagshot and Knap Hill, England) and developer of many fine 
woody ornamentals including the famous Spiraea which bears the family name. Many of their finds are under the Knap Hill name, especially the 
famous azalea, 


Waxman, Sidney (Ph.D.) - Professor at the University of Connecticut, conifer witches broom expert. He has introduced a great many useful, semi- 
dwarf and colorful conifers to modern gardens. Over 20,000 broom seedlings were evaluated in his program.

Weaver, Richard A. - botanist with the Arnold Arboretum, author of numerous articles on ornamentals, and founder of We-Du Nurseries who 
promote native plants, 


Webb, D.A. - Saxifraga expert and author. 
Weber, 7 - Los Angeles-based, California nurseryman known for introducing various succulents, orchids, and several important Hedera. There are 


many Weber Nurseries in the US, several in California, but | believe this firm was located in LA at 800 Kenter Avenue, working with new plants in 
the 1940's and 50's,

His ornamental cultivars include 
the Corinthian series which combine columnar grawth with double flowers and even purple foliage, 


Welch, H.J. - nurseryman, the century's leading expert on dwarf conifers, author of several conifer books, founder of the World Conifer Data Pool, 
and originator of many new cultivars. His conifer cultivar checklist was one of the most complete ever published, 


Werff, Dirk van der - publisher of Plants Magazine, in print and on the web, a leading source of information on new, rare, and unusual plants that 
improve our gardens. 


Westerfield, Jim - Illinois-based breeder of ornamental and culinary mint cultivars, including some of unique ornamental appearance and useful, 
new flavors. As an innkeeper and gourmet expert this breeder tests his own creations on a happy audience, 


Wheatcroft, Harry (1898-1977) - nurseryman, author, lecturer, "Mr. Rose" in Britain, Rosa grower of note. He brought ‘Peace’ and ‘Queen 
Elizabeth’ to the UK and apparently did well with that marketing. In 1973 the firm introduced ‘Harry Wheatcroft', a gold and red-striped that 
suited the flamboyant dresser to perfection, 


Wheeler, George - Warminster, England-based breeder of Phlox, perhaps the first to work in that genus in the modern era, naming Phlox 
wheeleri about 1828, offered by Young Nurser 


Whitcomb, Carl - woody plant and nursery production expert. Introducer of several fine cultivars. His book Know It and Grow It has influenced 
thousands of students over the decades. 


Whittemore, Alan (Dr.) - taxonomist, molecular biologist, curator of the prestigous US National Arboretum Herbarium, which along the RHS 
Herbarium is one of the two most important horticultural herbarium on the planet. (We now regret the grant-driven, far-too-long trend-loving, 
"plant biology’-oriented, horticulturally-hostile direction of the formerly impressive Arnold Arboretum and Bailey Hortorum herbaria which remain 
an archive of the horticultural past with increasing distance from their founder's missions.). He has an interest in genetic markers in Celtis and 
Quercus which blends well with the breeding and evaluation work of the USNA staff. Dr. Whittmore has made major contributions to the Flora of 
North America (FONA), Jepson Manual, Flora of Missouri, and wrote the complex section of Ulmaceae for the Flora of China (FOC). While that 
sounds purely botanical, | guarantee that any serious plant collector will need to consult the FOC and FONA more than once a year to be really 
Sure of identifications, names, and so on. | am most impressed by his USNA Herbarium website where one can view Standard Specimens (as 
mandated by the ICNCP) in full screen with as much color as vouchering allows. The Standard Specimen list of image links covers most of the 
Arboretum’s wonderful introductions but is particularly rich in Ilex cultivars which as stiff, broadleaf evergreens seem quick life-like in this digital

White, Robin - Clematis breeder from Blackthorn Nurseries, England. The trdemarked and protected Clematis AVALANCE is one popular example 
of her work. 


Whitlow, Carson - orchid breeder. Gardenweb profile 


Wicker, R.£. - while not a household name, Mr. Wicker's 1930 discovery of Liquidambar styraciflua 'Rotundifolia’, a pretty and fruitless clone of a 
valuable garden tree, was very important. He hailed from Pinehurst, North Carolina and found this unique spart in Cameron NC. 
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Wieman's pioneering book for the Pacific NW Holly industry in the US. 
Wieman, John - tlex grower, breeder of Portland OR and first person to register an English holly cultivar.

Wild, Gilbert H. - nurseryman (Gilbert H Wild and Son, est. 1885), breeder of Paeonia (1925 onward) and Hemerocallis. For many years their 
catalog was one of the most colorful, informative delights put out by any nursery in the world. It is was one of the first true reference catalogs 
with color plates. Herman Wild founded the family business about 1868 but the Gilbert name was not added until about 1885. By 1955, the 
modern Wild nursery had more than 1000 Paeonia cultivars in their collection, growing many of them on 135 acres. In 1957 a horrible, rare 
freeze cause losses of much of the collection, some fine clones fram their breeding never recovered. In 1991, the Wild family sold the operation 
to Greg Jones and John Huitsong who continue the work at hitto://www.qilberthwild.com/ where they continue to the America's largest grower of 
Paeonia, Iris, and Hemerocallis. 


Wild, Herman - nurseryman (Wild Nursery, Sarcoxie, Missouri, founded 1868) and early grower of peonies in the US trade. Gilbert Wild 
(apparently his grandson?) expanded the work to include daylilies, Iris, and other fine perennials. 


Wilkins, Jim and Jill - Hosta breeder known for ‘Golden Teacup’ 


Williams, Frances - Hosta expert and introducer. Known for a cultivar bearing her name. 


Williams, G. - Hosta breeder 


Williams, Keith E. - Springfield OH florist known for his discovery of Hedera helix ‘Ivalace’, one of the most important cultivar breakthroughs in 
that genus. 


Willmott, Ellen - one of the great plantswomen of the last century. Her book The Genus Rosa of 1910 was monumental. She was quite wealthy 
and when she outgrew her 50 acre garden at Essex bought a Chateau in France and an Italian villa to perfect her design skills with diverse 
plants. At one point in time she had over eighty gardeners and weeders in her employ. She was eccentric and autocratic in later years, 
particularly as the money ran out. The presence of a single weed or a report lacking very specific blooming records was met with fury. Won the 
Victoria Medal of Honour in 1897 along with friend Gertrude Jekyll. Several plants bear her name including willmottiae ‘Miss Willmott’. 


Wijnhout, Aart - Dutch nurseryman, perennial breeder and collector. His creations include Heuchera ‘Adriana! and ‘Beauty’. 


Wilson, Ernest Henry (1876-1930) - British born, Kew-trained horticulturist best known for his plant collections on behalf of the Arnold Arboretum 
and numerous plants named wilsonii. His four trips to China are perhaps the most productive ever to that country in terms of improving our 
modern gardens. Of 1,200 species and 65,000 herbarium sheets he collected over 400 proved new to cultivation. Like L.H. Balley he was as avid 
a student of garden varieties as wild ones. His discovery of Lilium regale alone has resulted In thousands of modern lily hybrids. 


Van Pelt Wilson's leading monograph on this most popular of indoor flowering plants, detalling culture in immense detail with plates of the early 
cultivars that are illustrated to botanical journal detail. | include this plate fram the book to recall a time when publishers took pride in the 


artfulness of their opening pages. 
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Her classification of Saintpaulia cultivars is not used today in terms of the codes but was an pioneering method of given separation to important, 
early clones in this popular genus.

Wintzer, Antione (or Leon) - French nurseryman, later of Conard and Jones, West Grove, PA who worked with the USDA's Dr. Van Fleet to 
produce some near white Cannas (ie. 'Mont Blanc’) and the first bright red cultivar ‘Flamingo’. ‘Buttercup’ is thought to be one of the first true, 
Clean yellows with dwarfness. Dingee and Conard of PA USA Introduced his creations in late 1890's and early 1900's. His most widely distributed 
clones are legends by name: “The President’, ‘City of Portland’, and ‘Wyoming. One of his new and yet unnamed hybrids offered by Dingee and 
Conard was sold for the then unbelievable sum of $100.00. His nickname was "Wizard Wintzer* for his ability to create wonderful things. His 
paper "My Experience in Hybridizing Cannas" in the Horticultural Society of New York's Proceeding of the International Conference on Plant, 
Hardiness (1907) is free online via Google Books and elsewhere 


Wister, Gertrude S. - avid plant collector and author with her husband John Wister. She contributed much to the world renowned plant collections 
at the Arthur Hoyt Scott Arboretum. 


Wister, John Caspar (1887-1982) - one of the century's leading American horticulturists, Director of the Scott Arboretum in Swarthmore PA, and 
also known for his own substantial plant collection. He was a prolific author and introduced many fine plants to our gardens. Gertrude (see 
above) is his wife. He is also known for excellent, early checklists on Syringa, Paeonia, and Ilex. He helped begin (and perhaps did most of the 
work) in the 1920 founding of the American Iris Society. The AIS John C. Wister Memorial Medal honors him to this day. THE IRIS: A TREATISE 
ON THE HISTORY, DEVELOPMENT AND CULTURE OF THE IRIS! (1927) proved valuable. FOUR SEASONS IN YOUR GARDEN of 1938 made a great 
impression on the all-year garden, even for cold regions. His 1948 BULBS FOR HOME GARDENS was well received and popular in the day. The 
genus Wisteria is NOT named for him despite a few moderns blogs which got this very wrong, 


Witt, Joseph - Horticulturist and later Assistant Director at the University of Washington, author, and strong force behind the University of 
Washington's superb arboretum. Expert in many woody genera. A lovely and bold cultivar of Acer tegmentosum bears his name ('Joe Witt) and 
is a fine tribute to his love of maples. 


Wolff, William (Bill) - nurseryman from Red Maple Nurserty, Media, PA. He has named Acer palmatum ‘Green Mist’ and ‘Moonfire’ 


Wood, Ed - nurseryman (Ed Wood's Bonsai Village), bonsai expert, and introducer of cvs. He named Picea pungens ‘Jean Iseli’ for his late friend 
and conifer expert. 


Wood, Tom - Hedychium breeder who has offered several stunning improvements. 
Wood, W.P. - British Fuchsia breeder known for 'Mrs. W.P. Wood’, a good light pink in 1949. 
Woodriff, Leslie - Lilium breeder known for many breakthroughs in CA USA. ‘Black Beauty’ 


Worth, Don - succulent breeder, known for Echevera ‘Afterglow’ (E. shaviana x E. subrigida), a large-headed plant which glowing in shades of 
powder blue and pink. 


Wott, John - Director of the University of Washington Arboretum, specialist in plant identification, selection, evaluation, design, and garden 
management. His UW page. 


Wright, Dick - breeder of the notable Echeveria ‘Lola’, a pale, densely incurved, wide-bladed blue-green with some lavender tints. The tips are 
abruptly cuspidate. His ‘Pappy's Rose’ is also grown toda, giving bright rose to red tints in strong light. 


Wright, John - British Fuchsia breeder who worked for otherwise unbred species to diversify the clones we see today. Many have the Lechlade 
prefix. 


Wyman, Donald (1904-1993) - one of America's most influential woody plant experts of the 20th century. His work at the Arnold Arboretum 
(Horticulturist for 35 years) produced countless books and articles of use to both amateurs and the professional. WYMAN'S ENCYCLOPEDIA OF 
GARDENING was for years the best American garden encyclopedia available and inspired many horticulturists, taking up the gap left by Bailey's 
aging CYCLOPEDIA OF HORTICULTURE. Wyman was a Cornell grad and took over the Bailey heritage at least in terms of woody plants. The AHS 
honored him the the Liberty Hyde Bailey Medal. His articles in Arnoldia and American Horticulture Magazine included detailed evaluations and 
cultivar studies in such genera as Malus, Forsythia, Ilex, Hibiscus syriacus, Betula, Tilia, Quercus, Fagus, Philadelphus, and Berberis. Unlike many 
authors of his time he was very specific on bloom time, plant dimensions, color, and cultivar differences. In 1960-61 he brought 586 new taxa to 
the AA, adding 930 more new accessions in 1965. He also published numerous cultivar registrations on behalf of Harvard in the 1960's, Like a 
true expert he had powerful command of BOTH laboratory botany and practical gardening. REMEMBERING DONALD WYMAN in Arnoldia is a fine

Yeager, Albert Franklin (1892-1961) - Researcher and Syringa breeder at the University of New Hampshire, he later worked with E.M. Meader, 
both of their work continued later by Dr. Owen Rogers. 


yringa pubescens var_patula Miss Kin with Meader (1954) is easily one the Top 25 finest flowering shrubs available in the modern era, bred endlessly to produce many newer, 
Tong-blooming. durable hy {nal single, pale violet color. Its one of few American woody plants to earn and RHS AGM, 
vulgaris ‘Anne Tighe’ (1945) has curiously but lovely double purple lowers, opening a more traditional lilac colo. 


Yeates, Dr. J.S. - New Zealand breeder of Iam azaleas, continuing the work of Edgar Stead. He also worked with David Leach on improving the 
series. He is a legend among azalea reseachers in New Zealand. Hr also bred lilies including ‘Lavender Lady’. 


Yanny, Lori and Michael - Malus breeding team of Johnson's Nursery, Menomonee Falls, WI, USA. 
Yeld, George - British gardener who did some of the first interspecific crosses in Hemerocallis, naming his first production ‘Apricot’ in 1892 
Yeo, Christine - introducer of several Salvia cvs. 


Yeo, Peter F. - Leading expert on Geranium, Galanthus, Bergenia, Lonicera, and several other genera. He is well known for his authoritative book 
Hardy Geraniums. 


Yinger, Barry - plant explorer whose Asian introductions (through Brookside Gardens, the USDA, and others) have done much to improve 
gardens and collections. If there is an American with more knowledge of Asian horticulture and their choice plants, no has named anyone other 
than Barry. Among his many areas of expertise are the genus Arisaema, Carex, and Asarum. Since about 2004 his Asiatica Nursery in PA has 
brought hundreds of new plants to the US from Japan, China, Thailand, and the Philipines. Working with his many local contacts, Barry has 
brought many rare plants with an emphasis on variegates, connoisseur cultivars, odd mutations, and plants worth $100 and much more. The 
best new houseplants are within reach as are crazy marked orchids and gingers too beautiful to describe in any language. My experience with 
Asiatica Nursery as that the plants are generous even at collector's prices - | now treasure the double-flowered, leopard-spotted Farfugium 
Japonicum 'Yaezaki Hosifu' from them - one of those double mutations. 


Yokoi, M. (Dr.) - Japanese variegated plant expert, collector, and author. He has named a good number of superior variegates over the years. 
Young, Leone and Rex - Lavandula breeders from NZ, known for their Willowbridge series of clones. 


Juniperus chinensis ‘aurea’ (aka ‘Aurea Youngi) remains one of the finest golden junipers these many decades later. Ths farge mature 
specimen, perhaps the finest in the US, is located at the Maymont Esgtate in Richmond, Virginia, 


‘Young, Maurice - British horticulturist who named a number of good conifers. His Juniperus chinensis ‘Aurea! remains one of the best gold 
junipers after more than 150 years. The lovely mottled Chamaecyparis nootkatnensis ‘Aureovariegata' was named by him about 1872. 


Zaitlin, David - Kentucky-based Gesneriad breeder who works with hardy crosses suitable for USDA 7. Sinningia ‘Butter and Cream’ is a good 
place to start with a hardy Gesneriad collection. 


Zampini, James - American nurseryman (Lake County Nursery) who has selected and bred dozens of improved cultivars in woody genera, many 
have the -zam suffix in the true cultivar name. His Round Table dwarf ornamental Malus have a tremendous value for modern landscapes, 
especially in cold climates. 


Zary, Keith - rose breeder, his 2011 WALKING ON SUNSHINE™ won the 2011 AAS Award. 
Zeppelin, ? - Leader breeder of Papaver orientale. ‘Aladin’ and 'Sinbad' are two notable clones. 


Zhang, Donglin (Dr.) - professor at the University of Maine, landscape horticulturist, plant evaluator, horticultural taxonomist. Dr. Zhang worked 
under Dr. Dirr on the taxonomy of Cephalotaxus variations and made detailed studies of many Chamaecyparis thyoldes clones. He has an 
interest in new Chinese species and introduced cultivars for their value in the American landscape. His Maine Plants website is very popular and 
emphasizes new and promising selections for that state - including elite Acer sieboldianum, Cornus florida, Daphne, Lysimachia tridentaloides, 
and Rhododendron dauricum clones. He has helped intraduce Magnolia stellata 'Lyle's Legacy’ and Rudbeckia hirta ‘Plainview Farm’. To this 
already impressive record he has published works reviewing Cupressus DNA, Abelia evaluations, Kalmia hardiness, Viburnum hardiness, and the 
variations in Scaevola. I'm most happy to see his scholarly DNA analysis of 'Ericoides', a valuable and good juvenile conifer that finally has found 
both a genus and a species. Theories both solid and flimsy go back more than a century. Despite the years of non-scientific guessing and 
analyses that often depended on crushing and sniffing foliage, Dr. Zhang has showed for once and all that this clone belongs very firmly to 
‘Chamaecyparis thyoides. Home at last. 
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Ziegenfuss, Layne - nurseryman (Hillside Nursery), conifer expert, and collector. A number of introductions carry the Hillside name. He is, 
credited along with Greg Williams for saving many of the early, rare Tsuga clones that would have otherwise been lost. 


Ziesenhenne, Rudolf - Begonia breeder. 


Zilis, Mark - Hosta breeder, expert, and author of THE HOSTAPEDIA (2009), covering an amazing 7400 cultivars with 1897 descriptions. This 
most complete of Hosta references in book form (the web being an alternative though slower and more distributed) runs about $79-89 in modern 
times. His many hybrids are hard to judge but | will go out on a strong limb and say ‘Summer Breeze' (wide gold edges on stout leaves) will be a 
measure of his work. 


Zimmerman, E.P. - German-born collector of Clivia who worked in Calsbad, California (around the time f Ed Hummel). He family in Germany and 
US grew and improved Clivia over a period of 75 total years. He grew up to 5000 pots at one time and was known to have 38 cultivars in about 6 
colors. He was probably the first person in the US to graw the more rare dark red, orange, and cream-flowered variants that remain rare today. 
Not only did he select a diversity of good colors but improved the flower size and Shape of his strains. 


Ziesenhenne, Rudolf (Rudy}(1911-2005) - California-based Begonia breeder, nurseryman (Santa Barbara, CA, USA), and taxonomist working in 
the 1940's or 50's. He lived to 94 years and devoted many to his favorite genus. He is the botanical author of several species. The American 
Begonia Society gives out the Rudolf Ziesenhenne Award to an editor or writer of scientific materials on the genus. Among the fine species he 
named is Begonia bowerae. His Begonia ‘Freddie’ (B. manicata ‘Aureomaculata’ x B. barkeri), named for his son, is remarkable for glossy, bright 
green leaves and Heuchera-like clouds of pink flowers

Hydrangea paniculata ‘Limelight’ from PeterZwignenburg of Boskoop, an instant classic among 1990's cultivars, the first green to be floriferous 
almost to success, spawning a generation of ather greenish clones, some with bits of pink and red them. This one blew our socks off fram the 
second year on, 


Zwignenburg, Peter - Boskook-based woody plant, widely known for his Hydrangea paniculata ‘Limelight’ 
Zwijnenburg, Rinus - Boskoop breeder of Clematis includng the RHS AM plant ‘Anita’. 
Zonneveld, Ben J.M. - botanist and author of many articles on garden Hosta - some on nomenclature and genetics. 


Zug, Susie - Begonia breeder, her 1951 hybrids 'Maximillian’ and 'Maccata' involving B. manicata and 8. macdougallii were the 3rd and 4th 
registered cultivars in the history of the American Begonia Society.
